Stroboscope in Action 


My copy of the new “Moran” stro- 
boscope has just come and I’m. all 
eager to try the much-needed gadget. 
It’s early, it is quiet, and no one is 
around; so, perhaps I can combine 
usefulness with pleasure, and while 
enjoying myself jot down a few 
notes for my readers. I’ve always 
wanted to know the speeds at which 
I play my acoustical records — not so 
much for myself as for those who ask 
me — but never could. My speed reg- 
ulator shows only F 78 S, with five 
separations in between—the third 
on 78—and with such an incomplete 
gauge a definite reading is im- 
possible. 

I think everyone realizes by this 
time that “historical,” acoustic rec- 
ords, especially the early ones, were 
recorded at anywhere from 70 to 90 
r. p. m. and hence, unless you wish 
your discs to sound either macabre 
or duck-like, a turntable capable of 
giving speeds between the above 
limits is absolutely essential for play- 
ing them. For those of you who do 
not have such a turntable, a relative- 
ly easy and inexpensive one can be 
made by picking up an old acoustical 
“Victrola’”’ with a spring motor, at 
the Salvation Army or some other 
such nice institution. These old ma- 
chines all had speed regulators. It’s 
very simple to attach an electrical 
pickup — magnetic or crystal, as you 
choose — either in place of the ac- 
oustic pickup or diagonally opposite; 
and the pickup, in turn, to whatever 
amplifier you are using. 

The same results, at much greater 
expense, can be accomplished by pur- 
chasing one of the turntables now on 
the market that have variable speeds, 
such as the Rek-O-Kut, Garrard, 
Thorens, Zenith, etc.... I hope that 
among our readers who are experts 
on this subject, there will be some 
willing to discuss the relative merits 
of these models in this department. 

Before I start, I want to explain 
how I will proceed with each record. 
First, I shall find the right pitch or 
its selection with the aid of the score,

my piano which has recently been 
tuned, an A440 tuning fork, and my 
ever-alert ears. After adjusting the 
speed to get the correct pitch, I shall 
place the stroboscope on the record 
and observe which band stands still, 
or is the nearest to being immobile, 
while the turntable is in motion. The 
number above that band will be the 
speed of the record in r.p.m.; to fol- 
low me all you have to do is place 
your stroboscope over your copy of 
the record I’m playing and regulate 
your speed to mine. Just one more 
thing — the records I’ll play are orig- 
inals or near-originals, and not re- 
recordings, which, commercial or 
otherwise, cannot always be expect- 
ed to match the speeds of the original 
recordings. 

But let us begin. Here’s a disc I’ve 
just recently acquired and fell in love 
with from the first bars— Home’s 
Voce di donna, on V85104. What a 
sumptuous, purplish voice was hers. 
it often sounded like a precious, age- 
mellowed ‘cello... And such noble 
restraint and regal line...This Rom- 
anza of Gioconda’s blind mother is 
in E-flat Major, and according to the 
stroboscope, the 78.26 band brings 
it right to the pitch. 

I’ve employed much time and effort 
looking for Ruffo’s elusive Vien Leo- 
nora from “La Favorita,” until one 
day it practically landed on my lap. 
Though not the best Ruffo, 2-052075 
is a mighty nice record to have, just 
the same. Released in 1914 on pink 
HMV, it was never issued in the Unit- 
ed States or doubled anywhere. The 
only other way it may be found is on 
Opera Disc, also rare. But unless 
played at 80.00, to bring it to its orig- 
inal A Minor, it is disappointing. As 
it is, Ruffo takes it too slowly, and at 
standard speed it sounds more like a 
dirge than ever. 

If you want to listen to the real 
young Caruso, put on one of his best 
Milan recordings — 52368 “Iris” — 


but play it at 73.47, which will set it 
in its key of F Major. His voice is 
then where it should be and sounds 
full and mellow. And to hear him at 


the peak of his vocal powers, play his 
first Flower Song from “Carmen,” 
V85049, in D-flat Major, at 78.26, and 
treat your grateful ears to the mod- 
el B-flat at the end of the impassion- 
ed ascending passage. 

Two of Scotti’s best recordings: 
“Don Carlos’-Per me giunto, V85067, 
and “Elisir d’ Amore” Paride, are also 
well reproduced when played at 78. 
26 — the first in E-flat Major, and 
the second in F- Major. And how 
lovely this last one is! Even those 
who do not care for the peculiar 
timbre of Scotti’s voice will agree 
that in the technique of legato and in 
dexterity not many are his equals. 

Speaking of “Don Carlos” —De 
Luca’s Per me giunto, V74697, is also 
to be played at 78.26, but Ruffo’s ren- 
dition of Rodrigo’s moving farewell. 
on 052190, in order to be properly 
pitched, must be adjusted to (believe 
it or not) 73.47! 

And while still on the pleasant sub- 
ject of this 24th product of Verdi’s 
operatic genius, the wonderous artist- 
ic teamwork displayed by Martinelli 
and De Luca in Dio, che nell’ alma, on 
V89160, must be played at 76.60 if it’s 
to be heard in the right key of C Ma- 
jor. De Muro’s Io L’ ho perduta, 
052429 — a selection very seldom. per- 
formed on records—is in A Minor 
changing to B-flat Major—as_ it 
should be — when taken at 78.26. At 
80.00 De Cisneros’O don fatale, Col. 
37077, comes through perfect in A- 
flat Major, which means that she 
did not lower it, as often is done. Aging 
King Philip’s gorgeous brooding over 
his endangered crown and _ honor 
(some of the most beautiful pages in 
all opera) is written in D Minor -. 
lowed by D Maior; and to pla 
Chaliapin’s V88665 and Rothier’s Col. 
48659 in those keys, they are to be 
playing at 76.60 and 80.00, respective- 
ly. It will be noticed that both the De 
Cisneros and Rothier Columbias are 
correct at 80.00, which is the official 
speed indicated by the Columbia Com- 
pany for their acoustical records. 


A good example of transposed vocal 
music is Campanari’s Dio “possente, 
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V85086, quite a worthwhile disc if 
played, not in the original E-flat 
Major but one-half tone lower, in 
D Major, in which this very musical 
baritone indubitably sang it — prob- 
ably because of that high G insert and 
certainly not on account of the tes- 
situra, for his was a voice secure both 
in high and low ranges. To set this 
fine recording in D Major the speed 
must be 80.00. 

There are many recordings from 
“Faust” — one of the three most pop- 
ular operatic war-horses of all time— 
therefore giving the speeds of a few 
would not even scratch the surface 
of this subject; but a little is better 
than nothing, so let’s try some of the 
better known discs and see how many 
revolutions per minute they answer 
to. De Luca prided himself in singing 
the Cavatina in the original and all 
his recordings of it attest to this. To 
bring his acousticals to E-flat, Fonot- 
ipi 39949 is to be played at 76.60, 
and V74633 a little above that. Ruffo, 
of course, also sang it the way it was 
composed, and his records go as fol- 
lows: 052133 at 78.26, and 6429-A at 
about 76.60. Bispham’s version is 
truly amazing. It sounds well in voice 
and in tempo at the customary Co- 
lumbia 80.00, but then (good heavens) 
he sings it in D-flat Major — one 
whole tone lower.... 

“Plancon’s mockingly suave Mephis- 
topheles’ Serenade, V81040 (G Minor) 
and Eames’ first lovely Jewel Song, 
V85053 (E Major) are both more or 
less right at 78.26; while Caruso’s Sa- 
lut demeure, V88003 (he recorded it in 
the original A-flat Major) leans to- 
wards 79.00; and Didur’s Dio dell’or, 
on Fonotipia 92227, sounds really 
“possente e risplendente” in its right 
key of C Minor, at 75.00. 

The immortal Nium mi tema of Ta- 
magno is done at different speeds on 
his 12” and 10” versions. The first, 
052068, is glorious at 73.47, but the 
latter, in order to sound right, must 
revolve at a bit less than 78.26. (Oth- 
ello’s death scene begins without ac- 
cidentals, acquires two sharps on the 
way and ends with four sharps, in 
E Major.) 

Ruffo’s “Hamlet” recordings are 
veritable treasures for they contain 
some of his most inspired singing, 
and lucky are those who possess the 
complete set. No need for me to go 
extatic over them as I’ve already done 
that recently. But they, too, must be 
played in pitch, otherwise the great 
baritone’s voice and interpretation 
both suffer. Spettro infernal, 2-526- 
22, results in F-sharp Minor when 
fixed at 75.00. In Spettro santo, 
2-52621, in D Major, it is at that 
speed also, that Ruffo’s F-sharp 
blazes at its fullest. Still at 75.00, the 
Milan Brindisi, 052188, is in B-flat 
Major; and the 1920, V88619 version 
of the same drinking song sparkles 
like a rare spumante in that key, at 

76.60. The Monologue, 052189 is mag- 
nificent in its C-sharp Minor at 75.00: 
but so is Come il romito fior, 052248, 
when heard in F-sharp, at 78.26.

result in B-flat Major, it’s mother 


key. Here, just for curiosity, let’s try 
the speed of the Sembrich- De Gogor- 
za splendid rendition of this duet on 
V89010... That one isin pitch at 78.26. 

Another instance of the necessity 
of playing collectors’ records at the 
speeds they were recorded in, is given 
by a very beautiful record just pre- 
sented me by a kind friend — Smirn- 
off’s 022155, “May Night,” which, 
when played at 75.00, places itself in 
A Major, the key Rimsky-Korsakoff 
gave it, and becomes not only one of 
the best specimens of Smiroff’s vo- 
cal excellence, but of typical old Rus- 
sian music as well. 

Not a few operas met with a fiasco 
when first performed, but none 
could boast of a juicier one than be- 
fell one of the most delightful of 
them all—the effervescent “Il Bar- 
biere di Siviglia.” It did not take 
long, however, to remedy this utterly 
vulgar display of the public’s preju- 
dice and ignorance, and the sparkling 
Rossinian masterpiece, duiy vindicat- 
ed and victorious, soon took its right- 
ful place among operatic works. Tt 
was inevitable that its immense pop- 
ularity should attract the gramo- 
phone, resulting in a galaxy of 
recordings. 

Una voce poco fa has been sung by 
almost every light-voiced female 
singer who could run two notes to- 
gether and skake on the third. 
Rosina’s ditty was originally intended 
for a low female voice but, somehow, 
the higher ones appropriated it; and 
now practically no “coloratura” can 
be called such —and shouldn’t, any- 
way, for there is no such voice — until 
she learns to wiggle her finger ad- 
monishingly and coyly drawl Jackie 
Gleason fashion: “m-m-m-m-m-ma!..” 
before going into pyrotechnics..." 

Patti. a fabulous Rosina-in her 
prime, recorded Una voce but it re- 
mained unpublished; and just as well, 
as it probably saves me thinking up 
all sorts of excuses for her 'worn, once 


jewel-like voice. Melba did not do 
Rosina’s soliloquy on records, and 
that is most deplorable, for she would 
have done wonders with it. But 
enough tackled it, so let’s find out at 
what speed some of their dises should 
be played. First an important point 
to be cleared. Una voce was written 
in E Major—a key not too comfort- 
able for a low voice without an easy 
top register, nor too well suited for a 
soprano leggero playing best in a high 
range. As a result, few contraltos or 
mezzos are able to sing it, while a 
light soprano almost invariably tran- 
sposes it to F Major. 

Regina Pinkert’s recording of 
Rosina’s Cavatina has the distinction 
of being her first recorded effort for 
Fonotipia, in 1905 — as good a reason 
as any to begin with her. This bril- 
liant Polish sonrano does it charming- 
ly and competently on both sides 
of the disc, despite considerable 
hampering by an unyielding accom- 
panist. Fonotipia 39343/4 results per- 
fectly in F Major at 78.26. 

At 73.47 Galvany does not “cackle” 
as it is often claimed. but sings, on 
53484 — with the rolled “r” and all. 
Also obviously in F is the interpreta- 
tion by the little known Elisa Trom- 
ben, on Odeon 37057, but at the stag- 
geringly high sneed beyond the strob- 
oscope’s limits. I should say the read- 
ing would be about 85.00. Both these 
singled-sided versions are abridged. 

Odd that Toti Dal Monte’s 6495-B, 
made at the dusk of the gramophone’s 
acoustical era, should result in F at 
75.00. But so help me, that’s what 
the stroboscope says. A well-centered 
76.60 will put Sembrich’s Une voce, 
V88097, in F Major, and hers is a ren- 
dition worthy of her superlative re- 
putation, notwithstanding the fact 
that she was then already in her vocal 
decline. The many fireworks in her 
Cavatina — undoubtedly her own, for 
she was a marvellous musician — 
are not of the common type, but un- 
usual and original.

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Tetrazzini’s Rosina was as Italian 
as can be—luscious golden tone, 
cascades of fioriture, stunning legato, 
and a semitonal scale that one can 
only dream about. Of her two fine 
recordings of Una voce — 1908-Lon- 
don, 053146, and 1911-New York, 
V88301 — the second is truly wonder- 
ful, and it ends on F above the staff. 
In both, her legendary sense of pitch 
is awe inspiring. The 1908 disc is cor- 
rect in F at 81.82, and the 1911 B 
80.00 . 

Lovely indeed is _ Galli- Curei’ s 
V74541. There is a certain languidness 


_in her singing, a kind of transparency 
.that gives it an appeal all its own. 


Her impeccable musicianship and fas- 
tidious taste add in no small measure 
to the beauty of her performances. 
A turn to 76.60 brings her Una voce 
to F Major. 

At this rate I can go on ad infin- 
itum, but enough for this time. While 
delightful, these explorations into the 
realm of record speeds are fatiguing 
and by no means easy, as I’ve just 
discovered. I have done this job con- 
scientiously and carefully, but should 
any discrepancies arise I’ll be happy 
to check my figures. Moreover, it 
would be desirable to have others 
who are able to determine speeds, 
spend a couple of hours at their turn- 
tables and report the results of their 
research. 

Needless to say that I find the stro- 
boscove an indispensable “must” for 
every serious collector, and urge all 
to send $2.00 to The Moran Instru- 
ment Corporation, 170 East Orange 
Grove Ave., Pasadena 3, California, 
for their copy, which will be sent 
them. post paid. And here is a sug- 
gestion, particularly to Mrs. Record 
Collector — the stroboscope will make 
a most welcome Christmas gift, so 
why not hang one in the traditional 
stocking ?

Frank Crumit 
Part Four 


Before relating the details of my 
friendship by correspondence with 
Frank Crumit—one of the many dear 
“friends by mail” whom [I have un- 
fortunately never been privileged to 
meet in person—I think I should 
mention two of his Victor records 
which were passed over’ without 
notice in the second part of this 
series. 

One is the fox trot, “Just a Night 
for Meditation,” played by Nat Shil- 
kret and the Victor Orchestra, with 
Frank singing the refrain. As far 
as I have been able to learn, this 
1928 dise is the only dance number 
in which Frank was the vocalist. 

The other is the 12-inch “Victor 
Minstrel Show of 1929,” probably 
the best minstrel record ever issued, 
in which Crumit was one of a galaxy 
of all-star entertainers, each per- 
forming brilliantly. He sang the ir- 
resistible ‘‘coon song,” “Abraham 
Lincoln Jones,” to his own guitar 
accompaniment. Other features in- 
cluded Billy Murray, caroling “Down 
Where the Watermelon Grows,” and 
Henry Burr warbling “By the Light 
of the Silvery Moon.” Although the 
jokes are only so-so, the singing is 
so excellent as to make the record 
well worth acquiring by anyone who 
likes good, clean entertainment done 
by the topmost recording talent of 
an earlier day—performers miles a- 
bove anything the recorded reper- 
toire offers today. 

My first letter from Frank Crumit 
is dated October 7, 1933 and was 
written at his home, “Dunrovin,” 154

Shortly afterwards, I wrote 
it and was very happy to see it become 
such a big success sung by us in the 
show, ‘‘Tangerine.”’ 

I attended Jackson, Ohio, High School, 
Culver Military Academy and University 
of Ohio at Athens, Ohio. I played base- 
ball and football most of my life and 
today my athletics consist mostly of 
golf. My handicap is seven in Massa- 
chusetts.

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I started to write an article for the 
Saturday Evening Post about the trans- 
ition from the old horn method of re- 
cording to the method now in use, but 
it got too much for me. I was going to 
call it ‘‘Pan Cakes,’’ which is our slang 
term for records. 

The one great difference that I notice, 
not from the finished standpoint but 
from the other side of the horn, is that 
in the olden days after we had made a 
couple of tests and then sung the song 
three a (of which the best one was 
selected) I found that I had very little 
voice left because one had to sing at 
the top of one’s voice to make any 
impression on the wax and there were 
instruments of all kinds blaring in_one’s 
ear, almost destroying the hearing. When 
the new method came in I could never 
get over the idea of seeing the orches- 
tra spread out all over the room and 
the fact that I only had _to sing a little 
above a whisper to be heard. Needless 
to say, since the microphone came in 
I could record all day. 


II Columbia Supplement Notes — 

These remarks about the necessity 
of forcing his voice in the horn re- 
cording days help to explain why 
Frank’s acoustic records are_ less 
pleasing than his electrics. And the 
comments about playing baseball and 
football remind me that I have not 
quoted the brief biographical notes 
which appeared for several years in 
the Columbia catalog: 

Frank Crumit’s marked successes in 
“The Greenwich Village Follies’’ pro- 
ductions and the big musical comedy 
hit, “‘Tangerine,’’ place him in the first 
rank of star entertainers. He jumped 
from a small time circuit to the best 
vaudeville bookings and then to the 
musical comedy stage in record time. 

Following his graduation from Jack- 
son, Ohio, High School, and a three- 
year course at Culver Military Academy, 
in Indiana, he matriculated at the Uni- 
versity of Ohio, where he gained fame 
as the best third baseman and 
huskiest tackle on the football eleven 
the college has known. 

Crumit sings because he loves to sing 
and you feel it as you listen to him. 


Naturally, I replied promptly to 
Frank’s gracious offer to send me 
some of the recordings from his own 
personal collection, and on December 
15, 1933, he wrote: 

Am so glad the records reached you 
all right, and am only sorry “Oh By 
Jingo’ couldn’t be found. I enjoyed your 
long letter very much. lot of the 
songs that I remade for Victor were 
good sellers, and they chose me to make 
fem under the new method. 

Sorry to say we are going to lose the 
Blackstone program, but they can’t af- 
ford to take a coast-to-coast network 
and NBC has become so large and power- 
ful that they can insist on it. 

It might interest you to know that I 
am still recording for the Gramophone 
Company. I just received acceptances 
for ten that I made last August. Lots 
of good luck from us both. 


III “I Want a Gun” 

Besides the records, Frank sent me 
a photo of himself and Julia, auto- 
graphed by both. This made my 
mother decide she wanted a photo 
all for herself of her idol, “The 
Queen,” and I wrote, asking for one. 
In the same letter, just for fun, I 
sent Frank the lyrics of a couple of 
numbers I had dashed off in a more 
or less idle moment—one called “In 
Our Buddhist Nudist Camp,” being a 
satire on two fads—nudism and a- 
dopting Oriental religions. The other 
was a parody on Harry Von Tilzer’s 
great old-time hit, “I Want a Girl 
Seat Like the Girl That Married Dear 
Old Dad.” I was singing the song 
while shaving one night, when with- 
out warning my subconscious mind 
or some other agency changed the 


words to “I Want a Gun Just Like 
the Gun—.” My brother, standing 
beside me, shouted with laughter, and 
I realized I had the makings of some- 
thing funny—a study of life in the 
Southern Mountains where “shotgun 
weddings” are commonly reputed not 
to be uncommon. Before I went to 
bed I had written the lyrics which I 
sent to Frank, and which I shall re- 
print here in the belief they will a- 
muse HOBBIES readers. Meanwhile, 
here is the letter Frank wrote in 
reply to mine: 


Mrs, Crumit will cd delighted to send 

a mother a pictu 

think your idea “a a nudist song is 
tS. good, but I believe it is a little 
complicated to be commercial. Song 
lyrics have to be so simple these days 
that any taxi driver can understand 
them and remember them. 

Your parody on “I Want a Girl” was 
very good. can well remember the 
golden davs of vaudeville when such a 
pauery would have been priceless ma- 
terial. . 

If you “don’t mind, I’d like to show 
your nudist lyric_to a couple of Broad- 
way lyricists and if something can be 
made of it which might sell naturally 
your name will be used as the writer. 

We just finished two weeks of vaude- 
ville, which nearly wore us out, but 
otherwise everything is very fine. Our 
best wishes. 


This letter shows Frank Crumit’s 
friendly, obliging personality in ac- 
tion. Nothing ever came of the idea 
of simplifying the words of “In Our 
Buddhist Nudist Camp,” which I had 
given an elaborate rhyming scheme, 
but at any rate he was willing to try 
to have it adapted for publication— 
an unsolicited bit of kindness to a 
Southwest Virginian whom he had 
not met and was never to meet. 

And now to preserve for posterity 
the words of “I Want a Gun Just 
Like the Gun That Married Dear 
Old Dad,” which my brother and I 
sang with great success in Septem- 
ber, 1935, at an Elbeetian convention 
in Cleveland. (The Elbeetian Legion 
is composed of men who were Lone 
Scouts in their boyhood.) Friends of 
mine have since presented with equal 
acclaim this playlet, which compress- 
es a complete drama of traditional 
mountain life into the compass of a 
popular song. As the curtain rises, a 
country storekeeper is shown stand- 
ing behind his counter. A gangling 
mountain boy, clad in coonskin cap 
and “overhalls” enters: 


STOREKEEPER — Howdy do, Hank 
Smith, an’ whut kin I sell you to- 


day? | 
A nice big bale of hay? A bone fer ol’ 


Y — Naw! Say, I have looked all 
over, but no weepon kin I fin’ 
— seems to be jes’ whut I need to 
ave my peth an’ rin’! 
& will have to look aroun’ until the 
right one 1 ans foun’!

Driving back to Cleveland with two 
friends, George Wheeler, of Green- 
ville, South Carolina, and J. Harry 
Hawkins, of Norris, Tennessee, my 
brother and I passed through Jack- 
son on our way to the Elbeetian con- 
vention. I wrote to Frank about see- 
ing his “old home town.” He replied 
that it was “a great town” and he 
intended to build a home there some 
day. But I don’t think he ever did. 

A little later I sent Frank the 
words of another song, poking fun 
at the custom of worshiping one’s 
family tree. It was called “Dear Old 
Great-Great-Great-Great-Grand- dad 
(You Were My Old Man’s Old Man’s 
Old Man’s Old Man’s Old Man.”) He 
thought the idea was hilarious and 
something might be made of it, but 
never got around to setting the words, 
which I have forgotten, to music. It 
must have been this song which 
Frank referred to in a letter written 
November 24, 1934, just after he had 
signed a contract with the Decca 
Company, which, then under English 
control, was beginning to market a 
35-cent record in this country. It was 
Decca, offering records at such a low 
price by the most popular stars of 
the time—Bing Crosby, Guy Lom- 
bardo and Ted Lewis, in addition to 
Crumit, were among them—which be- 
gan to bring the American record 
business out of its state of senile de- 
cay, with the result that, thanks in 
great part to the artificial prosperity 
caused by the Second World War, it 
eventually became more thriving than 
before. Crumit wrote: 

Was awfully glad to hear from you 
again. I have mdde ten records for 
Decca already, and they do a very good 
job of recording. Whether they will sign 
me up for use in the English market 
I’m not just sure as yet. I have also 
recorded two Harry Von Tilzer medleys, 
and if they go well will no doubt do all 
the rest. - I am still trving to find 
time to do something with that lyric 
you sent. All sorts of good wishes. 

In another letter, which I can’t 
find at the moment, but which was 
written about a year later, Frank 
told me he was sorry to say his 
Decca records hadn’t sold well. He 
had stayed with Decca only a year

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and was bringing suit for money 
which he considered still due him 
under his contract. He also sued a 
New York radio station for playing 
his records without permission, main- 
taining the playing infringed his 
rights as a recording artist. The 
Decca Company made itself a party 
to the suit, contending that since 
Crumit had been paid for making 
the discs, it was really the manufac- 
turer’s rights which were infringed. 
The suit must have gone in favor of 
the station, for records of all sorts 
continued to be played. 


But, although Frank’s “pancakes,” 
made when the depression was still 
almost as bad as it had been in 1932, 
didn’t sell well, some of his best re- 
ecordings are included in his first 
Decca productions. The first, No. 1138, 
was a huge 35 cents worth, coupling 
“A Gay Caballero” with “Frankie 
and Johnnie.” No. 114 offered “Abdul 
Abulbul Amir” and a captivating 
medley of songs written by Gus Ed- 
wards—“School Days,” “By the Light 
of the Silvery Moon” and others. 
Even more delightful was the two- 
part “Harry Von Tilzer Medley,” 
with “In the Sweet Bye and Bye,” 
“Down, Where the Wurzburger Flows” 
“Goodbye, Boys,” “Take Me Back to 
New York Town,” “On a Sunday 
Afternoon” and “I Want a Girl.” The 
remainder made during this first 
Decca engagement were all good 
comic songs—“‘The Pig Got Up and 
Slowly Walked Away,” “The Dash- 
ing Marine,” “There’s No One With 
Endurance Like the Man Who Sells 
Insurance” and “Whoa, Josephine.” 

There is now a gap of several 
years in the letters I shall quote 
from Frank. Some were written dur- 
ing the intervening period, but I 
didn’t find them in the limited time 
I could spare for searching. I re- 
member that when he was having 
guest artists on a 1938 program, spon- 
sored, I believe, by Alka-Seltzer, I 
wrote, suggesting that he use Billy 
Murray. He replied, saying he had 
recorded programs with both Billy 
and Monroe Silver the week before. 

A few weeks later I was happy to 
hear by transcription the program 
on which Billy told Frank of the 
time he was walking near his home 
and met a man who thanked him for 
saving his life many years before. 
When Billy replied that he couldn’t 
recal] the life-saving exploit, the man 
told of having been sent by his firm 
to China. He almost died of home- 
sickness and was thinking of suicide 
when he passed a store and heard a 
phonograph playing a Murray record 
of “Forty-five Minutes From Broad- 
way.” The homesick Yankee bought 
the machine and record (presumably 
other records as well), took them to 
his room and played-them over and 
over, almost feeling that he had been 
transported back to Broadway. Grad- 
ually, the homesickness wore off, and 
he always gave Billy’s record of 
“Forty-five Minutes From Broadway” 
credit for saving his life. To finish 
with, Billy sang the number in his 
own inimitable style, showing he was 
every bit as good as he had been 
when the record was made more than 
thirty years before. It was a memor- 


able experience, and I was grateful 
to Crumit for providing it. 

My next letter from Frank is un- 
dated, but was postmarked January 
19, 1940. I had written that I hoped 
to be in New York around Labor Day 
for the Elbeetian Legion convention 
and suggested that perhaps he could 
use a group of the former Lone 
Scouts as guests on “The Battle of the 
Sexes” program, which, as you may 
remember, was one in which four 
men took part in a quiz program 
against four women. Usually, hus- 
bands competed against wives on the 
quiz, sponsored by Molle. Sometimes 
there were other divisions, but al- 
ways four men opposed the same 
number of women. The winning line- 
up received wrist watches as prizes. 


Frank replied: 


Thanks for your very interesting letter 
and for the editorial you wrote. We en- 
joyed it very much. I’m always giad to 

ear from you and would like to have 
you on one of our programs. We could- 
‘nt use you alone, but if you knew of 
three other fellows in _your_game who 
were going to be in New York at the 
same time, I think T could fix it. We 
are only accepting challenges in teams 
of four. 

We would really like to sing more, 
but the present craze is for questions 
and answers, so we stick to that formu- 


la. ._. I_mav go back to recording for 
the U. S. Record Corporation, twenty 
years after I first started. . Wish I 


could pick up your radio program, It 
sounds great to me. Be sure and let me 
know when you come to New York. . . 
i like to meet you and have a 
a 


I’m with you in your ovinion of mod- 
ern songs and hone vou have a very 
happy and successful 1940. 


My oninion of modern sones. which 
Frank shared. was distinetlvy un- 
favorable. but if he were stil! living 
I’m sure he’d agree the average 
ponular tune of that day was a 
masterniere comnared tn most of the 
drive] heine gromnd ont now. when 
what Variety calls “non musie” an- 
nears to have reached its all-time 
law. In another letter he said he’d 
like to shake hands with me for nre- 
ferring the old popular songs to the 
new. 

T learned that Frank and T had an- 
other taste in common. We both liked 
to “talk back” to radio announcers 
when thev were heing nontifical or 
sounding off with high pressure com- 
mercial. (That of eonrse was before 
the davs when T had heeome a radio 
news editor and nothing short of an 
Act of Congress. a maior oneration 
or a firine sauad would induce me to 
listen willingly at home to any radio 
program!) 

At anv rate, T renlied, exnlainine 
more about the Elbeetian T.egion and 
saying it should be possible to line 
up teams of hushands and wives for 
a broadcast during the Labor Dav 
convention period. This eventually 
was arranged and the prosram was 
siven, but T was unable to be in New 
York for the oceasion, Mv visit was 
nostnoned until Oetoher. when I spent 
two weeks with Billv Murray at his 
beautiful home in Freeport on Long 
Island. I also attended a meeting of 
New York Elbeetians (nronounced 
L-B-tee-ans). and the fellows who 
had apneared on the program enioy- 
ed flaunting their new wrist watches 
before my envious eyes. One who had 
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taken part, Charles A. Wright, then 
a member of the faculty of Temple 
University, had already written me: 
“We enjoyed the Mollé broadcast, 
but were awfully sorry that we could- 
n’t have you with us. Frank Crumit 
spoke of you quite affectionately.” 

From another source I learned 
that “General Julia” was bewildered 
because wives of Elbeetians were 
known as TOTAS (pronounced To- 
ters), and it didn’t seem much clear- 
er to her when she was informed the 
initial letters stood for Tribe of the 
Accepted—a term that had been tak- 
en from the former Lone Scout or- 
ganization. Frank himself comment- 
ed on the program in a letter written 
on September 30, 1940, in reply to 
one from me sending birthday greet- 
ings: 

Dear Jim: Thanks for your birthday 
good wishes. Fifty-one years have gone 
by and because I have no kids I suppose 
my slogan should be ‘A half-century 
of no progress.” 

We had fun with your friends, and 
am _ sorry you weren’t there. 

We'll be in town on October 11, mak- 
ing transcriptions. I should be here in 
the early afternoon. Drop in and have 
a chat. 

Shortly, afterwards, I made my 
first trip to New York and looked 
forward eagerly to meeting Frank 
and Julia. But I was not destined to 
come face to face with the pair whom 
I regarded as dear friends. I remem- 
ber driving with Billy Murray and 
his pal, Jimmy Martindale, to a house 
in which the Crumits’ accompanist, 
Jack Shilkret, had lived, with the 
hope of finding out whether they 
were in town. But Jack either had 
moved or was not at home. 

Then, on the night when Frank 
and Julia were to give their weekly 
broadcast, I went to the radio station 
where the program originated, show- 
ed the note from Frank and asked 
an usher if I could see him. 

“You can,” he drily replied, “if 
vou can get to Hollywood in a hurry. 
Mr. and Mrs. Crumit went to Cali- 
fornia a few days ago.” 

So near, in a way, and yet so far! 
I didn’t visit New York again before 
Frank’s death, less than three years 
later, and that was the nearest I ever 
came to meeting him. I wrote to tell 
him of my disappointment, and on 
December 20 he wrote: 

Sorry we were out West when you 
were in New York. We were there for 
three broadcasts and had a great time. 
I don’t wonder that you liked New York. 
It’s quite a place, but very heartless. . . 
Julia wants to join me in wishing you 
a very Merry, Merry Christmas and the 
Happiest of New Years. 

There is now another gap in the 
correspondence I have been able to 
find from Frank until July 7, 1943, 
exactly two months before his death. 
Letters were exchanged in the in- 
terim, but I have not come across 
them, My mother had decided she 
would like for “The Singing Sweet- 
hearts” to “dedicate” a song to her, 
and I had written, requesting this. 
Frank replied: 

If I had received your card yesterday 
instead of today, I could have mentioned 
your mother’s name, as we sang ‘‘Comin’ 
In On a Wing and a Prayer’’ yesterday. 
However, I’ll get her name in real soon 
on our request list. I'll bet you have 
some priceless items on your ‘‘Wax 
Works.” (I like that title.) Best of luck. 

A few days later, a number was 
sung for my mother, but I can’t re- 
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member what it was. Frank decided 
he’d also like to sing one for me, and 
J asked him to do it on my “day off” 
so I could be sure to hear it. During 
that war period it was against secur- 
ity regulations to sing any requested 
number at a given time, for fear 
enemy spies might be using it as a 
code system, but on July 14th, Frank 
and Julia did sing for me “You 
Never Knew About Me,” from a 1917 
musical comedy production, “Oh 
Boy!” The choice was appropriate 
since the words were written by an- 
other friend of mine, P. G. Wode- 
house, to music by Jerome Kern. 

On the following day Frank wrote 
me this amusing description of what 
he went through to make that dedi- 
cation: 

Dear Jim: Wish you could have seen 
the scramble to mention your name yes- 
terday. War-time rules forbid mention- 
ing a name on any certain date or time, 
because it might send a message or be 
a signal or ‘“‘sumpin.’’ I had to tell how 
long we have corresponded and all 


know about you. Thought you’d be 
amused. Best to you and your “Ma.” 


Again, it was characteristic of 
Frank Crumit’s thoughtfulness and 
consideration to go to the trouble of 
getting FBI clearance in order to 
sing a number for an unseen friend. 

And now I come to the last letter 
I was ever to receive from Frank 
Crumit. But before quoting it I must 
catch up a couple of loose ends. In 
one of his 1940 letters he mentioned 
the likelihood of his singing for the 
American Record Company. The nego- 
tiations apparently fell through, but 
in 1938 he had settled his differences 
with Decca and made several excel- 
lent records, which are included in 
the list accompanying this article. 
All the eight 1938 titles are good, 
but my personal choices are “The 
Gir] With the Paint On Her Face,” 
a frivolous ditty with a weirdly 
haunting, plaintive melody and an 
excellent accompaniment by Al Duf- 
fy’s Gilt-Edged Four, and “The Old 
Apple Tree,” a rollicking burlesque 
of the old-time sentimental “sob song.” 
It is a far remove from my favorite 
tear-jerker ballad. “In the Shade of 
the Old Apple Tree!” 

By this time Frank’s voice had 
deepened, if the recorded quality can 
be trusted, from a high tenor to a 
baritone range. These deeper tones 
were even more in evidence in the 
delightful album he and Julia sang 
for Decca of their best known musical 
comedy hits. The album, issued in 
1942, was a good seller but is now 
out of print, although Julia’s rendi- 
tion of “They Didn’t Believe Me” is 
still available as part of a long-play- 
ing medley. 

And now we come to my last let- 
ter from Frank—written on the after- 
noon of Labor Day, Monday, Septem- 
ber 6, just a few hours before he 
suffered his fatal heart attack the 
next morning. I had written to tell 
him that George O’Connor, a popular 
Washington entertainer and former 
recording artist whom I had recently 
interviewed, wanted to find the sheet 
music of “O’Hooligan’s Ball,” of 
which Frank had made a Victor 
record years before, I asked if he 
had any idea where the music could 
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be had. I also asked if he had any in- 
formation concerning some one-time 
vaudeville and recording stars. In 
his reply, possibly the last letter he 
ever wrote to anyone, Frank said: 


Dear Jim: Have been trying to get 
some dope for you. The old Empire City 
Quartet were Harry Tally, Harry Mayo, 
Harry and Irving Cooper. H. Cooper and 
H. Mayo are dead, I hear, and Harry 
Tally was running a cigar stand out 
in California some time ago. Joe Down- 
ing, the old monologuist, is getting Irving 
Cooper’s address for you. Downing and 
Joe Laurie, Jr., remember Eddie Morton 
as the ‘Singing Cop,’’ but don’t know 
where he’d be. 

I'll keep a lookout for George O’Con- 
nor. As I remember, Donald Brian gave 
me the words to “O’Hooligan’s Ball” and 
I hummed the melody to our recording 
orchestra. Next time I go up to Massa- 
chusetts, I’ look and see if I have the 
lead _ sheet. ‘‘Donnie” Brian_is playing 
in ‘‘Abie’s Irish Rose” up in Boston now, 
I think, or soon to be. _ 

I have been lucky in finding old rec- 
ords at the Liberty Music Shop, 50th 
Street and Madison Avenue. They spec- 
ialize in finding the “oldies.’”’

And so, on the accustomed note 
of helpfulness and geniality, ended 
my ten years correspondence with 
Frank Crumit. For him there was 
to be no trip back to Massachusetts 
—except that final one to the last 
resting place from which no one 
returns. 

Ten years have now passed since 
Frank Poore Crumit’s death—a 
period long enough to have caused 
him to be half-forgotten, perhaps, by 
thousands af Americans who were 
once his warm admirers. But there 
are thousands of others, especially 
collectors of his records, who have 
not forgotten, and will not forget, 
the fine artist and lovable gentleman 
whose art gave, and still gives, them 
so much pleasure. Frank’s fellow 
Lambs still display a large oil paint- 
ing of him, as their former Shepherd, 
in their Club at 130 West 44th 
Street, New York. Quentin Riggs, 
an Oklahoma City record collector, 
now doing military service in France, 
wrote me about seeing it last year 
when he had lunch at the Lambs 
with the famous tenor and song 
writer Geoffrey O’Hara. 

And to this day I know of no more 
relaxing, soothing treat, when I am 
in the vein for light music, than to 
load my automatic record player with 
a stack of twenty Crumit discs and 
drink in that heartwarming voice 
mingling side-splitting humor with 
delicate pathos. I can hear him for 
hours without tiring. Few popular 
singers have been so signally and 
individually gifted. 

It is my earnest wish that these 
notes, inadequate as they may be, 
will be accepted by Frank Crumit’s 
loyal admirers, and especially by his 
devoted wife, Julia Sanderson Crum- 
it, as a sincere tribute on the 64th 
anniversary of his birth and the 
tenth of his untimely death. The writ- 
ing has truly been a labor of love.

The generosity of Miss Florence 
Dibell Bartlett of Chicago, made pos- 
sible the dedication of the Museum 
of International Folk Art, Santa Fe, 
New Mexico, on September 5.

Daughters of the American. 
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Sixty-one Years Service 


The Smithsonian Institution’s old- 
est employee retired recently after 
nearly 61 years of service. 


He is Andrew Kramer, instrument 
maker, whose skilled eyes and hands 
have produced some of the most pre- 
cise instruments known to science. 
Coming to the Institution in 1892, 
he was one of the small group who 
worked with Secretary Samuel 
Langley on his famous airplane and 
the models that preceded it. 


Ever since, he has been associated 
with the Institution’s astrophysical 
observatory, which was started by 
Secretary Langley. Much of the work 
has required the greater and greater 
refinement of such instruments as 
pyrheliometers and pyranometers, de- 
signed to measure extremely fine dif- 
ferences in solar heat radiation. Some 
of these instruments are sensitive 
enough to measure accurately the 
heat of a candle 20 miles away. 


Designing such instruments has 
been the work of Dr. Abbot, former 
Smithsonian Secretary. Their con- 
struction has been entrusted largely 
to Mr. Kramer. It has been a very 
apt partnership, says Dr. Abbot. He 
recalls the old days when both worked 
under Professor Langley. Both were 
ardent baseball fans. In those days 
it cost 25 cents to see the game and 
five cents to park their bicycles. This 
was also the period when the game 
of “roque”’ was quite popular, and 
Washington was one of the leading 
centers, producing several national 
champions. As described by Dr. Ab- 
bot, it appears to have been a com- 
bination of croquet and billiards. It 
required exceptional skill, and much 
depended on the quality of the mal- 
lets used. Kramer took up the making 
and designing of the roque mallets 
as a hobby and devoted to them the 
same skill and precision which Abbot 
had demanded in astronomical instru- 
ments. His mallets became famous 
all over the United States. “It’s a 
forgotten game now,” Dr. Abbot says, 
“but I understand a few old men 
still play something like it, but great- 
ly simplified, at a few winter re- 
sorts.” 


Throughout his career at the 
Smithsonian, Dr. Abbot points out, 
Mr. Kramer has been far more than 
a mere follower of blueprints. He has 
understood the theory and purposes 
of all the instruments he has made, 
and has often suggested steps to in- 
crease the precision of their measure- 
ments. His magnum opus was the 
chamber for Abbot’s water-flow py- 
rheliometer, said by the head of the 
German meteorological service to be 
the only standard of solar measure- 
ments in the world. He assisted the 
astrophysical observatory staff in 


observing the total eclipse of the 
sun at Wadesboro, N. C., in 1910, 
and again at Lakin, Kans., in 1918. 


Mr. Kramer was born in Washing- 
ton, D. C., on January 10, 1869. He 
lives with his wife at 305 Longfellow 
Street, N.W.

Tinsel and Sawdust in 1934 


In 1934 many small and motorized 
circuses were touring the length and 
breadth of the United States. They 
weren’t “giants” in size by any 
means, but they were “giants” in 
the true tradition of circusdom’s a- 
bility to waft the young and old alike 
from a commonplace, care-ridden 
existence to a zone of pure joy. 

Here are some of the smaller shows 
that were “giants” to the smaller 
communities in 1984. How many can 
you remember? 

OLINGER BROS. ONE RING CIR- 
CUS—tThis circus was a clean, edu- 
cational, and entertaining one. It 
was the policy of the Olinger Bros. 
to advertise their show honestly and 
to exclude all swindlers from the 
lot. If any patrons of the show were 
victimized by swindlers, the managers 
sincerely urged that the patron 
would report it at once and thus aid 
them in keeping such pests off the 
show grounds. 

The show was presented in one 
ring so all could see and hear each 
feature without missing anything. 
Some of the attractions offered that 
season were: acrobats, aerialists, jug- 
glers, wire walkers, ring, web, ladder 
and trapeze performers, clowns, and 
trained dogs, ponies, and mules. 

S. Clyde Olinger was general man- 
ager of the circus, and the elder 
Olinger brother was general agent. 
These brothers first entered show 
business in 1913 and remained in it 
until they both enlisted in the United 
States Army in 1917. They reentered 
circus business in 1927, 

Two performances were given 
daily. An afternooneperformance at 
two o’clock and an evening perform- 
ance at eight o’clock, with the doors 
opening one hour earlier. 

ENGFORD FAMILY SHOW— 
The title “Engford Family Show” 
signified the very best and cleanest 
in entertainment. It gained the repu- 
tation in established territory of pre- 
senting at all times the highest class 
of clean, wholesome amusement. Long 
heralded as the show of fun and 
amusement for everybody, its motto 
was: “The Public Be Pleased.” 

The members of the Engford Fam- 
ily were all talented and versatile 
artists. Years before they acquired

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their own motorized show, they made 
tours over the leading vaudeville cir- 
cuits of America and foreign coun- 
tries. They were highly-trained 
musical artists and acrobats, and 
skillful equilibrists. 

This show presented a performance 
consisting of such circus acts as: 
Troups of Acrobats, Contortionists, 
Hand Balancers, Tumblers, Jugglers, 
Wire, Aerial, Trapeze and Roman 
Ring performers; Flying and Re- 
volving Ladders, A Big Musical Re- 
vue, and a Group of clowns. 

Vulgarity, graft, and gambling 
were not tolerated on the show 
grounds. The Engford family play- 
ed return engagements in the same 
towns year after year. 

KAY BROTHERS WILD ANIMAL 
CIRCUS—In 1934 Kay Bros. Circus 
rounded out an eventful half-century 
of service to the public. William Ket- 
row, manager, was noted for main- 
taining one of the best and cleanest 
circuses in the country. 

Among the special features of that 
season were: The Si-Kitchie Japa- 
nese Troupe in head balancing and 
foot juggling feats. Saifiro Kitchie 
defied all laws of gravitation by 
swinging from one side of the canvas 
dome to the other while balancing on 
his head. 

Mary Ellen Ketrow, tight-wire 
artist extraordinary, thrilled audi- 
ences with fast running and intricate 
dance steps on the Silver Thread. 

The Le-Roy Trio presented a rou- 
tine of full Giant Swings, Twisters, 
and Double somersaults on the triple 
horizontal] bars. 

Miss Ruth Faith presented Kay 
Brother’s herd of trained elephants. 
Captain Snyder presented perform- 
ing dogs, ponies, and monkeys in 
feats of human intelligence. 

The Three Silverlakes, sensational 
aerialists, performed on the flying 
rings and high trapeze. 

The Rochelle Troupe, acrobats and 
pyramid builders. 

Wells Brothers, high table rock and 
comedy bumps and falls. 

Maggie and Jiggs on the revolving 
ladder. 

Bumpsy Anthony, famous funny 
face of ‘the circus and his host of 
clowns and fun makers. 

Madame La Glenn and her eight 
beautiful girls on the Roman and 
swinging ladders. 

Chief Running Elk and his tribe 
of genuine Indians. 

Professor Joseph Teandor and his 
Military Circus Band, accompanying 
Vera Rosetta, prima donna. 


FISHER BROS. SHOWS—The 
Fisher Bros. Show opened in 19384 
early in May in southern Indiana. 
The route of the show took it through 
the central states, and in the fall it 
played a number of fairs at which 
the side shows and pit shows were 
turned into midway attractions. 

The program of the Fisher Bros. 
show consisted of both circus and 
wild west acts. Both were presented 
beneath a wild west canopy on a 
stage and in one ring. 

It carried a side show and pit show 
as well as several outside attractions. 
The Shetland Pony ride was one of 
the added features which proved very 
popular with the children that sea- 
son. 

F, C. Fisher, owner of the Fisher 
Bros. Shows, was born and raised on 
a farm in Jackson County, Michigan. 
However, he disliked farming and 
joined a circus as pony boy shortly 
after World War I. From pony boy 
he worked his way up to ticket seller, 
traveling with many shows and cir- 
cuses. In 1923 he launched a small 
dog and pony show on wagons, and 
in 1928 he motorized and enlarged 
his show. 


SEAL BROS. 38-RING WILD 
ANIMAL CIRCUS—This circus was 
one of the most modernly equipped 
motorized shows on the road that 
season. The big top was a standard 
three-ring size and was all new. 

The Seal Bros. Cireus featured 
many well-known stars of the saw- 
dust ring such as the McCune-Grant 
Troupe, equilibrists; Charley Dryden, 
one of America’s foremost foot jug- 
lers; the Glenn Troupe of seven in 
sensational aerial acts on the single 
and double trapeze and on the tight 
wire; Guthrie Duo in feats of speed 
and daring, and many other perform- 
ers, including an army of clowns 
from all parts of the globe. There

Recently in a swampy, bushy, un- 
developed section, a favorite explor- 
ing spot for treasure hunters, some 
Atlanta youngsters noticed a mys- 
terious whee] on the bank of Clear 
Creek.

The Toy Bank Maker 


By F. H. GRIFFITH 


One of the very important aspects in the collecting of 
mechanical] banks is the obtaining of factual background 
information as to their origin, design and manufacture. 
A very rare item in connection with the background of 
mechanica] banks has just come into the writer’s posses- 
sion through the good help of Mr. C, E. H. Whitlock of 
New Haven, Connecticut. 


This article is of great interest and importance as it 
describes one of the methods used in making original 
patterns and it also brings to light the name of a man 
who apparently had some degree of importance, along 
with Charles Bailey, in being a good model and pattern 
maker of various banks. The complete article quoted be- 
low appears in the 89th Year of Phinney’s Calendar Or 
Western Almanac For The Year Of Our Lord 1886 by 
Lester Wheeler, Heathcote School and distributed and 
published by Wm. T. Smith, Bookseller & Stationer, 
jt na New York. The article appears in its entirety as 
ollows: 


“The Toy Bank Maker” 


“The well-known ingenious toy trick banks are all made 
from models made by John Page, who works all day long 
in a low-ceilinged room in the top story of 722 Chestnut 
at his wax models and bronze chasings. 


‘The ‘Creedmore’ bank was the first I made,’ said the 
bank maker on Saturday. ‘That was followed by the kick- 
ing mule, the bull dog and others. I am now at work 
upon a more complicated toy bank, the first bronze cast- 
ing has just come in. We are now chasing it and filing 
down all the rough edges, and making all the joints work 
easily. I first of all make, a solid model of the figure in 
specially prepared wax. From this I take a plaster of 


paris mold in two halves. Then I make two hollow models 
of the figure in wax from these molds. The next thing 
is to separate from the complete models the parts 
which are intended to be movable. Before me I have the 
left fore-arm and hand of a monkey, holding up a piece 
of cocoanut shell, the thumb of the right hand, the lower 
jaw, the eyes and the tail, which, when the toy is com- 
plete, will act in conjunction with a spring on the inside. 
These parts being removed, I have to make a fresh model 
in wax of every part with an end or joint attached to 
them. They are then sent to the brass foundry to be cast 
in bronze. The whole figure has to be made complete and 
working in wax before it goes to the foundry,-When they 


come back some of the pieces are very rough and need 
a great deal of filing and chasing to make them fit and 
move easily. You see, the model in bronze that I make is 
the foundation from which all the banks are eventually 
to be made, and unless my model works perfectly there 
will be no end of complaints when it goes eventually 
to the iron foundry, where the marketable toys are turn- 
ed out. There are twenty pieces in this bank. A coin is 
placed between the thumb and fingers of a monkey’s 
right hand. The thumb, you see, is kept in place by a 
spring strong enough to hold a coin the weight of half 
a dollar. When the tail is depressed the left hand raises 
the upper half of the cocoanut, the lower jaw falls down, 
the eyes go up, the right thumb is drawn back and re- 
leases the coin, which falls through a slit in the cocoanut 
into the mouth of the monkey and the bank.’ 


—Philadelphia Times.” 


A point of interest is the fact that James H. Bowen 
of Philadelphia patented all the banks mentioned in the 
above article, the Creedmore, Kicking Mule, the Bull Dog, 
and the Monkey Bank as described. Evidently Page made 
the models and patterns of the banks for Bowen and 
these patterns were in turn sent to Stevens for the actual 
manufacture. Page undoubtedly made many other models 
and patterns in Philadelphia and probably for other than 
Bowen, possibly Kyser & Rex and others. 


It might be well to point out that not all bank models 
were made by John Page, of course, as there were many 
other model makers. It also might be mentioned that 
many of the original models of banks were first carved 
in wood and from these wooden models, lead, bronze or 
brass patterns were then cast and then the master 
patterns were made from these. 


It is very difficult to find factual background pertain- 
ing to the manufacturers or designers of the mechanical 
banks. Of course old catalogs and patent papers are of 
great value. To the best of the writer’s knowledge the 
above article is the first of its type that has turned up 
wherein an article was written about a particular bank 
model maker.

were also wild and domestic animal 
acts such as pony drills, high school 
and dancing horses, and performing 
elephants under the direction of Bud 
E. Anderson. 

The menagerie contained a fine 
line-up of monkeys, apes, baboons, 
lions, tigers, camels, elephants, and a 
large water buffalo. 

Seal Bros. declared that they were 
offering the public “the greatest 
value ever offered in the show busi- 
ness for the smallest admission price.” 

The members of the executive staff 
were: Bud E. Anderson, general 
manager; Joe B. Webb, assistant 
manager and legal adjuster; Mrs.

The Museum Bell Ringers 


In this season of good cheer per- 
haps the happiest phase of bells, as 
a hobby, is that of handbell ringing. 
So many who are fond of bells har- 
bor a dream of some day owning a 
tuned set, but few ever realize their 
dream; for these tuned bells are diffi- 
cult to secure, and ringing them in 
harmony demands both patience and 
skill. All of which makes the Bell 
Ringers Club of the Boston Child- 
ren’s Museum the more remarkable. 


This club numbers about twenty-six 
members, in all stages of ability 
their ages ranging from 9 to 15 
years. The oldest group, all girls, 
have been ringing together nearly 
five years and they’ve now, according 
to their director, achieved consider- 
able skill and harmony. 


Their director is Ruth H. Green of 
the Museum staff. Officially Miss 
Green is in charge of Exhibits and 
Loans, but her wide interests and 
enthusiasms have carried her into 
still other activities directly involving 
the young people who visit the Mu- 
seum. Of these other activities, 
the Bell Ringers Club is a favorite, 


she admits. This we can understand, 
for ske herself is an accomplished 
handbell ringer who plays once a 
week with an adult group in Need- 
ham, Massachuseits. 


Miss Green’s introduction to this 
form of bell music traces back some 
seven years. “At that time,” she ex- 
plains, “an elderly English-born gen- 
tleman presented to the Children’s 
Museum nine English handbells, each 
tuned to one note in the scale of G, 
with an extra bell, a C#. So for 
several years he came to teach some 
of the children and me how to ring 
them. When he grew too old to come, 
I took over and have been conducting 
the club ever since. Meantime we 
have added ten more bells to our col- 
leetion, through the generosity of 
friends who gave us the money and 
other friends who brought them back 
from England.” 


For those who are not well ac- 
quainted with the music played on 
English handbells, we might explain 
that a full set has about thirty-one 
bells, usually ranging from. E below 
middle C, chromatically up through

high C. With a full set of bells, a 
group of five or six people can pro- 
duce unbelievably beautiful harmony. 
Some groups, however, have as many 
as twenty people ringing. In most 
groups of average size each person 
generally rings two or more bells. 


As distinguished from the Swiss 
type having wooden handles, the true 
English handbells have very thick 
double leather handles. The bells 
themselves are made of bronze; the 
clappers, of brass with leather pieces 
attached to the ends. It is those leath- 
er pieces that hit the side of the bell 
when it is rung with a jerk of the 
wrist, thus producing the very mel- 
low tone characteristic of English 
handbells. 


Long sustained notes are usually 
not effective on these bells, because 
the ringing of the bell once isn’t 
great enough to make the sound con- 
tinue for a long neriod of time. This 
somewhat limits the choice of selec- 
tions a group may play. Even so, 
claims Miss Green, it is amazing the 
varietv of tunes that seem to suit 
the handbells. And with adept ar- 
rangements, even some pieces with 
long sustained notes may be used 
successfully. One group, for example, 
made a most effective arrangement 
for Schubert’s Ave Maria. 


Those who are members of a bell- 
ringing group know that if thereis a 
good arranger among them they are 
indeed fortunate, for most bell music 
has to rearranged. It needs transpos- 
ing in another key, it needs notes 
added or substracted, or it needs 
something done to keep the tune mov- 
ine along. 


The young bell ringers at the Bos- 
ton Children’s Museum are especial- 
ly fortunate in their director. Though 
not a music major, Miss Green sang 
for four years in the famous Mount 
Holyoke College choirs and glee clubs 
under the late Dr. Hammond. Her 
sound musical background plus her 
own native sense of tonal harmony 
enables her to select and prepare a 
wide range of music for her Museum 
Bell Ringers. 


Two spirited rounds popular with 
these young players are Frere 
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operation of bell ringing at the Children’s Museum, Boston. 
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Jacques and Three Blind Mice. Also 
popular are well-loved songs like 
Battle Hymn of the Republic and 
Old Folks at Home with a descant. 
Perhaps some day the group will 
even attempt selections like those 
their director plays in the adult 


group she “rings” with once a week 


Brahm’s Lullaby or Handel’s 
Largo. 


The Museum Bell Ringers do not 
consider themselves professional but 
the older members do perform before 
groups of all kinds. They are called 
upon especially during the Christmas 
season because Christmas carols are 
aia lovely played on the 

ells. 


This Bell Ringers Club also has the 
distinction of being the youngest 
group affiliated with the New Eng- 
land Guild of English Handbell Ring- 
ers, the same Guild that Miss Green 
is currently serving as _ recording 
secretary, Their membership entitles 
them to take part in the Guild’s an- 
nual meeting where all member 
groups play for each other’s benefit. 
Held each spring in a hall of Boston’s 
new Old South Church, the event al- 
ways attracts wide attention. 


Of this year’s meeting, Miss Green 
reports: “We had a capacity audi- 
ence, at least 300 including the par- 
ticipants. So inspiring are these get- 
togethers that in February we had 
an extra meeting this year. A group 
of boys from Princeton and a group 
of girls from Radcliffe joined us and 
were among those — ringing that 
night. It was found that all groups 
owned bells tuned to the same vibra- 
tion, so all seven or eight groups that 
night joined together at the end and 

all rang some tune or other under 
the direction of a boy from Prince- 
ton. "T'was most enjoyable and fun 
to watch. I guess there must have 


been about forty ringers altogether 
that time.’ ” 

This form of bell music is thrill- 
ing to hear and even more thrilling 
to share in, the young Museum Bell 
Ringers all agree. And they are 
proud to be one of the youngest 
groups in our country, now training 
to perpetuate such a fascinating art. 


Despite their youth the Museum 
group also takes great interest in 
the many interesting traditions he- 
hind the English handbell ringing. 
Their director, having recently re- 
turned from a summer in England, 
has been able to share with the club 
enthusiastic accounts of bell music in 
England. And she has had much to 
tell of her visit to London’s historic 
Whitechapel Foundry where these 
handbells have been made for many 
centuries . the same foundry, 
incidentally, where Big Ben was cast. 


As the story goes, English hand- 
bells were originally made to play 
the traditional “changes” developed 
in England long ago as practice for 
men who rang large bells in church 
towers. They learned the peals on 
the handbells first, which was no 
small feat, Miss Green assures her 
Museum Bell Ringers.

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Stars of the Gaslight Era 


Sam Stratton, publicity man of 
Hartford, Conn., was offered some 
lithographs of the gaslight era by a 
friend. Stratton was entranced with 
the beautiful colors and the history 
involved in the specimens, so he de- 
cided that he would pursue the sub- 
ject still further. As a result he 
has built up a fine collection cen- 
tered mostly around the theatrical 
stars of yesteryear. 

There is an interesting lithcgraph 
of George Thatcher’s Minstrels. 
Thatcher first appeared in 1865 at 
the New Idea Concert Hall, Balti- 
more, Md. His greatest hits were 
the San Francisco Minstrels in New 
York and Moore and Burgess Min- 
strels, London. About 1875 he man- 
aged the Arch Street Opera House, 
Philadelphia, and later organized his 
own group of minstrels. 

All lovers of theatrical history re- 
member the name Richard Mansfield 
(1857-1997) who achieved success in 
a repertoire ranging from Ko-Ko to 
Richard III. One poster in the 
Stratton collection shows Mansfield 
in the roles of Don Juan, Beau Brum- 
mell, Richard III, Baron Chevial, 
Mr. Hyde and Brutus. 

Rose Coghlan (1853-1932). one of 
the bright lights of her day, is shown 
in a gaily colored lithograph. Miss 
Coghlan made her debut in Scot- 
land, was a hit in London as Tillie 
Price in “Nicholas Nickelby.” She 
came to America in 1871 and starred 
with Wallack. .

vember 11, 1872, and who recently 
passed away. The poster was made 
about 1892 when she was _ lieading 
lady with John Drew, with whom 
she acted until 13897. 

Characters of the old west are rep- 
resented by lithographs of William 
Frederick Cody (Buffalo Bill), who 
‘was born in 1846 and died in 1917. 
Cody was a Government scout and 
guide, and member of the Kansas 
Cavalry in 1861. In eighteen months, 
during 1867 and 1868, he killed 4280 
buffalo to feed laborers engaged in 
constructicn of the Kansas Pacific 
Railroad, thus earning the name 
Buffalo Bill.

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Cleaning and Protecting 
Old Paintings 


“Restoration” of paintings is a sub- 
ject surrounded with considerable 
mystery. It is true that in the hands 
of an experienced restorer and with 
modern facilities, some remarkable 
jobs of restoration have been done, 
and if the painting warrants, it is a 
good idea to get the best talent to 
work on it. But we frequently see 
paintings that need little more than 
cleaning. Are there any methods that 
the average dealer or collector may 
apply? 

Although strictly speaking there

are no “safe” methods of really clean- 
ing pictures, in that they are fool 
proof under all conditions, there are 
methods that may be used by anyone 
who is used to handling paints and 
oils, and who will exercise a bit of 
judgment in his work. 

A large part of the difficulty of 
cleaning pictures arises in the fact 
that no one knows what an old paint- 
ing may be made of. Painters at va- 
rious times and in different situa- 
tions used all manner of pigments and 
all kinds of oils, dryers and resins to

mix them in. Water paints, oils, veg- 
etable and mineral colors and liquids 
were used if they seemed to give de- 
sired results, and sometimes they 
stood the test of time and sometimes 
they didn’t. Cleaning them is a 
matter of removing the dirt, with- 
out removing the picture, and to do 
this we have to find a solvent that is 
harmless to whatever the artist used. 
Even in the hands of an experienced 
workman this is largely a matter of 
trial and error, and the ability of 
staying out of trouble is simply a 
matter of stopping before you get 
into it. 


If a painting has a good tight sur- 
face with no cracks to let the water 
penetrate behind the paint and loosen 
it, surface dirt and grease may 
removed with mild soap and water, 
taking a small area at a time and 
using only enough water to keep the 
rag or sponge moist. Ke sure and re- 
move all the soap, and let the paint- 
ing dry for several days before fur- 
ther treatment. 


Unfortunately, many old paintings 
that come into the hands of antique 
dealers and collectors cannot be clean- 
ed so readily. Varnish, and paintings 
are usually varnished for protection, 
becomes dark and opaque on expos- 
ure to the dirt and grime of years, 
eventual accumulations becoming al- 
most so dark as to obscure the picture. 
There are those who profess to like 
this sort of patina, but assuredly no 
artist ever contemplated that his pic- 
ture would have to peer through such 
a film. A good restorer attempts to 
remove the dirty varnish, and present 
the picture as nearly as possible as it 
was when the artist finished it. 


Removal of a coat of dirty varnish 
from an old painting depends upon 
the difference in solubility of the var- 
nish and the paint, and usually there 
is sufficient difference that the var- 
nish may be taken off without dis- 
turbing the paint. As many kinds of 
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oils and paints may underlie the var- 
nish, however, the only way to tell 
if a solvent is safe, is to try it. A 
small section in the corner of the 
painting or the edge beyond the 
border is tested with a mild solvent 
on a swab, and if discoloration of the 
swab indicates the paint is coming 
off, another solvent is used, or per- 
haps the cleaning discontinued. 

If the solvent seems to be removing 
the dirty varnish without touching 
the paint itself, a small area of the 
painting may be cleaned at a time, 
using a clean white cloth or swab of 
cotton, so that if at any time the paint 
is affected it will be observed by dis- 
coloration of the cloth. Take it easy, 
as different pigments on the same 
painting will sometimes react dif- 
ferently. 

Although many 19th century paint- 
ings unfortunately were done with 
poor pigments and soluble oils, most 
old paintings by good artists can 
stand a mixture of half alcohol and 
half turnentine that will remove the 
more soluble varnishes. It is some- 
times necessary to increase the pro- 
portion of alcohol, bearing in mind 
that the alcohol is the solvent, and the 
turpentine the slowing agent. Turp- 
entine by itself seldom will dissolve 
anything but the freshest of paint. 

If the paint begins to come off 
more turpentine should be added, as 
it is far better to leave a little var- 
nish than to damage the paint. It is 
sometimes a painstaking process to 
remove old dirty varnish, but if care- 
fully done a picture will often come 
back to all its original freshness and 
brilliance. 

When you are satisfied that all the 
varnish has been taken off that is 
safe or desirable, the painting should 
dry a day or two, and then receive a 
fresh coat of mastic varnish (from an 
artists’ supply house.) There are a 
number of other varnishes used for 
protecting paintings, but mastic has 
the virtue of greater solubility,

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making its removal easier at some 
future date when it may be desirable 
to clean the painting again. 

If there are holes to be puttied up 
(with glazing putty), or spots to 
touch up this is the time to do it. 
By mixing your colors with mastic 
varnish instead of oil it is easier to 
match the final appearance of the rest 
of the picture, and should you find 
your artistic efforts unsuccessful you 
may remove them and try again. 


Learns His Painting 


Is Masterpiece 


(In the Chicago Sunday Tribune 
Aug. 2, 1953) 


John F. Cuneo, already one of 
Chicago’s richest men, was reported 
yesterday to be a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars richer, 

Cuneo’s new wealth is represented 
by an Italian painting which he pick- 
ed up for a song, only to discover later 
it was a missing, 13th century mas- 
terpiece. The painting, “Madonna and 
Child Enthroned,” cost Cuneo a little 
more than $1,000. 

The new value was set by Dr. 
Maurice H. Goldblatt, 180 E. Dela- 
ware Pl., director of the art galleries 
at the University of Notre Dame. 
Dr. Goldblatt determined that the 
“artist unknown” of the purchase 
was Guido da Siena, one of the 
earliest Italian painters, and set the 
value at $250,000 or over. 

Cuneo, president of Cuneo Press, 
Inc., said he would not sell the paint- 
ing at any price. 

“Things like this don’t become less 
valuable,” Cuneo explained. He now 
has the painting, executed in tem- 
pera on wood and measuring 27 
inches high by 17% inches wide, in 
an oak case in his Libertyville home. 

Dr. Goldblatt gave this account of 
the purchase: 

The picture, which had come down 
by inheritance with an English col- 
lection, turned up at an auction six 
years ago of a Long Island stable. The 
dowager who owned the Italian primi- 
tive preferred modern French mas- 
ters, so the painting had ended up 
in a, stable with its face toward the 
wall. 

It was first bought by a New York 
antique dealer for $325. An interior 
decorator on Chicago’s near north 
side spotted it and bought it for his 
shop. Cuneo saw the picture in the 
decorator’s window and added it to 
his Italian collection, 

Cuneo called in Dr. Goldblatt to 
identify the artist. Dr. Goldblatt 
recognized it as the work of Guido, 
founder of the Sienese school, and 
identified it as the earliest Italian 
painting in America. 

Two studio replicas of the Cuneo 
painting are known to Dr. Goldblatt, 
one in the Academy in Florence and 
the other in the Royal Pinacoteca in 
Siena, where they are described in 
the catalogues of the two galleries as 
“after the manner of” or “school 
of” Guido da Siena. 

“The Cuneo painting,” Dr. Gold- 
blatt explained, “is as fine in quality 
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as two undisputed and signed paint- 
ings by Guido in Siena.” 

Two Guido paintings in America, 
both unsigned, are a “St. Dominic” 
in the Fogg museum at Harvard 
university and a “Crucifixion” at 
Yale university. 

Cuneo explained that he has re- 
ceived many requests from art mu- 
seums for exhibition of his master- 
piece. He has offered it for display 
to the Notre Dame galleries from 
Oct. 15 to Jan. 1. 


Rearrangement at 


Smithsonian 


A complete rearrangement of the 
paintings and art objects in the 
Smithsonian Institution’s National 
Collection of Fine Arts has recently 
been completed under the supervision 
of its director, Thomas M. Beggs. 

The collection, housed in the Nat- 
ural History Building in Washing- 
ton, consists of several major be- 
quests to the Nation through the 
Smithsonian. Terms of the bequests 
sometimes require that the collections 
be preserved as entities, although 
they often consist of paintings quite 
miscellaneous, both in subject matter 
and style. Compliance with these 
terms sometimes has been difficult, 
especially with the very limited space 
available for exhibition of constantly 
increasing material. Mr. Beggs has 
solved this problem by the rearrange- 
ment in which paintings from the 
different collections representing var- 
ious nationalities are grouped in ad- 
jacent alcoves without breaking up 
the integrity of any collection. 

Nucleus of the rearrangement is 
the Harriet Lane Johnston collection, 
bequeathed to the Nation by the niece 
of President James Buchanan and 
First Lady of the White House during 
his administration. It was this be- 
quest, quite typical of the Civil War 
period taste in art and containing 
such relics as the Bible used by Presi- 
dent Buchanan at his inauguration, 
that started the original National 
Gallery of Art. 

This collection is maintained in its 
entirety in the new arrangement. 
This is also true of the Ralph Cross 
Johnson, John Gellatly, and Alfred 
Duane Pell collections. Other large 
collections are represented by only 
a few examples. These include the 
William T. Evans collection, the 
Henry Ward Ranger bequest, and 
the A. R. and M. H. Eddy donation. 

A room devoted entirely to the 
work of the celebrated American 
artist Albert P. Ryder is a notable 
feature of the Gellatly collection. This 
collection contains also works of 
other noted American painters of the 
19th century—particularly Abbott H. 
Thayer, Thomas W. Dewing, Childe 
Hassam, and John H. Twachtman. 

Among the European decorative 
arts the outstanding exhibits are 
Gothic tapestry, ivory codices and 
reliquaries, and a Christian necklace 
composed of 15 disks of glass mosaic 
work depicting Christ, the Twelve 
Apostles, and two Constantinian 
crosses.

Henry Clay Shrine 
at Lexington, Ky. 


Henry Clay’s historic home, “Ash- 
land”, now preserved as a Kentucky 
shrine, is one of the most worthwhile 
and interesting places to visit on a 
tour of the South. 

Here one feels the touch of His- 
tory, for it was at this historic manse 
that Henry Clay, one of America’s 
greatest statesmen, lived and formu- 
lated many of the lasting policies of 
our nation. 

Ashland, opened as a public memo- 
ria] on April 12, 1950, has been pre- 
served as a shrine largely due to 
the efforts of Judge Samuel M. Wil- 
son, who led in the efforts to save 
this historic landmark from extinc- 
tion. Judge Wilson led in the organi- 
zation of the Henry Clay Memorial 
Foundation in April, 1926, serving 
as president until] his death on Oc- 
tober 10, 1946. It was not until after 
his death, however, that “Ashland” 
was acquired, through the will of 
Mrs. Thomas Bullock, great- grand- 
daughter of Henry Clay, who died 
in 1948. 

It was an address given by Judge 
Wilson, summarizing the life of Hen- 
ry Clay, in 1930, which masterfully 
presented the accomplishments of the 
great statesman. It was given at the 
presentation of the statue of Henry 
Clay to the State of Kentucky, on 
Wednesday, November 19, 1930, in 
the State Capitol in Frankfort, Ky. 

“Though he held many public offi- 
ces, Henry Clay . . Was never 
spoken of by any official title, not 
even that of Senator. He was always 
and everywhere simply and sufficient- 
ly ‘Mr. Clay’. The life of this great 
man was a part, an important and 
inseparable part, of the life of his 
country.” He played a leading role in 
“promoting internal improvements, in 
laboring for the building and exten- 
sion of good roads, in re-establishing 
the Bank of the United States (which 


he had once opposed), and thus sta- 
bilizing the currency and facilitating 
exchange, in strengthening and popu- 
larizing a Protective Tariff, known 
in his day as ‘the American System,’ 
in reinvigorating the Navy and en- 
couraging our Merchant Marine, in 
favoring emancipation of the slaves 
and in striving for a sane and 
peaceful and legitimate solution of 
the slavery problem, in inculcating 
the sense of nationality throughout 
the land, and, last but not least, in 
rendering incalculable service toward 
the preservation of the Union. 

“Conclusive proof of his wise and 
far-seeing statesmanship is to be 
found in the fact that every major 
policy he espoused has become part 
and parcel of the fixed public policy 
of the United States. 

“It was due to Henry Clay more 
than to any other living mortal that 
Kentucky refused to renounce her 
allegiance to the Union. . . . The en- 
tire national] banking system of this 
country owes its existence to the 
pioneer fiscal policies of Henry Clay. 
Peace in the western world between 
independent nations was brought 
about or rendered possible by the 
bold conception of ‘Pan-American- 
ism’ of which Clay was the author.” 

“Henry Clay, throughout the 
whole half century of his public life, 
ranked easily first” among states- 
men. 

Although Henry Clay never achiev- 
ed his great ambition to become pre- 
sident because of the vagaries of 
politics, he is a living tradition today 
in the House of Representatives; as 
the greatest Speaker it has known. 

At Ashland, then, is to be found 
evidences of this eminent statesman 
who was one of the foremost patriots 
and a great spirit of Democracy, 
which is the basis for this great 
nation.

The era of 1915 is likely to seem 
a long time ago to us today, but 
there are still many who remember 
Irvin S. Cobb and Will Rogers star- 
ring in the film, “Steamboat ‘Round 
the Bend.” 


Cobb, called by ardent admirer 
James Whitcomb Riley, “the funniest 
man I ever read after,” was an ex- 
tremely talented and versatile indi- 
vidual. Besides being a film star, 
public speaker of wide acclaim, and 
author of some sixty-one books, he 
liked to hunt and fish. An extremely 
able newspaper writer, known as the 
highest paid reporter in the world, 
his famous rugged deadpan face was 
widely caricatured. 


In a day when humor was inclined 
to be uproarious, Cobb was a favor- 
ite after-dinner speaker. His appear- 
ance at an affair was the signal for 
an uproariously-funny affair. 


Cobb’s “Judge Priest” _ stories, 
which have as their locale Paducah, 
Ky., Cobb’s birthplace, had enormous 
sales. Others of his short stories are 
to be found in “Back Home” and 
“Down Yonder,” all of his books re- 
ceiving extremely wide circulation. 
His autobiography, “Exit Laughing,” 
was a best seller and still sold widely 
years later. 


Irvin S. Cobb’s grave has now be- 
come an historic landmark, visited 
by thousands of travelers each year. 
More than 30,000 visitors stopped by 
his grave the year after his death 
on March 10, 1944, in New York 
City. The Cobb Memorial Park at 
Oak Grove cemetery, an 18,000 sq. ft. 
plot, was dedicated by Paducah in 
memory of its most illustratious son. 
In accordance with Cobb’s wish, a 
dogwood tree was planted at the 
head of the grave, which is marked 
by a huge rugged boulder on which 
is inscribed: “Irvin S. Cobb, 1876- 
1944, ‘Back Home.’”’ 


Paducah returns the feeling of 
Cobb, who said that‘to him “there 
never was but one Paducah; there 
never wil] be but one Paducah.” The 
Paducah public library displayed the 
original manuscript for Cobb’s bio- 
graphy, a 338-acre park bears his 
name, there is a Hotel Irvin Cobb, 
and an Irvin Cobb Bridge across the 
Ohio River. 


Cobb, who was born in Paducah in 
1876, went to New York City in 1904 
to become the star reporter for the 
New York World and contributor to 
The Saturday Evening Post.

Watch and Clock Collectors 


Many of the first watches were as 
large as saucers: they had ‘weights 
ant were called “the pocket clock.” 
Edward VI possessed one of the earl- 
iest on record and it was described 
as “oune larum or watch of iron, the 
case being likewise of irongilt, with 
two plumettes of lead.” The first 
great improvement, the substitution 
of the spring for weights, was made 
about 1550. Those early springs were 
not coiled, but were just straight 
pieces of steel. The first watches had 
only one hand and it was_ necessary 
to wind them twice a day. Usually the 
dials were of silver or brass; the 
cases had no crystals, though there 
are a few instances of crystal cases; 
they opened at front ard back; and 
they were four or five inches in 
diameter. The Tudor watches often 
were ornamented with pleasing geo- 
metric engraved designs which show- 
ed great manual skill. 


Bartholomew Newsam was one of 
the earliest clock makers. He held 
the post of clock and watchmaker to 
Queen Elizabeth, and was the first 
Englishman to receive the appoint- 
ment of clock-keeper to the sovereign. 
Newsam was a man of evident culture 
and wealth and he bought a _ thirty 
year lease of a house in_ London 
where he spent most of his life. There 
he was on friendly terms with Sir 
Philip Sydney and other great per- 
sonalities of the court. Newsam was 
one of the first makers of portable 
clocks. 


Another early clockmaker was 
David Ramsay who was born in Scot- 
lend and ‘whose ancestors had been 
famous in Scottish historv. He was 
clockmaker to James I who sent for 
Ramsay to act as keeper of His 
Majesty’s clock and watches. Ramsay 
also was clockmaker to Charles I and 
the first Master of the Clockmakers’ 
Company for which Charles I granted 
a charter in 1631. One instance of 
Ramsay’s work, which covld more 
aptly be called a jewel, was an ex- 
quisitely made watch enclosed in a 
case of Limoges enamel. 


Sir Walter Scott refers to Ramsay 
in the opening chapter of “The Fort- 
unes of Nigel” and called him “Mem- 
ory Monitor, watchmaker and con- 
structor of horologes to his most 
sacred Majesty James I.” 


Edward East was watchmaker to 
Charles II and at one time lived 
near to the Tennis Court. He is known 
to have attended the King when 
games were played on the Mall and 
the prize often recorded of the King’s 
favorite game cf pell-mell was an 
“Fast,” and it is believed this sig- 
nified a silver watch made by Ed- 
ward East. 


Watches made by East had part- 
icularly good movements and were 
known to be completely satisfactory 
time-keepers. When one of the King’s 
attendants was late one morning the 
King softened his rebuke by present- 
ing the man with a gold alarm clock 
produced by “East, the King’s clock- 
maker.” 


East was a Quaker and one of the 
ten persons named in the original 
charter for the foundation of the 
Clockmakers’ Company, for which he 
became Master in 1645 and again in 
1652. Edward East had a long indust- 
rious life which covered the period of 
five rulers of England: James f, 
Charles I, Cromwell, Charles II, 
and William and Mary. The dates of 
his birth and death are not exactly 
known but have tentatively heen 
placed at 1610 and 1693, respectively. 


Another early clockmaker was 
Thomas Tompion, born in 1638, some- 
times called the Father of English 
clockmaking. At first a metal 'worker, 
he was apprenticed to a London clock- 
maker in 1664, and at the age of 
thirty-seven he designed such accu- 
rate time-keepers that he made in- 
struments for the Royal Obesrvatory 
at Greenwich. Among his acquaint- 
ances were Sir Isaac Newton, John 
Flamsteed, and Dr. Robert Hooke. 
With the assistance of the first two 
Tompion published the first nautical 
tables, one of the most noteworthy 
events in the history of navigation. 
With Dr. Robert Hooke, a mathemat- 
ician and inventor, Tompion evolved 
a theory of new movement that would 
insure greater accuracy than before 
known for a watch: this was the 
spring balance wheel and novel es- 
capement which entailed the record 
of seconds by means of an additional 
hand. Tompion successfully completed 
Hooke’s invention and ~resented the 
watch to Charles II who was delighted 
with it. Tompion presumably was 2 


favorite of the King for his portrait 
was painted by Sir Godfrey xneller, 
who painted only those of the inner 
circle of the Court. and Tompion was 
buried in Westminster Abbey when 
he died in 17138. Tompion was very 
jealous of his reputation and would 
allow his name only on his best work. 
His work is in the grand manner and 
has a definite grace and elegance 
which shows it to be the creation of 
a master. Tompion is said to have 
produced over five-hundred clocks and 
watches as more than two hundred 
have been traced. 


In America, Simon Willard, who 
was born at Grafton, Massachusetts, 
in 1753, was abie to construct a tall 
clock with striking mechanism and 
by 1777 had established his own bus- 
Iness. About 1796 he began to work 
on a simplified clock movement, which 
we call the banjo clock, and Thomas 
Jefferson recognized its potentiality 
and induced Willard to patent it in 
1802. Jonathan Mulliken, a contem- 
porary of Paul Revere’s, 'was a craft- 
sman of Newburyport and acquired 
some skill as a clockmaker, for he 
produced a musical clock which played 
ing different tunes upon twelve 
ells. 


Eli Terry, who was born in 1772, 
mastered making brass movements 
for tall clocks. His first wooden move- 
ment clocks brought him some suc- 
cess for by 1800 he had perfected 
water-power machinery. Seven years 
later Terry, Seth Thomas and Silas 
Hoadley began the mass production 
of inexpensive clock movements, and 
in three years over four thousand 
movements had been made and sold. 
In 1814 Terry designed his shelf clock 
with a wooden movement and patent- 
ed the “perfect wood clock,” so much 
desired by collectors for its grace, 
which Terry called the “pillar and 
scroll top case.” 

The Cheney brothers of East Hart- 
ford, Connecticut, were early makers 
of tall clocks. John Fitch, inventor 
of the steamboat, worked in their 
shop as an apprentice. 

Another important clockmaker was 
Chauncey Jerome who began his ca- 
reer on the cabinetmaker’s bench by 
making cases. He evolved the idea 
of the stamped-brass clock parts in- 
stead of wooden ones and this was 
the beginning of the inexpensive one-

spoons. Arrange the spoons in their 
proper sequence, and behold the story 
of our country’s picturesque and va- 
ried history in panoramic display be- 
fore our very eyes! First, the fact 
that Columbus did set foot on this 
“foreign” soil and claim its wealthy 
parcels for his own sovereign, Queen 
Isabella, is revealed in the gold-wash- 
ed Columbus spoon, showing in the 
bowl the fearless explorer and his 
band with their flags and standards 
as they at last reap the results of his 
daring ultimatum: “Sail On!” The 
handle of this spoon is twisted and 
ends in an elaborate crown.

IMlustrated from the collection of Mrs. J. C. Mitchell 
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The “Landing of the Pilgrims”, 
1620, written along the stem of this 
historic spoon is accompanied bv the 
delicate engraving of this sturdy band 
landing on the “stern and rock-bound 
shore”, and of their good ship, the 
Mayflower, with folded sails, riding 
the waves just off the rugged Ply- 
mouth Rock. 

Though these early settlers were 
prompted in their exodus by a desire 
for freedom of thought and of wor- 
ship, yet not too long hence their suc- 
cessors were guilty of executing 
judgment for witchcraft. The mem- 
ory of this blot on our country’s his- 
tory is retained in the celebrated sou- 
venir spoon known as the Salem 
“Witch” spoon. On the handle is the 
witch with her broom in hand, as if 
she might have been a member of 
Holmes’ famous “Broomstick Train”. 
Also on the handle, the word “Salem” 
lets us not forget the renowned city 
of witchcraft. Nearer the plain bowl 
are to be seen the three pointed ob- 
jects known as witch’s pins. 


The Boston Tea Party of 1773 goes 
down in spoon historical recording on 
the Boston Svoon which features this 
event in the bowl. Here the ship rides 
at anchor, its tall masts in the fore- 
ground and the figures of the fight- 
ing men minutely engraved along the 
ship’s deck. Reading from crown to 
bowl along the stem we see “The 
Cradle of Liberty’, Faneuil Hall, the 
wheel on top of the globe, its spokes 
extending to the various points of the 
compass, and underneath it all the 
words: “The Hub of the Universe”. 


More steadfast and sincere than 
most others in remaining true to the 
aspirations and ideals of our early 
fathers 'was William Penn whose 
gentle and just Quaker ways will 
never be forgotten. We see his honest, 
friendy face on the crown of the Phil- 
adelphia svocn. The handle consists 
of his body, dressed in broad-brinimed 
hat and full-skirted Quaker coat, 
standing on a vedestal under which 
is the Liberty Bell bearing the date, 
1776. The bow] shows Independence 
Hall, on which can be seen the clock 
that is minutely but plainlv carved. 
Near the tip of the bowl is the word 
“Philadelphia”. The workmanship of 
the statue of Penn on the handle is 
exquisite, showing the braid, buttons, 
folds in clothing, ruffles, locks of 
hair. and facial features of this great 
pacifist who made with the Indians 
the treaty “to live in love as long as 
the sun gave light’”—a treaty of 
which Voltaire said, “The only treaty 
never sworn to and never broken.” 

Another Philadelphia spoon, per- 
hans better identified as “Liberty 
Bell,” spoon has a plain bowl, but on 
handle the word “Philadelphia” and 
the motto: “Proclaim liberty through- 
out all the Land.” This is topped by 
the Liberty Bell on the crown. 


“Liberty” is a precious word, so 
those ‘who have helped to secure it 
rightly deserve their nlace among anv 
commemorative materials. So. the 
little band of Minutemen at Lexing- 
ton who shed the first blood in the 
lone war for American freedom 
sneak to us through the Lexington 
spoon. The soldier poised for action, 
with bayonet extended, and the year 
1775 make up the crown of the 


foe. It has a plain, gold-washed 
bowl. 

Now, “Listen, mv children, and you 
shall hear of the midnight ride of 
Paul Revere”—this story which every 
American schoolboy loves, has _ be- 
come a favorite of the collector of his- 
toric spoons. One of these spoons 
attempts to cover the whule story. Lhe 
bowl contains The Old North Church, 
the words identifving it as such, and 
“Boston, Mass.” The windows of the 
steeple of the church are quite vividly 
shown, and one all but sees the lan- 
tern in the window as Paul Revere 
saw it back there in 1775. The crown 
is of Revere speeding along on horse 
leaving the church steeple far in the 
distance as he carries his message 
that the Redcoats were coming. The 
rider’s name extends along the handle. 

Another Paul Revere spoon has 
beautiful irre~ular handle bearing 
the words “The Midnicht Ride”, 
1775. The rider is shown on the 
crown speeding away from the church 
and the other houses of the village. 

We read of the bravery of another 
Revolutionary hero in the Ethan Allen 
spoon. Fort Ticonderoga is shown on 
the crown of the spoon. On the stem 
are the bust of Ethan Allen, his name, 
the year 1775 and his famous com- 
mand to the British Commander who 
was routed from bed by Allen’s sur- 
prise attack and ordered to surrender. 
When asked by the commander “In 
whose name?”, Ethan Allen answered 
in the words we find on this spoon: 
“T demand this fort in the name of 
the Great Jehovah and the Continen- 
tal Congress.” 

We are reminded of our nation’s 
spectacular growth as we examine the 
spoon commemorative of the Louis- 
iana Purchase. This is a souvenir of 
the exposition in St. Louis in 1903- 
1904, as the centennial of the great 
nurchase. Along the handle from 
bowl to crown is the history of the 
century 1803-1903 (the dates them- 
selves are there at either end as if 
to embrace the events.) There are 
the buffalo being hunted down by 
fearless riders on horseback, or in 
Conestoga Wagon, traversing the 
wide expanse toward the setting sun; 
and last, the railway locomotive, it- 
self the greatest asset to travel into 
that newly purchased land. On the 
back of the stem is the identification 
wording: “J.ouisiana Purchase Ex- 
position.” The bowl shows the Fes- 
tival Hall and Cascades very deli- 
cately engraved. 

From our Indian Territory of the 
great West comes the Indian spoon 
with ears of corn spaced along the 
stem enclosing the crossed arrows, 
und the two tepees, in front of which 
are a fire and canoe. The crown is 
the head of an Indian chief with his 
feathered head gear, ear drops and 
necklace. The back of the stem is 
comnosed of ears of corn and blades 
of the corn stalk symmetrically ar- 
ranged. In the bowl of this parti- 
= is the word “Sapulpa, 


From the era which left the great- 
est scar on our nation’s development 
came one of the most noble and re- 
fined of our country’s gentlemen. The 
General Lee svoon does credit to 
the worthy figure of Civil War days, 
for this spoon is truly a great piece 
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of workmanship. The stem is com- 
prised of the figure of Lee standing 
tall and handsome, dressed in fuli 
confederate military regalia, swori 
in left hand, gloves in right. His 
face and head are su perfectly 
carved that one could recognize the 
General if no other part of the snoon 
weie seen, for no other man has had 
such a combination of dignity, self- 
control, intelligence, and charm oi 
manner. On the pedestal on which Lee 
stands is his name, and beneath this 
the Confederate flag, The back of 
the handle is just as masterfully 
done; the uniform seems to have the 
softness of the fine material from 
which it was made, and it fits in 
so natural a ‘way about the body. 
Beneath the figure here on the re- 
verse side are the letters “C.S.A.” 
The inside of the bowl shows Wash- 
= Monument, Baltimore, Mary- 
land. 

The opposing side of the conflict 
which we have termed “our nation’s 
scar” is commemorated in the G.A.R. 
spoon which has a twisted handle, 
above which is the seal of G.A.R. 
1861-1866. Above this is the flag, 
its stripes made quite obvious through 
proper indentures, and thirteen stars 
in their field. The stem is crowned 
by crossed cannon on which is perched 
the symbolic eagle in full relief. The 
bowl is heart-shaped. 

The beautiful dome of our national 
capitol is stamped in the bowl of the 
Washington spoon. Just as this dome 
can be seen for miles around the 
heart of our great country, so can 
the dome in this spoon be identified 
clearly, even at a distance. Its mark- 
ings, indicating the columns and cor- 
nices, and even the frieze on the 
front of the capitol, are exquisitely 
done. At the top of the spoon is the 
eagle in full relief bearing across its 
outstretched wings a streamer on 
which is the word: “Washington.” 
Beneath his feet is the nation’s motto: 
“E Pluribus Unum.” Along the han- 
dle are the thirteen stars symboliz- 
ing our original colonies. 

The traveler returning from. some 
foreion strand welcomes with min- 
gled feelings of awe and pride the 
great statue on Bedloe Island. 
In iike manner the spoon collector 
gazes upon her “Statue of Liberty.” 
One of these spoons has an accurate 
representation of Bartholdi’s statue 
on the crown of the stem, the folds 
of the robe perfectly represented on 
both back and front. The bow] shows 
the fanious suspension bridge of 
Brooklyn, its two towers distinctly 
cutlined. Beneath it the ships ply 
along the river. 

Another Statue of Liberty spoon, 
the statue at the end of the stem, 
has a round fluted bowl with dime 
piece of the year 1890 in the center 
of the bowl. This particular dime 
featured the goddess seated, holding 
a shield which bore the word “Lib- 
erty.” 

Again we have echoes from global 
spots of significance—some close at 
hand ; some, “those far away places.” 
From Seattle comes the spoon with 
stem of “Indian Totem Pole” and 
bowl featuring Mt. Rainier. 


A very interesting spoon telling 
its story of a great feat of Arctic 
exploration is the Nansen spoon, sou- 
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venir of Christiania, Norway. An 
account of this daring expedition is 
featured in all parts of the spoon. 
The bowl shows the specially built 
vessel, the “Fram,” which sailed 
from Christiania on June 24, 1893, 
and returned on Sentember 9, 1896. 
These dates are given in the bowl. 
The Fram is pictured in the harbor 
with some smaller vessels near by. 
Seen in the background is the steeple 
of the church above which float fleets 
of clouds. On the stem are the polar 
bears, a few seals, the explorer on 
his dog-drawn sleigh, and the ever- 
present sun hanging just above the 
horizon. The crown of the spoon is 
the head of Fridtjof Nansen, wear- 
ing his Norwegian cap. The back 
of the crown and stem show the 
midnight sun shining on a large mass 
of ice. Below are listed the names 
of this “North Pole Expedition” in- 
cluding that of Lieutenant Johansen 
who with Nansen proceeded north of 
the vessels limitations by traveling 
on sledges to a point nearer the pole 
than any previous explorer had gone 
before this accomplishment of April 8, 
1895. This spoon is such a beautiful 
piece that it does justice to the re- 
nowned explorer, Nobel Prize wiuner 
and author of “Fartherest North.” 

A beautiful rat-tail spoon is labeled 
“Marken.” In tthe bowl which is 
done repousse, above the word “Mar- 
ken” sits a girl on a fishing basket. 
This symbolizes the sole occupation 
of the tiny Dutch island. The twisted 
stem of the spoon is crowned with 
a head in ovrofile and the name 
“Marken” again. 

From. Holiand comes the small 
spoon with facsimile of windmill at 
the end of the stem. The arms of 
the mill revolve on a pin. The stem 
is twisted, either end showing small 
figures of men. In the bowl the 
raised figures of two men are seen, 
one standing, the other seated on a 
lew stool and leaning forward, ap- 
parently smoking a pipe. 

The Rome spoon bears:a mark of 
mythology as well as history. In the 
bowl is the famous she-wolf nurs- 
ing Romulus and Remus, the mytho- 
logical founders of the famous city 
of Seven Hills. Above the wolf, the

army discharge button of World War

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CHRISTMAS DOLLS AND TOYS 
of Another Era 


The jolly Christmas seasan has 
special meaning for. the collector of 
antique dolls. It was for this season 
of the year in past centuries as well 
as the present that many of our 
finest dolls were made. We have a 
glimpse of past Christmastides 
through old publications. One such 
came to the attention of the writer 
while on a visit with Mrs. Joseph 
McKenna of Washington, D.»C. It 
is through her kindness that the 
following extracts were taken from 
a bound copy of Harper’s Bazaar for 
the year 1869: 

“DOLLS AND THEIR OUTFITS: 

“The French dolls are remarkably 
pretty this season. Bisque and wax 
heads are of the fashionable blonde 
type, with deepest blue eyes, plump

cheeks, and real blonde hair frizzed 
and worn in a stylish chignon. And 
at last there is such variety of 
countenance that we can no longer 
say, as expressionless as a doll. Pur- 
chasers debate whether they will 
select an arch, piquant face, a mild, 
amiable countenance, or a haughty, 
defiant air. The dressing, too, is 
beyond all precedent. 

“Qn? rorgeous c-eature is arrayed 
a la Marie Antoinette, with paniers 
and fichu; and another, with long 
train of satin, is the grande Du- 
chasse. There are innocent-looking 
infants in long robes and caps, cry- 
ing dolls in night-dresses, and self- 
possessed damsels in jaunty street 
costumes; talking, walking, and 
sleeping dolls: boys with hair part- 


ed on one side; Chinese dolls with 
almond-shaped eyes and bald fore- 
hens; negroes with characteristic 
features; plump little China dolls 
of various sizes; paper dolls with 
many changes of attire; rattle dolls 
in blue satin and scarlet, with jing- 
ling silver bells making music wher- 
ever they go; and the not-to-be-for- 
gotten rubber-dolls in knitted cos- 
tumes representing pretty vivandiers, 
fierce hussars, Scotch lasses in plaids 
with flowing yellow hair, and many 
amusing caricatures arrayed in a 
single crocheted garment. 

“The doll’s outfit does not consist of 
clothing alone. A tiny mansion is se- 
lected with balconies, glass windows, 
and movable doors. Its halls and sep- 
arate apartments are merely hooked

taken down. Parlors and _ dining- 
saloons are thoroughly furnished, 
and a kitchen is provided with a 
range, and the walls are hung with 
bright utensils for cooking, 

“In oaken and leather chests are 
stored away full sets of table-china 
and tiny silver-services, not omit- 
ting cutlery and table-linen. Others 
contain chamber-sets, with wash- 
bowl and pitcher; and dressing-cases 
are furnished with combs, brushes, 
a mirror, perfumes, and pomade 
complete in the smallest details of a 
toilette outfit. 

“AUTOMATIC TOYS: 

“An ingenious automatic toy, new 
this season, is a walking doll that 
will propel a wagon across the room. 
The figure is light and graceful, and 
the well-shaped limbs and feet step 
as naturally as life. The spring move- 
ment is in the wagon, wound by the 
wheel, thus doing away with a sepa- 
rate key. As the spring is wound up 
the doll may be detached from the 
wagon and made to walk alone. The 
price is from $3 to $5. 

“The automatic dancers, a pair of 
negroes as black as ebony, execute a 
double shuffle, never stopping once 
in two long hours. Price $7. A gayly 
dressed troupe in a miniature circus 
dashes around the arena turning 
somersaults on horseback. Humpty 
Dumpty and automaton Leotards in 
miniature emulate the feats of their 
originals so perfectly that children 
recognize them at once. A_basket- 
carriage contains a doll that moves 
its head mechanically, kicks, and 
beats the air with its hands. Gayly 
dressed boys are drawn along on 
wheels, striking cymbals mechanical- 
ly. An elevation lifts people to the 
top of a tower and back again. An 
Alpine tourist mounted on a mule 
turns her head from side to side. 
Jolly sailors move with a rolling 
gait: ferry-boats are propelled rapid- 
ly, the walking-beam moves up and 


down; and little yachts glide along 
with sails spread to the breeze, and 
flags flying. 

“MUSICAL, TOYS: 

“A musical toy, attractive to child- 
ren of larger growth, is a miniature 
grove with stuffed birds in the trees 
singing sweetly, and hopping from 
bough to bough. A glass cover en- 
closes the whole, and the machinery 
that produces the music is concealed 
in a rosewood case, This is handsome 
enough to adorn a parlor, and ex- 
pensive also, costing $250. Another 
is a tiny ball-room, in which are 
several couples waltzing. A _ string 
band at the back of the room fiddles 
furiously, and makes-believe to per- 
form the music that we hear in the 
case beneath. A pair of shepherd 
courtiers in French fancy-dress are 
sitting in an arbor. When wound 
up the lady seems to play upon her 
guitar, making sweet low music, and 
the lover leans toward her in an 
attentive attitude. Another French 
fancy is a ballet girl executing a 
difficult figure. and a tiny musician 
handling his violin with the air of a 
maestro, smiling and nodding over 
his immense wide cravat in pleased 
approbation of his own execution. 

“Music boxes of various construc- 
tion play three or four dance tunes 
loud enough to be heard throughout 
a large parlor. A three-inch box made 
of tin plays two airs very sweetly. 
Price $3. Drums are turned bv a 
crank without sticks, and silver bells 
are attached to others.Whistles are 
of ivory and coral, rattles of many 
jingling bells, and horns of pearl 
tinted green are shaped like dol- 
phins.” 

The article was written only a few 
years after the close of the Civil 
War and it is interesting to note the 
influence the war had on children’s 
games, notably “A new military 
game destined to popularity is call- 
ed Grant’s Line, with the motto, ‘I 
propose to fight it out on this line

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GOLDSTONE IN BUTTONS 


Among the lovely and unusual old 
buttons which attract specialists are 
those made entirely or partly of gold- 
stone. Goldstone is also called sun- 
stone, Sunstone is a trade name for 
quartz containing flecks of yellow 
mica. Translucent feldspar which 
contains minute crystals of hematite 
has an internal fire-like gleam some- 
what similar to the spangled appear- 
ance of the yellow mica quartz. Both 
of these minerals, quartz and feld- 
spar are used in making jewelry. 
However, most of the sunstone or 
goldstone in jewelry and buttons is 
glass which contains brass or gold 
or copper filings or bits of gold foil. 
Sunstone is the name generally ap- 
plied to the minerals, and goldstone 
to the manufactured product. 

When copper filings are stirred in- 
to molten glass, air bubbles are form- 
ed. These help to reveal the imita- 
tion, for when the glass is polished 
the surface is often pitted from air 
bubbles. In Czecho-Slovakia the city of 
Gablonz has heen the world center 
for making imitation gems. During 
the 1920’s there were more than 
twelve thousand people working in 
over a hundred different glass fac- 
tories in this city.

turine. Aventurine quartz is usually 
brown, yellow, green, or red in color 
with metallic flakes. It comes from 
China, Siberia and Madagascar. Sun- 
stone or aventurine oligoclase has a 
reddish color with bright yellow or 
red reflections caused by the crystals 
of iron oxide in it. This mineral is 
found principally in Norway. 

Aventurine or gold spangled glass 
was made by the Venetian glass 
blowers of early days and the method 
kept secret for many years. Eventu- 
ally their manner of making this 
beautiful glass with the metallic 
flashes to it spread to other parts of 
the world. The Venetians made many 
goblets, tazzas, compotes, etc. from 
aventurine glass which helped them 
to earn their high standing among 
the world’s renowned glassmakers. 

Those who collect goldstone but- 
tens are usually interested also by 
small trinkets or pieces of jewelry 
made of this rich glowing glass. 
There are goldstone watch fobs shap- 
ed like barrels, and lockets in the 
shape of a book.

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The Hitchcock Chair 


By ETHEL HALL BJERKOE 


In 1818 Lambert Hitchcock settled 
in the little town of Barkhamsted in 
western Connecticut and established 
a cabinet and chair factory. Born 
in Cheshire, Connecticut, June 28, 
1795, he was the son of John Lee 
Hitcheock, a Revolutionary soldier 
who could trace his ancestry back to 
Matthias Hitchcock who came to 
Boston from London in 1635. In his 
little shop, Hitchcock at first made 
only parts of chairs which he shipped 
to Charleston, South Carolina, and 
other points in the South where they 
were assembled. The business flour- 
ished and soon became the leading 
industry in Barkhamsted. By 1821 
a group of houses had sprung up 
around the factory, and this little 
settlement was given the name Hitch- 
cocksville. Today it is called River- 
ton. By 1825 Hitchcock stopped mak- 
ing parts to be shipped to the south- 
ern points and turned his attention 
to the making of a completed chair 
and even today the sturdy, individ- 
ual type of chair which he undoubt- 
edly originated bears his name. 


The Hitchcock chair, like the Con- 
necticut shelf clock, was an early 
example of mass production and 
when new sold for about $1.50 re- 
tail. Although it was of several 
types, the general characteristics are 
the same in all. The frames are 
generally of birch or maple. ‘The 
packs have a curved top with a broad 
gently curved back-slat. Often there 
1S a@ narrow crosspiece below this 
broad splat and the uvrights are a 
continuation of the legs. The front 
legs and the stretcher between are 
nicely turned in spool, ring, or vase 
shapes. The seats are wider at the 
front than at the back with straight 
sides and a rolled or rounded edge 
in front. 

.Chair-backs are of several kinds; 
the “turtle-back”; the “pillow-back”; 
a “cut-out” back slat; a curved back 
with spindles; and with a crested 
back. The “cut-out” back-slat is 
probably the rarest, and was some- 
times in the form of cornucopias, 
eagles or scrolls. At first the chairs 
were grained to resemble rosewood,

the red of the first coat of paint 
showing through the black. Later a 
lemon-yellow was sometimes used as 
the background color. Seats were 
first of rush, then cane, then plank. 
They ‘were marked on the back with 
a stencil “L. Hitchcock, Hitchcocks- 
ville, Connecticut, Warranted,” us- 
ually all on one line. Hitchcock 
chose his wood with care and allowed 
none to be used with knots or other 
imperfections. 


The stencils used were cut from 
strong light-weight paper with a de- 
sign of small checks, overlaid by 
blocks an inch square. This made it 
possible to keen the stenciling on a 
straight line. The stenciled designs 
used in decorating the chairs added 
much to their popularity. Among 
the popular designs were the Basket 
of Fruit containing pears and plums, 
or a bunch of grapes with leaves 
and a rose; the Horn of Plenty, cof 
which there were several variations; 
a Fountain with Birds; and a con- 
ventionalized Fruit and Leaf pattern. 


Boston rockers in both the large 
ard small size as well as a child’s 
Boston rocker with rolling seat and 
crest were made. Cape Cod rockers, 
or as some call them, Mammy 
benches, were made at the Hitchcock 
factory. It is also probable that Lam- 
bert Hitchcock was the first to man- 
afacture a completed rocking-chair. 
Although rocking chairs 'were known 
much earlier than this time, it is 
believed that before Hitchcock manu- 
factured them, the rockers were made 
as a separate item and then fastened 
to a straight chair. 


About 1826 Hitchcock built a large 
brick factory and many more 
workers. At this time he had more 
than one hundred men, women and 
children working in his factory. Chil- 
dren anvlied the first coat of paint— 
the red undercoat. The women did 
the decorating. using their finger- 
tips dipped first in oil, then in the 
dry bronze or gold powder. The 
finger-tips were then rubbed over 
the stencil transferring the design 
to the ‘chair. Color was later ap- 
plied by. means of a brush. The chief 
stencil design was on the wide back- 
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Hitchcock Slat-back with Bolster top. 
This illustration shows well the turned 
front legs and stretcher, the rolling front 
seat edge, the decoration on bolster 
top, wide slat-back and uprights and 
front edge. Notice how the back legs 
and uprights are a continuous piece of 
wood. 





slat but frequently decorative mo- 
tifs were used on the ‘top rail and 
uprights of the back and on the 
front seat rails. The turnings of 
the legs and back were often touched 
up with gilt. Very few Hitchcocks 
were originally undecorated. 


Everything went well at the Hitch- 
cock factory and business was good 
until sometime in 1828 and then on 
July 20, 1829, Lambert Hitchcock 
was forced into bankruptcy with lia- 
bilities of $21,525.31. The business 
was transferred to Rufus Holmes, 
Theron Rockwell, Jesse Ives and 
William L. Holabird as trustees who 
were “to sell, manage and dispose of 
the property in a manner most bene- 
ficial to Lambert’s creditors,” while h> 
carried on the chair business as agent. 
This errangement must have worked 
out well for all for in the Hartford 
Courant under date of November 27, 
1832 we read: 

“Notice is hereby given that the 
chair business lately carried on by 
Lambert Hitchcock as agent is now 
resumed by him on his own account 
and responsibility, and that his trus- 
tees are no longer interested in or 
responsible for the same. The sub- 
scriber will continue to manufacture 
chairs, and now has on hand a large 
eid elegant assortment of chairs, 
made after the latest fashions, and 
finished in the best manner.

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CHRISTMAS CRIBS 


and their significance

The celebration of Christmas has 
become so overcrowded with mean- 
ingless festivities that customs em- 
bodying the true Christmas spirit, 
such as the making and collecting of 
Christmas cribs, have almost been 
forgotten. Today the majority of 
people are more concerned with hang- 
ing mistletoe and sending Christmas 
cards adorned with scotties or poin- 
settias than with celebrating Christ- 
mas as the birth of the Christ Child. 
Such activities as feasting, decorat- 
ing the home with evergreens and 
mistletoe, exchanging gifts and burn- 
ing the Yule log were pagan celebra- 
tions marking the emergence of the 
sun after the shortest day of the 
year. When Christianity supplanted 
paganism some of these customs 
were so deeply rooted that they did 
not die out but became part of the 
popular celebration of Christmas. 
However, the drama of the Christmas 
crib is a custom immediately as- 
sociated with the birth of Christ and 
its celebration by Christians all over 
the world. 


Despite the popular legend that St. 
Francis of Assisi first introduced the 
Christmas Crib into Europe, it is 
agreed by the more reliable authori- 
ties that the custom was prevalent 
long before his time. There are re- 
cords which show that Pope Liberius 
established the first Christmas crib 
in 354 A.D. Italians were the first 
to become interested in making fig- 
ures to represent those present at 
the birth of Christ. They exhibited 
them at least 700 years before the 
people of Central Germany began to 
make terra-cotta figures. 


The oldest specific record of a com- 
mission to make a crib comes from 
Naples, where in the year 1478, a 
certain Jaconello Pepe ordered two 
sculptors to make a crib for the 
family chapel in St. Geovanni a Car- 
bonara. Large, wood figures were 
the first to appear but later six 


or eight inches became the usual. 


height. Naturally, as the custom 
grew in popularity the number of 
figures required increased rapidly, 
too. First, the Magi and their mag- 
nificent horses were added, then, 
adoring shepherds with their sheep 
became essential and later figures 
representing kings, queens, town 
folk, members of the guilds, peasants, 
children and scenery for the crib 
were found in many sets. 
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Complete crib, all sixteen figures by the 
same artist. 





Artists began to specialize. One 
would become famous for his figures 
of the Blessed Virgin, while another 
would concentrate on carving the 
Magi. Schools of crib artists grew 
up, which made only one particular 
type of figure, such as shepherds or 
royal personages. Lesser artists 
made trees, fruit and other scenery. 
Each figure in the crib was made 
with the greatest care and the num- 
ber of figures created was finally 
limited only by the wealth and in- 
terest of the patron. 


The sixteenth and seventeenth cen- 
turies marked the zenith of crib- 
making. Every royal Italian family 
had its crib makers and certain 
courts became famous for the fine 
quality of their figures, Genoese 
artists carved figures which were 
noted for the exquisite spiritual ex- 
pressions on their faces. The crib 
artists drew a great deal of their 
inspiration from the paintings of 
such masters as Botticelli and Tin- 
toretto. Despite the fact that the 
names of most of the crib artisans 
have been forgotten, their work is as 
great and as beautiful as any pro- 
duced in the early Renaissance. 


As time went on, people were not 
satisfied with mere wooden immobile 
figures. More life-like presentations 
were required of the artists. Wax 
came to be used and an artist was 
able to mold the tinted wax into a 
variety of expressions. The sisters 
in the convents had the duty of dress- 
ing the figures. The Ursuline Con- 


vent at Innsbruck had its own Christ- 
mas crib in which the figures had 
movable arms, flaxen hair and cloth- 
ing of the richest silk and velvet. 


The Neopolitans edged the seams 
of the garments with wire thread so 
as to give a more fashionable out- 
line. The rich material of the dresses 
was starched and saturated with glue 
and paste. Sicilian crib makers often 
included the scene of the massacre 
of the infants while the precipios 
of Calabria were like theatres of 
moving puppets. In Provence, the 
area of France where crib making 
was most popular, the figures were 
— of terra-cotta, faience and even 
cork. 


As you can see, many different 
types of cribs developed in the 
various areas of Europe. This variety 
is due to the fact there were no 
strict rules for crib making and 
each section developed a style pe- 
culiar to itself. The crib itself was 
not called by the same name in 
every country. In Italy it was the 
Precipio or in native dialect “pre- 

in France, ‘La Creche”, in 
Provence, the “Santon” and in Ger- 
many, “Die Kreppe.” 


In the late eighteenth century the 
sincere quality of the Christmas 
cribs was lost. Tastelessness de- 
graded the whole spirit of crib-mak- 
ing and in the present day there are 
very few sincere artists making 
Christmas cribs with the devotion and 
love which their predecessors infused 
into their art. So far as is known 
there is only one place in the world 
today where Christmas cribs are be- 
ing made with any of the religious 
fervor of the Middle Ages, This is 
the small village of Oberammergau 
in the Tyrol. The people there are 
farmers and they spend the long, 
cold winter evenings carving exqui- 
site little figures which are much 
sought after the world over. 


Today, attention is concentrated on 
the collecting of cribs rather than on 
their manufacture. However, from 
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Photograps fr-m St. 


4. View showing part of collection at St. 
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earliest times the collector has been 
most important in the development of 
this great art. The wealthy patron 
made possible the growth of the 
creche from a few figures to many 
hundreds of figures and a _ wide 
variety of scenes. 


Jaconello Pepe, the earliest known 
collector, commanded  cribmakers 
Pietro and Giovanni Alemanno to 
create a precipio containing forty- 
eight figures including an Infant, a 
Madonna, wearing a crown, St. 
Joseph, the ox and the ass, eleven 
angels, three shepherds, twelve sheep, 
two dogs, four trees, two sybils and 
two prophets. Some of these figures 
still exist but many have been lost. 
A similar precipio was built for the 
Church of Santa Maria del Parto 
but almost all of the figures have 
disappeared. 


One early crib had two levels with 
the three essential figures placed on 
the upper level and the shepherds 
and their flock set in a cave below. 
The Church of Santa Maria Mag- 
giore commissioned a crib of twenty- 
eight figures to be set in a grotto 
hollowed from stones brought from 
Bethlehem. It is a pity that so many 
of these early cribs have been lost 
or destroyed. 


As Christmas cribs became more 
popular the royal families in Europe 
became interested in them. The 
churches very often did not have the 
space to present many scenes, so the 
royal palaces were more suited to 
presenting the complex tableaux. 
Such families as the Medicis col- 
lected creche figures just as they 
collected famous. paintings. The 
queen of Naples was one of the 
most generous patrons of crib art- 
ists. When she was forced to flee 
to Sicily, she took her famous crib 
with her. Crib collecting became an 
expensive pastime for the noble Ital- 
ian families. They competed with one 
another to make their cribs the most 
beautiful and the most costly, Some

if it takes all summer.’ A chart that 
represents Virginia battle - fields; 
blue, red and yellow counters denote 
infantry, artillery and cavalry, a 
gray counter standing for Lee’s 
army. There are full directions for 
fighting the exciting game of war 
in imitation of the campaign about 
Richmond. Price $1.95.” 


Under INSTRUCTIVE TOYS 


there is mention of “a German toy ° 


for a juvenile theatre with mimic 
stage, curtain, and scenery set for a 
play, besides stage properties and 
other plays. The orchestra and audi- 
torium are all faithfully represented, 
and the proscenium boxes are filled 
with gay parties ogling each other 
with lorgnettes, Written plays of one 
act, with directions for setting the 
figures, are furnished. The repertory 
consists of Little Red Riding Hood, 
Piff Paff, and the Wales Nymph.” 


Among the Christmas tree orna- 
ments mentioned in the article are 
mentioned the “snow-clad veteran, 
Santa Claus, his bag emptied of its 
treasures with which he has adorn- 
ed the tree: globes, fruits, and flow- 
ers of colored glass, bright tin re- 
flectors, and innumerable grotesque 
figures suspended by a rubber string 
—clowns with cap and bells, funny 
little men concealing their faces be- 
hind funnier masks, as they spring 
up and down; Bismarck leaping upon 
Napoleon’s shoulders, exaggerated 
seraphim with flapping wings, and 
Jewish-looking old women with heads 
larger than their bodies.” 

Among the gifts for boys mention- 
ed in the article are “safe and im- 
proved leaping horses placed on a 
platform, thus saving the wear of 
carpets, made with springs that can 
be accommodated to any weight. Price 
$15 to $380. Velocipedes for boys of 
five years have cushioned seats, and 
are easily managed. These cost $10 
or $12. Others of larger size, with 
two wheels or three, are shown at 
different prices, ranging to $75 for 
those intended for grown persons. 


“There are toy menageries of wild 
beasts, amphitheatre for exhibiting 
them, and cage wagons for traveling; 
improved comic magic-lanterns with 
new series of views; the patent fight- 
ing roosters; a magic bank with loop- 
making sides, that appear to multi- 
ply one penny into a great many; 
new scenes of the Grecian bend for 
zoetropes; and surprise boxes, out of 
which start frightened old men. The 
new skates that are attached by 
means of screws, doing away with 
the necessity for straps, are valuable 
gifts to both sexes at this season.” 


Present-day collectors take such in- 
terest in bits of information such as 
the above, that they should think 
ahead to the time when collectors 
of the future will look to our gener- 
ation for help in the study of dolls 
and toys. If doll study groups would 
place in their scrap-books all avail- 
able information on present-day dolls, 
as well as those of the past, it would 
interest generations yet to come.

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THE HITCHCOCK CHAIR 


(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 57) 


In 1829 Arba Alford, Jr., who had 
been employed by Hitchcock from the 
very beginning of the business was 

taken into partnership and the name 
stenciled on the back of the chairs 
became “Hitchcock, Alford & Co., 
Warranted.” While Mr. Hitchcock 
travelled through the South, the 
Western states and New England sell- 
ing the products of his factory, Al- 
ford managed the shop. On. October 
30, 1880, Lambert Hitchcock married 
Eunice Alford, a sister of his partner. 


The name of the firm remained 
“Hitchcock, Alford & Co.” until 1843 
when Lambert opened an indepen- 
dent factory in Unionville, Connecti- 
cut, where he manufactured chairs 
similar in every way to those made 
at Hitchcocksvillee These were 
marked “Lambert Hitchcock, Union- 
ville, Connecticut.” In 1836, a year 
after the death of his first wife 
Eunice, Hitchcock married Mary Ann 
Preston at Cazenovia, New York, and 
had three sons and a daughter. He 
died in 1852 after forty-three years 
of manufacturing chairs. His will 
named his former partner, Arba Al- 
ford, Jr., to be the executor of his 
estate. 


After Hitchcock moved to Union- 
ville in 1843, Arba Alford took his 
brother Alfred into partnership and 
continued to make the chair known 
as the Hitchcock chair under the 
name of “Alford & Company.” In 
the wing of the factory “Alford & 
Company” also conducted a general 
store. In 1864 the factory 'was sold 
to Leroy and Delos Stephens who 
manufactured pocket rulers there for 
some forty years. 


Naturally during all these years 
chairs similar in type to those made 
at the Hitchcock factory were made 
at other factories in various parts 
of New England. Holmes and Rob- 
erts made chairs at Colebrook dur- 
ing the years 1838-1840 but sold out 
to Hitchcock in 1840. Others in New 
England were William Moore, Jr., 
Seymour Watrous and J. K. Hatch 
but none of them reached the promi- 
nence of Lambert Hitchcock and his 
factory at Hitchcocksville,

precipios are known to have cost 
as much as 3000 ducats. 

The precipio of King Charles III 
was set up annually in the royal 
palace. Hundreds of painters, sculp- 
tors and other artisans created this 
spectacle and the king himself as- 
sisted by carving trees and other 
tiny objects. His wife, Amalia Wal- 
burga, and her ladies-in-waiting were 
given the task of dressing the petite 
figures in silk and velvet clothing. 
The precipio came to consist of so 
many tableaux that it occupied 
several of the large salons in the 
royal palace. 

In Germany, the custom continued 
largely in the churches. The Jesuits 
particularly encouraged the building 
of cribs. They installed a precipio 
in their newly completed church of 
St. Michael in 1596. Christmas cribs 
appeared in most German churches 
during the sixteenth century. In 
Munich the cathedral was endowed 
with 200 florins for the upkeep and 
lighting of the collection. 

In the present day most of the well- 
known precipios are in museums or 
are privately owned. The Cleveland 
Museum of Art has an Oberam- 
mergau crib which is exhibited each 
year at Christmas time. This mu- 
seum also has a collection of antique 
figures purchased at Salzburg which 
probably came from a monastary in 
that region. A crib of 24 buildings, 
six scenes, 256 human figures and 
256 animals is owned by a museum 
in Vienna. Several men in the 
United States are interested in col- 
lecting Christmas cribs and encourag- 
ing appreciation of this art. One 
of them is Father Aloysius S. Horn 
of Fremont, Ill. Another, Mr, Fred- 
erick Doyle, River Forest, Ill. has 
exhibits in his home. Mr. Doyle is 
always happy to have the public view 
his collection. 


In New York City, Monsignor 
George H. McWeeney, pastor of St. 
Barnabas Church, has a large col- 
lection. It numbers several hundred 
pieces from many countries. His 
figures are made of such materials 
as terra-cotta, wax, wood and chalk 


and range from tiny figurines to 
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huge specimens. They have been 
amassed over a period of fifteen 
years. Msgr. Mc Weeney is most fond 
of a group of five figures. The 
figurines wear’ graceful flowing 
robes. The Christ Child, sleeping in 
their midst, is an outstanding ex- 
ample of the crib making art. An- 
other important part of the collection 
consists of a triple display of crib 
figures. The top group includes the 
Holy Family and the ox and ass who 
were the earliest visitors. The middle 
scene is that of the shepherds com- 
ing to adore their Master while the 
bottom scene presents the Magi and 
their magnificent gifts of gold, 
frankincense and myrrh. 


A Christmas Crib Guild was es- 
tablished in the parish high school 
on December 8, 1951 and the mem- 
bers include the president and vice 
president of every class in the school. 
With this guild as his assistant, 
Monsignor Mc Weeney hopes to make 
the significance and beauty of the 
creche more widely known. This in- 
teresting hobby lacks the commer- 
cialism which pervades the Christmas 
season in our day and it would go a 
long way toward reviving the true 
spirit of Christmas if it regained 
the popularity it had in the early 
Renaissance. 


Editor’s Note: The figures and 
cribs illustrated with this article are 
from Monsignor McWeeney’s collec- 
tion. Besides the pleasure that their 
owner has had in assembling the 
various specimens, students of St. 
Barnabas parish school enjoy the 
assembly each holiday season.

The former 
is a wide, deep piece, its brilliance 
accentuated by rhythmic waves of 
light shining within the crystal. The 
latter is a shallow bowl with a deep 
center, supported on its pedestal base 
by four shining prongs of crystal. 

The three drinking glasses, a 1% 
ounce Liquor, 5 ounce Whiskey Sour 
and 9 ounce Old Fashioned are de- 
signed to match highball and cock- 
tail glasses introduced by Steuben 
last year, and already greatly in de- 
mand. All are comfortable to han- 
dle, and are distinguished by narrow, 
heavy bases.

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In physique Abraham Lincoln was 
close to the average Kentuckian of 
his race and time. 

This is the conclusion of Dr. T. D. 
Stewart, Smithsonian Institution cur- 
ator of physical anthropology after a 
study of two original face masks of 
Lincoln now in the U.S. National 
Museum. collections and fragmentary 
bits of evidence of the Civil War 
President’s physical appearance. Dr. 
Stewart’s article, “An Anthropologist 
Looks at Lincoln,” has just been ~ub- 
lished in the latest Smithsonian An- 
nual Report. 

Tradition, Dr. Stewart points out, 
has tended to picture Lincoln as an 
exceptionally large man—almost a 
giant. This was also the way he 
evidently impressed his contempor- 
aries. He gave the appearance, at 
least, of exceptional size. But the 
evidence indicates that this was partly 
illusion, Dr. Stewart’s study shows. 

Lincoln was unquestionably a tall 
man. He gave his own height as 6 
feet 4 inches. He came of a tall 
people. Kentucky soldiers from the 
county in which he was born were 
the tallest men in the Union Army. 
They averaged, however, a few inches 
shorter than Lincoln. So far as height 
‘was concerned, Dr. Stewart con- 
cludes, he belonged in the upper few 
percent of his contemporaries. Bat- 
tlefield pictures show him towering 
above his generals. The illusion of 
exceptional size probably is due to 
this height, Stewart believes. 

Lincoln was long-bodied, - long- 
armed, and long legged. His law 
partner, William Herndon testified 
that “it was only when Lincoln rose 
to his feet that he loomed above 
the mass of men. He looked a giant 
then.” 

He was somewhat slender for his 
height, the study indicates, and 
showed no tendency to nut on weight 
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LINCOLNIANA 


with advancing years. Visitors were 
impressed with his handshake. This, 
Dr. Stewart believes, was due to the 
fact that his hands were long, rather 
then exceptionally large. A National 
Museum plaster cast of Lincoln’s 
hands shows the left to have been 
slightly larger than the right al- 
though Lincoln complained that the 
right hand was slightly swollen from 
shaking hands at a political meeting 
just before the cast was taken. 

His feet were somewhat below 
the average in size for men of his 
height and weight. They were long, 
but relatively narrow. 

The Lincoln face casts were taken 
by two sculptors, Leonard W. Volk 


» » 


and Clark Mills—one in 1860 and 
the other in 1865 after Lincoln had 
aged rapidly owing to the stresses 
of the war years. They show slight 
inconsistencies which may be due to 
the methods used in casting. Neither 
sculptor aimed at very great accur- 
acy, but wished to obtain only a 
working model. 

It has been claimed that there is 
a depression in the forehead of the 
Volk mask and this has led to some 
speculation that Lincoln at some time 
suffered a skull fracture. Dr. Stew- 
art was unable to find anything ab- 
normal about the forehead in the 
original copy preserved in the Na- 
tional Museum.

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Old Christmas Tree Decorations

The Christmas tree of today stems 
from early times, when houses were 
decorated with laurel and _ green 
branches for good luck. The custom 
prevailed for centuries. 

The early Romans hung little 
masks of the God Bacchus on trees 
and vines in the belief this would 
make them blossom more luxuriantly. 
The leaders of the early Christian 
churches banned this practice as 
heathenish. An Arabian legend of the 
tenth century has it that on the night 
the Savior was born all trees bloomed 
and. bore fruit in spite of the ice 
and snow on the ground. 

Luther is credited with having had 
the first Christmas tree illuminated 
with candles to represent stars, in-

spired by the beauty of the stars in 
the sky one night when he was walk- 
ing. However, it was fifty years, 
or so after his death before the tree 
began to be popular for Christmas 
celebrations. This early Christmas 
tree did not have lights. During the 
sixteenth century, fir trees were set 
up in the best rooms of the home 
and hung with paper flowers, gold 
leaf, bits of candy, cakes, small 
presents, etc. 

The first Christmas tree mentioned 
in literature was in 1604 in a story 
published in Strassburg, Germany. 
Within a few years it was the center- 
piece of German celebrations of the 
holiday. It was introduced in Eng- 
land in 1840 after the marriage of 


Queen Victoria to Prince Albert of 
Germany, when Queen Victoria had 
a Christmas tree in Windsor Castle. 
It has been said that the first tree 
in America was erected by Hessian 
soldiers in Trenton in 1776, and that 
the first Christmas trees were sold 
in New York City in 1851 by Mark 
Carr on Veasey Street. (In our re- 
search we have found so many con- 
tradictory statements that it is all 
still very obscure as to just when the 
Christmas tree first enjoyed popu- 
larity in this country.) 

Perhaps the popularity of the 
Christmas tree continued to grow be- 
cause of the manufactured orna- 
ments of various types: berry-like 
devices in imitations of the early 
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sugar plums, tiny baskets of imita- 
tion fruit, bunches of grapes manu- 
factured from glass, and many other 
brightly colored pieces. 


The picture on the cover is of our 
Christmas tree which is approxi- 
mately eight and one-half feet tall 
and, with the exception of about 
fifteen items, is completely decorated 
with antique ornaments. There are 
more than 300 large ornaments and 
several hundred of the beads in 
strings. The strings of beads border 
the photographs accompanying this 
article. The icicles are of early blown 
glass. 


The photographs shown here are 
of manufactured early ornaments, or 
hand-made during the years when 
manufacturers lost their employees 
to more important work, such as 
munitions and arms in time of war. 
During World War I our supply of 
ornaments from Germany was cut 
off and it was after this period that 
manufacturers in this country finally 
turned to making them. However, 
they have not reached the artistic 
level of the German manufacturers. 


Nos. 1 and 2 are fragile ornaments 
of about fifty years ago, depicting 
Mr. and Mrs. Santa Claus. It is 
usually forgotten in our modern in- 
terpretation of Christmas that the 
old legends mention Mrs. Santa as 
well as Santa Claus. No. 3 is Baby 
Santa Claus made of china (also 
mentioned in the old legends). 


No. 4 is a clown, resplendent in 
bright red and white suit, 


No. 5 is a child’s head in pretty 
natura] color with black china eyes 
and wearing a gold cap. 


No. 6 is a candy ornament, about 
one-fourth inches thick, made exactly 
like those used in Russia seventy-five 
years ago. This Santa is wearing a 
vivid pink suit. There are a dozen 
of this type on our tree, most of 
them near the top, and they come 
in various colors and shapes such 
as lamb, bluebird, beautiful gold 
butterfly, ete. They wiil last for 
years if carefully stored so insects 
cannot reach them 


No. 7 is a fish made of tin, gold 
color. This is the type of ornament 
we had to create for ourselves just 
before our entry into World War I 
when German-made ornaments could 
not be obtained. 


No. 8 is a light-weight fragile 
heart, rich vermilion. 


No. 9 is a paper mandolin of the 
World War I period. 


No. 10 is a rather unusual pipe 
probably seventy-five years old, very 
delicately molded beautiful lavender 
glass with gold and green berries on 
the vine wound around the stem. 
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No. 11 shows a group of four 
different type candle holders; the one 
with the wire-and-ball balancing con- 
traption is the earliest. Two others, 
above and below the number, are ad- 
justable to hold the candle upright. 
The one at the left originally had 
a tiny blown glass chimney, usually 
frosted and handsomely decorated. 
a I don’t have one of these to 
show. 


No. 12 is a heavy Milk glass or- 
nament decorated with gay colored 
decals and fancy paper strips of 
many hues. 


No. 18 is a bird perched on a 
tinse] and wire underhang suspended 
from the spring grip. Three brightly 
colored bead ornaments at.the base 
add to its deccrativeness. 


No. 14 is a very heavy blue orna- 
ment made of the same material as 
the modern ornaments but much, 
much thicke~ and no donbt an “off- 
spring” of the very early witchballs, 
the first of this tyne used in tree 
decoration. These are usually from 
fifty to one hundred years old, are 
very sturdy, and were rather ex- 
pensive in the early days. We have 
these in various sizes and colors, 
some as smal] as one and one-half 
inches in diameter, and have seen 
them as large as eighteen inches in 
diameter. The larg°r ones were used 
as doorway or _ center-of-the-room 
decoration. They were not used on 
a tree, of course, as they were much 
too heavy for even a very large tree. 


No. 15 is a china basket of fruit, 
done in raised motif, pastel colors. 


No. 16 is a delicate pink rose on a 
spring clasp. 


No. 17 is a bird in rather sad 
shape but gives you an idea of the 
elaborate German workmanship. 
Various richly decorated ornaments, 
such as balloons, airships, umbrellas, 
and sailing vessels were made, and 
we have seen specimens as large as 
eighteen inches long. 


No. 18 is a very luscious looking 
apple. 


No. 19 is a beautiful horn in silver, 
blue and red (it blows), about fifty 
years old, and No. 20 is a matching 
bell with clapper of the same period. 


Nos. 21 and 22 show two different 
forms of fruit baskets. 


No. 23 is another mandolin, this 
one made of fragile glass-like ma- 
terial, and No. 24 is a fish in silver- 


like material. 
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No. 25 is one of the finest bunch 
of grapes we have ever seen, very 
beautiful green color, quite heavy. 
These can be found in all sizes and 
colors and are also made in extremely 
large sizes for room decoration. 


The next photograph shows a 
group of tinsel and bead ornaments, 
the type resorted to when manufac- 
tured types were not available. Nos. 
26 and 27 are made with gay colored 
decals showing scenes (the latter 
being one we made ourselves from 
old tinsel] and an old decal, to show 
the type). 


Nos. 28, 82 and 83 are bead, or 
tinsel and bead, ornaments, obviously 
hand-made, 


No. 29 is a tiny blown glass vase, 
entwined with gold mesh wire and 
tinsel. A little water in it and a tiny 
fresh flower enriches its appearance. 


Nos. 30 and 31 are of World War I 
period made of gilt paper and gold 
tinsel. 


From some of the foregoing you can 
get ideas about making your own-un- 
usual ornaments for decorating the 
tree. Needless to say, popcorn and 
cranberry strings make very gay and 
natural decorations. 


There is very little information 
available on old ornaments. How- 
ever, a Christmas tree is best enjoyed 
when shared with others and we 
hope you have enjoyed sharing ours. 
We might add, that collecting Christ- 
mas tree ornaments is not monetarily 
profitable but profitable only for the 
many rich friendships made and the 
pleasure enjoyed by those who really 
love antiques.

100 Year Old Glass 
Sample Book

A hundred and fifty years ago, 
this year, Napoleon relaxed in his 
pint sized bath tub and decided to 
sell Louisiana to Thomas Jefferson. 
All that Jefferson really wanted was 
the Vieux Carre, so that the woods- 
men from the forests of Ohio could 
more safely float their hog and hom- 
iny rafts down the Mississippi. But 
Napoleon insisted that “the tail goes 
with the hide,” and that Jefferson 
would have to take Independence, 
Mo., and Abilene, Kans., along with 
New Orleans. 

The Mississippi Valley was a nui- 
sance to Napoleon. It interfered with 
his great plans to send “strato-jet 
bombers” to drop atomic bombs on 
Moscow. He was taxing his people 
the equivalent of billions in that day 
to satisfy his ambition to plant his 
favorite violets around the Kremlin 
and make the world safe for Corsi- 
can culture. 

To be a big shot in Napoleon’s day 
one must be a big shot in Europe. 
Why let geographic details like the 
Mississippi Valley stand in the way? 
So, Napoleon’s people are now over 
in Indo-China, scraping the bottom 
of the barrel for overseas connections. 

Now, a hundred and fifty years 
later, those with ambitions to be 
big shots in the world still think they 
must be big shots in Europe—hang 
the details of future industrial geog- 
raphy. 





Geography, is forever playing tricks 
on History, In fact, geography, as 
the stronger of the two, has pretty 
much led history around by the nose. 
The scholars in our great museums 
trace this power of geography far 
back before written history began. 
Our leading collectors are not only 
historians, but expert georravhers as 
well. Some of our collectors like, at 
times, to try projecting the influence 
of geography into possible trends of 
future history. 

One such collector was recently 
dreaming aloud for us as follows: 
“There are as many squint-eyed pros- 
pectors with Geiger counters in Can- 
ada today, looking for uranium, as 
there were squint-eyed prospectors 





with picks and pans, looking for gold, 
in the Rockies a hundred years ago. 
There are rumors and rumbles of a 
great oil find in the Western Prov- 
inces that might conceivably rival 
Texas-Oklahoma. There are rumbles 
and rumors of rich iron ore. There is 
still a great surplus of food. Perhaps 
there will be a new type of ‘Pio- 
neers’ following the explorers and 
prospectors up to ‘Our Lady of the 
Snows.’ Perhaps Canadian broadcasts 
will some day be crooning about a 
Home on the Range, where the moose 
and the caribou roam. Perhaps Henry 
Hudson, 350 years ago, searching for 
the great ‘Northwest Passage,’ act- 
ually found it, and we have not real- 
ized it until this present day of great 
circle navigation bv air. Perhaps some 
points in Canada will be the Bagdads 
and the Venices, on the shortest route 
between the various parts of the 
great world.” 


This collector was frankly dream- 
ing. We accepted it as a dream. But 
as we came half awake we saw facts 
that gave some substance to that 
dream. Canada has a much larger 
land surface than the United States. 
Industry of the world went 3-D long 
before the movies tried it. Much of 
our wealth comes from the third dim- 
ension, down under the surface, and 
does not grow on the surface. 

Part of the year Canada is all open 
to water transportation, with a rolling 
ocean right in the middle of it, begin- 
ning some four hundred miles north 
of Lake Sunerior. Beaver pelts are 
not the only merchandise that may 
sometime reach the markets of the 
world by that route. 


Canada is a great interrupted plane 
sloping down to the greatest ice free 
land mass in the Arctic Circle. That 
is the middle of the greater world. 
The Iron Curtain has forced our mili- 
tary attention to this cross roads of 
the world. If this curtain should ever 
be lifted the peace time traffic 
through this cross roads might grow 
to great volume. 


Politically Canada is safely set for 
industrial development. Long before 
radical socialism began playing tag 
around the world, Canada had estab- 





lished a reputation for, “No extreme 
riches, no extreme poverty.” Even her 
“Liberal” party would be considered 
“middle-of-the-road” any place else. 

Under Canadian law there would 
be no “get rich quick” and no ex- 
ploitation of the natives by either 
military or financial means. But 
there would be no _ expropriation. 
Mark Twain could not define a Can- 
adian “mine” as a “hole in_ the 
ground, and its owner is a liar.” Yes, 
Canada is even politically fit to give 
some substance to our collector’s 
dream. 





When Andrew Jackson invented the 
Spoils System he started a pile of 
trouble for these United States. But 
Old Hickory was a piker. Recent ad- 
ministrations could give him cards 
and spades and take every trick in the 
spoils game. Consider the millions of 
Republican hopefuls, drooling at the 
mouth for months with their noses 
flattened against the outside glass of 
government cafeterias, watching the 
New Dealers inside eating their pie 
a-la-mode. It seems there “aint” no 
way, no more, to “turn the rascals 
out.” 

We have always felt a healthy tol- 
erance for the doughty old Indian 
fighter making a clean sweep of the 
handful of people the government 
then employed. But we can at present 
see no economy making a clean sweep 
of the present pie eaters, and filling 
the cafeterias with a new million 
or so of pie eaters 'who know nothing 
about the technical work to be done. 
As badly as it has been abused, Civil 
Service is still our best bet for effic- 
iency and economy. 

Suppose we set’ our microscope 
down over some tyvical specimens of 
this species Pie-eater, genus homo. 
Intellectually they seem to be well 
developed. for during the long de- 
pression a good deal of ability could 
be bought for government salary. 
There are not quite so many long 
ears, and more prehensile trunks 
than one might expect, for most 
employees were only required to 

“a reasonable facsimile’ of a 
Democrat. Political appendages are 
more rudimentary than one 
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might expect, since a habit de- 
veloped of appointing for qualifica- 
tions and then notifying the proper 
congressman or senator, so he could 
claim credit for the appointment 
whether he liked it or not. The high 
pink coloration observed in so many 
young specimens fifteen years ago 
has generally been outgrown with 
age and experience, so that the more 
sober color of the genus Taxpayer 
generally prevails. 

The top radical political fly boys 
that infested Washington some years 
ago have either had their wings sing- 
ed, or have flown to straight politics, 
or five percent spots. 

Civil Service evolved as a protect- 
ion of experience and technical know- 
ledge against the inroads of the spoils 
system.

Dutch spoon, crowned with the Dutch 
sailing vessel with three masts and 
sails. This vessel is upheld by two 
figures, a~varently cherubim or myth- 
ical creatures of the sea. Two heads, 
also adorn the stem, one below the 
ship ensemble and one near the bowl. 
In the bowl is the bust of a Dutch 
sailor in sweeping broadbrim hat. 
Engraved about the edge of the bowl 
is the name “Fraar Peter, als Piet- 
erbaas” and the date 1697. On the 
back of the bowl is the coat of arms 
of Holland. This spoon has a rat-tail 
bowl. 

From Monterey, California, is the 
Carmel Mission spoon, the bowl con- 
taining the mission, all the features 
of its architecture vividly represented. 
The crown is the statue of the priest 
who is identified below by the name 
“Junipero Serra.” 

A very beautiful spoon speaks of 
the greatest brotherhood of nations 
—the Pan-American Union. This 
spoon commemorates the Pan-Ameri- 
can Exnosition of 1901. The crown 
of the stem. is a huge buffalo spring- 
ing forward. Below this is the up- 
right Indian holding with one hand 
the folds of his robe and in the 
other hand his battle ax. In the bow], 
North and South America are 
uniquely featured— North America 
represented by two goddesses, their 
robes flowing into the shape of the 
continent. The lower of these joins 
hands with the uvper and also with 
a figure below who renresents South 
America as she stands in position. 
Thus is made the union of Americas. 
On the back of the stem is a large 
waterfall which could be Iguassu in 
South America. 


A very unusual spoon is the Flem- 
ish Dancers. This spoon has a huge 
shallow bowl with a scene of the 
countryside. The twisted stem en- 
closes floral design and bagpipe. The 
top of the handle is two dancers— 
a boy and a girl, their bodies poised 
in the sweeping motion of the dance. 
One feels the rhythm as he views 
the lines of this dancing couple. She 
is dressed in long skirt and closely- 
fitted bodice; he, in tight coat knick- 
ers and stockings. The facial mark- 
ings of both are verv distinct. 


The souvenir spoon of Denver is 
an exquisite piece. Its twisted stem 
ends in a crown in the shape of a 
gold nugget. The spoon itself is of 
Colorado silver but is gold washed. 
The bowl contains the “Mt. of the 
Holy Cross.” It was so called be- 
cause of the ravines which make a 
perfect cross on its side. The care- 
ful engraving of the lines clearly 
brings out the cross which the trav- 
eler to Colorado sees outlined in the 
snow on the 14,000 foot peak (the 
highest in the state) and acclaims 
it one of the state’s most beautiful 
spots. 


Three kindred spoons. from the 
European world show intricate mark- 
ings and delicate workmanship. Each 
has twisted stem joined to bowl by 
small angel head with outstretched 
wings. One has another angel head 
of similar posture at the other end 
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of the stem, its wings joining the 
crown which is made up of two keys 
crossed like an “X,” in the upper 
vertex of which is a crown. The next 
has a crown of a rampant lion hold- 
ing a palm branch. Under the fig- 
ure is the word “Fipenze.” The 
third has for its crown an eagle in 
full relief. On his head is a crown. 
He is perched on top of a shield on 
which is a rampant lion. The bowl 
contains a Berlin scene which _in- 
cludes a statue of a rider on horse- 
back, surrounded by lions near the 
base of the statue. Beneath the scene 
“Dinkmal Wilhelm D. G. R.” 


For an echo of ages past—far dis- 
tant ages — there is a spoon of pew- 
ter with slipped-in-the-stalk handle, 
or slip-top as it is also called. It 
has a rounded fig-shaped bowl and a 
flattened stem. Studies reveal that 
this type of spoon was made in Eng- 
land during the sixteenth century or 
the first part of the seventeenth. 
This slip-top, following the seal top 
spoon, was a handle that was difficult 
to hold; but it may be that both 
ends of the snoon were used to ad- 
vantage as these were the days be- 
fore the fork became an implement 
of common table usage. 

For an echo of the literary there 
is Rip Van Winkle. The bowl con- 
tains the words “Catskill Mts.” The 
stem is tonped with the figure of 
poor Rip, rubbing his eyes to aid 
in the ordeal of awakening from. his 
20-year nap. In the other hand he 
holds his gun. His long hair falls 
over his shoulder and his_ beard 
reaches below his waist. Beneath 
him is his faithful dog Wolf, and 
alone the lower stem the name of 
this champion sleeper. 

The Longfellow spoon (or perhaps 
properly identified the Portland, 
Maine spoon) features the Longfel- 
low house in the bow], very delicately 
done. On the handle is the word 
“Portland” above which are the mon- 
ogram H.W.L. and the head of the 
great New England poet. 

Mythology speaks through’ the 
spoon with handle in shane of a drag- 
on. It has gold washed bowl. The 
head of the dragon clasps the bowl 
in its mouth. His legs protrude along 
the stem, and his tail forms the 
crown of the stem. 

Another of this type has the face 
and head making up the bowl. An 
angel head couples bowl and stem 
gether; the stem is twisted and has 
for its knop the crouched lion hold- 
ing with his left front paw a shield. 

England echoes her glorious his- 
tory — past and present — through 
spoons. Here we have her sovereigns. 
The two queens, Mary and Victoria, 
are commemorated in companion 
spoons with plain bowls and with 
stems crowned with figures of the 
respective royal ladies. Another very 
interesting spoon is the one commem- 
orating the coronation of George VI. 
The bowl is fluted; the stem _ short; 
the crown contains the profiles of 
George VI and Queen Elizabeth en- 
circled by their names and the words, 
“crowned 1937.” Above this circular 
part is the English crown. 

The Thistle spoon is about the most 
beautiful. It has a rat-tail bowl, a 
thin twisted stem. At the crown is 
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the thistle--leaves and flower. The 
bloom is a beautiful, clear, topaz, its 
facets as accurately done as those 
of any rare gem. This stone is set 
in a marvelous facsimile of the 
thistle’s globular head. The bowl] of 
this spoon is engraved with “R.M.S. 
Arabic.” (Royal Mail Ship). 

So, on and on the voice of the 
spoon is echoed down the corridors 
of time. 

Hark! Lest I catch not each passing 
sound 

As their voices or echoes around me 
resound! 


HOBBIES 
AT THE NORTH POLE 


Even in the chill of Thule the hob- 
byist can be found. But first where 
and what is Thule. 

Thule is one of the United States’s 
youngest air force bases strategically 
located 900 miles from the North Pole 
looking over the top of the world 
down into Russia, whose industrial 
heart is only 38,000 miles away, a 
mere five hours flight by jet. 

The construction of Thule Air Force 
Base (pronounced Tooley) began as 
the dream of Bernt Balchen, famed 
Arctie flier, and the late Knud Ras- 
mussen, explorer. The two met one 
night in 1927 in New York shortly 
after Lindbergh had flown the At- 
lantic. It was Balchen who sold the 
idea to Air Secretary, Thomas Fin- 
letter. Within six months the first 
civilian workers and Army Trans- 
portation workers and Army Trans- 
portation Corps GI’s landed on the 
dreary Greenland beach. 

Thus began what was to be known 
as Operation Blue Jay, modern en- 
gineer miracle. The goal of Opera- 
tion Blue Jay was to construct a 
full-scale, year-round base for big 
bombers. 

But for those who stayed during 
the whole year Blue Jay became an 
unhumanly cold, windy nightmare of 
four month’s continuous darkness. 
Temperatures of 60 degrees below 
were common and winds blew up 
to 150 m.p.h. Men could work enly 
an hour or two at a time in the dark 
of winter. It was here that hobbies 
and recreation began to play an im- 
portant part. The government set up 
a comprehensive recreation program 
and a hobby shop was established. 

The men who built Thule can take 
justifiable pride in its fantastic prog- 
ress. And the old adage “All work 
and no play . .’ never found a 
place in the frozen north. Minds and 
men worked together: successfully to 
complete Operation Blue Jay trans- 
forming a forbidding Arctic wasteland 
i a snug, well-equipped U.S. Air

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“Medicine 
Was Never 
Like This” 


A recent Associated Press report 
to the Chicago Tribune from New 
York City, carries an interesting 
story of a professional woman who 
has contracted an incurable disease. 
We quote: 


“Dr. Marv MacFayden Netter, spe- 
cialist in women’s diseases has re- 
tired from the practice of medicine 
because she’s in an advanced stage 
of a disease for which no cure has 
ever been found: antiques fever. 


“Dr. Netter has the usual symp- 
toms—a giddy light headedness when 
in proximity to anything made in 
1853 or earlier; absolute disregard 
of money when confronted with an 
item of interesting vintage, shave or 
condition or disrepair; and complete 
inability to talk, think or concen- 
trate on anything except antiques. 
She also has a unique symptom: A 
passion for beat up French tele- 
phones. 


“The patient is by her own de- 
scription “a southern born American 
female; height, 5’7”; ‘weight 170 lbs.; 
complexion, light freckled; hair, light 
brown; eyes, light brown; age, no- 
body’s business. 


“She is married to a doctor, has 
five children ranging from a colleg- 
iate to a Roy Rogers fan, and her 
present occupation is owner of an 
antiques shop, the Gold Dolphin, on 
New York’s Third ave. 


“Prior to World War II, Dr. Netter 
was practicing medicine and raising 
a family. The last thing in the world 
she expected was to wind up, not only 
an antique shop owner, but the origi- 
nator of a profitable vogue for fitting 
ancient French telephones into ex- 
pensive New York city decors. 


“Her promising medical career 
ended the day she and her husband, 
Dr. Frank Netter, moved from a 
seven room apartment into an 18 
room town house. 


“Until then,’ recalls Mrs. Netter, 
‘I didn’t know anything about furni- 
ture. Someone told me the house was 
French. The apartment had been 
furnished in early ignorant, a com- 
bination of clutter and Enclish. I 
put it all in the cellar and started 
to haunt antique shops.’ 


“By the time the 18 room house 
was suitably furnished Mrs. Netter 
knew an ormolu from a wing back 
and was diagnosing furniture ail- 
ments as skilfully as she uSed a steth- 
oscope. Five years ago, the Netters 
purchased a 32 room home in Oyster 
Bay. 

“It was also in the French style 
but bigger, fancier, and of a different 
period. It was obvious everything 
from the 18 room town house ‘would 
have to go. Mrs. Netter settled the 
problem directly and simply. She 
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went into the antiques business— 
with the town house furnishings as 
her basic stock. 

“Today antiques cram several floors 
of the Gold Dolphin building. Mrs. 
Netters has a staff of eight and a 
raft of old fashioned French tele- 
phones. 

The vogue in French phones, 
amazing to anyone who has ever 
been forced to cope with the French 
telephone system, also started acci- 
dentally. 

“<T found an old French phone at- 
tached to the intercom system in 
the Oyster Bay house,’ Mrs. Netter 
said, ‘and brought it into the shop 
to be repaired.’ 

“A customer spotted it on Mrs. 
Netter’s desk and offered a hand- 
some sum for it—it would be just 
right in a period French living reom. 
Soon after, a television furniture 
scout saw it and rented it for a 
dramatic show. 

“In May, Mrs. Netter went on her 
first European buying spree with 
French phones high on her shopping 
list—to supply the demand. She 
brought back a large collection, froin 
early 20th century pieces to more 
modern ones—none with dials. 

“‘The French,’ she reports, think I 
am. crazy. No one saves French tele- 
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phones in France. They get rid of 
them, sometimes ripning them from 
the wall in sheer frustrated fury. 
They didn’t even have them in the 
flea market. I finally found them 
in the thieves’ market—where they 
spread blankets on the ground and 
sell junk like half a roller skate.’ 


“The French phones are selling 
and renting like crazy, which puzzles 
Mrs. Netter because you can’t call 
an outside number on them—no dial 
—and they are really good only for 
incoming calls. 

“At the moment, Mrs. Netter— 
who should be happy with a boom- 
ing business in a field she loves— 
is a tortured soul. She has fallen 
for an enormous Louis XV salon table 
for which she has no room—even 
in the Oyster Bay house. She doesn’t 
want to sell it, so she put an out- 
rageous price on it to discourage 
buyers. But two people are look- 
ing at it, checkbook in hand.

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News of the 
World’s Antique Mart 


And now the story of the months 
ends with December, twelfth and 
last month of the year. The Decem 
or ten designates it as the tenth 
month but like September. October 
and November the name refers to 
the position in the Old Latin Calen- 
dar. December was moved to twelfth 
place by Julius Caesar in his revised 
Julian Calendar but the name has 
remained, by popular demand, un- 
changed through the centuries to 
designate a season,—The Season of 
Christmas. 

The ancient Anglo-Saxons called it 
the Yule month or the month of 
Christmas, meaning holy time or 
feast time and the Yule Log, famed 
in song and story, was the center of 
festivities in this pagan festival of 
merrymaking. Later the month be- 
came the sacred festival of the 
Christian church in memory of the 
birth of Jesus. The Christ Child in 
the Manger with Mary and Joseph 
and the worshiping shepherds and 
wise men is the timeless picture of 
the Christian Christmas,—“Unto us 
a child is born, Unto us a son is 
given.” 

There will always be the skeptic- 
al, the tired, the arguers over Pagan- 
ism, commercialism and religious dts- 
crepancies but time and the gener- 
ations have given Christmas a mean- 
ing, definite and joyous, that trans- 
cends all human frailties, Growing 
out of a pagan world, as Christ 
was born into one, Christmas was 
changed into a holy time of love and 
remembrance. 


It makes little difference now that 
“Christmas” in the dim ages was a 
pagan ceremony, for Christ was 
born in Bethlehem, some two thous- 
and years ago on December 25th, to 
change the world. Perhaps we can 
not prove that he was born on that 
particular day but neither can we 
disprove it so in love and faith and 
remembrance we accept it and keep 
it holy. “Only God could have thought 
of Christmas” and only man can 
keep it safe for the generations to 
come.” P

old Saint who lives in the secret 
place of the North Pole, and has 
never grown tired through the long 
ages of remembering little children 
at Christmas time. We need him, 
too, in the story of Christmas to ad- 
minister to the hearts of these little 
ones.

There are many collections in this 
country and Canada made by Mr.

Many of the finest 
pieces of ancient art in the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art, New York 
City, the Brooklyn Museum and the 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts. The 
Art Institute of Chicago contains a 
splendid group in the Theodore Rob- 
inson Collection. 

On her broadcasts in Chicago dur- 
ing the recent show, Miss Khayat 
gave vivid accounts of her adven- 
tures into past centuries and des- 
criptions of her ancient treasures 
brought to light for a modern world 
to look upon with wonder and a- 
mazement.

The Martians have been planning 
for the Christmas season and have 
many things on display that are 
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perfect for gifts because they are 
“different” and would be difficult to 
duplicate. “A Collector’s Item” is a 
magic phrase that lifts the gift into 
a very special class. The treasure 
achieves an aura of timelessness 
which belongs to the things worthy 
to be called collector’s items and are 
a high compliment to the person 
whom the donor feels has the fine 
taste to appreciate an “antique.” 


In the shop of William Taft is a 
splendid collection of Nailsea flasks 
—that old English glass that is 
famed for its two colored swirl pat- 
terned surface. There is also a rare 
bellows bottle in deep amber glass 
and a blown, clear glass decanter 
with paper weight bottom which 
imprisons a flower medallion in soft 
colors. 


Bea Lilley, who features French 
antiques, has just put on display 
her large French wal] clock made 
entirely of brass. The exact date of 
its making is not known but it is 
estimated to be between 250 and 300 
years old. The clock is a calendar as 
well as a timepiece. The face is 
made of fine white porcelain with 
cobalt blue numerals and lettering. 
The pendulum is huge and forms 
about three-fourths of the bulk of 
the quaint clock. The entire brass 
frame and case are done in intricate 
designs which appear to be symbolic, 
and include musical instruments, 
anchors, cupids, fruit, flowers and 
leaves. Long, looped strands of 
daisies festoon the pendulum. The 
clock is set and regulated by enor- 
mous weights hanging from chains 
on either side. 


Ann Ward’s teapots are still re- 
ceiving much admiration from ex- 
perienced collectors. The pots of 
Capo-di-Monte, pink Luster, silver 
Luster and those made of very early 
English china are most commented 
upon. The most admired and coveted 
of all the teapots in the group is 
the very rare pot of Mettlach trim- 
med with platinum by Villeroy and 
Boch. Another item of special inter- 
est included in this collection is a 
pair of old iron Dresden brandy 
warmers having the small alcohol 
lamps of Dresden in the recessed 
part beneath the brandy containers. 
The handles and trim are of hand 
wrought bronze. 


Rose Weber, formerly of the second 
floor of the Mart, has recently open- 
ed her spacious new shop on the 
first floor. As a special attraction for 
the opening weeks she has put on 
display a magnificent collection of 
dated paperweights. The collection 
includes the difficult to find animal 
silhouette, millefiori and such famous 
names in old French glass making 
as Clichy and Baccarat. 


Pat Le Bourgeois has recently ob- 
tained a pair of Belter chairs, repre- 
sentative of the finest work of the 
famous, John H, Belter, of New 
York. The chairs were made in the 
early eighteen hundreds in true ro- 


coco style of solid rosewood, a favorite 
medium of that furniture artist. The 
backs, seat edges and legs are all 
of elaborate lace like carving which 
was made possible for Belter by his 
own process of laminating wood so 
that he could shape and carve it into 
detailed designs of unbelievable 
beauty. The chairs retain their orig- 
inal rich brocade upholstery.

Edition, by Evelyn Curro. Viking Press, 
New York, 1953. $1.75 (Paper bound).

VAUDEVILLE: FROM THE HONKY 
TONKS TO THE PALACE, by Joe 
Laurie, Jr. Henry Holt & Co., New 


York, 1953. 561 pp. $5. 


The veteran vaudeville and radio 
comedian, Joe Laurie, Jr., has long 
been conceded to be the foremost 
authority on the history and person- 
alities of vaudeville, that fascinating 
form of entertainment which flour- 
ished for two generations but is now 
virtually dead. In this book, on which 
he has been working for years, 
Laurie has done what no doubt will 
rank as the one authoritative history 
of “vaude.” 

The book is ingeniously arranged, 
mostly in the form of letters to 
Laurie from an imaginary old-time 
vaudeville actor, “Lefty,” who isn’t 
strong on spelling and grammar, but 
has an unfailing memory for the 
colorful aspects of a bygone form 
of entertainment. (Incidentally, the 
one weakness of the book lies in the 
fact that “Lefty” misspells the names 
of a great many living and dead show 
business personalities.) Every pos- 
sible type of performer is here — ac- 
robats, singers, comedians, freak acts 
and ali the rest. Laurie, in his own 
person, also has chapters on famous 
vaudeville circuit operators and thea- 
ter managers and there is a separate 
section giving representative speci- 
mens of old-time “routines.” 


It’s hard to see how the story of 
vaudeville can ever be told with more 
authority or more entertainingly than 
it is here. The book is a big five 
dollars worth. And one of the nicest 
things about it is the way it con- 
stantly reveals between the lines what 
a nice fellow Joe Laurie himself is.

“BRING ON THE GIRLS” 

Some observers divide American 
book readers into two classes, those 
who are P. G. Wodehouse addicts 
and those who aren’t. All true be- 
lievers will give you a painted look 
and a stout argument if you con- 
tend that any other living humorist 
can touch the Old Master at his best 
and he usually is in top form. 

Although most literate citizens 
know Wodehouse has written dozens 
of delightfully funny short stories 
and novels, it is not so generally 
well known that he has also fash- 
ioned the graceful and amusing lyrics 
for songs in many successful musical 
comedies. (Some, of course, were 
not so successful.) In a large num- 
ber of his theatrical ventures he has 
collaborated with Guy Bolton, a 
prolific author who has turned out 
the books of almost as many pro- 
ductions as Wodehouse has written 
novels. Now Wodehouse and Bolton 
are again working in double harness 
to tell the story of their show busi- 
ness partnership. 

And they have done a uniformly 
diverting job. “Bring On the Girls” 
is written in a light and entertain- 
ing style that makes it as good read- 
ing as one of Wodehouse’s sagas 
about “Jeeves.” It is full of deli- 
cious descriptions of such bygone 
theatrical personalities as Florenz 
Ziegfeld and Col. Henry W. Savage. 
Record collectors will find much to 
interest them in mentions of per- 
formers who were known for their 
“platters” as well as their stage per- 
formances. Additional interest is 
gained from the fact that many songs 
for which the prolific pair were re- 
sponsible in cooperation with Jerome 
Kern, George Gershwin and other 
noted composers were good sellers 
on records. 

“Bring On the Girls” begins 
around 1916 when Wodehouse and 
Bolton first met. It ends with the 
stock market crash of 1929 when they 
went to Hollywood to write for the 
talkies. Life has had many unex- 
pected developments for both in the 
past quarter of a century, including 
a stay in a German prison camp for 
Wodehouse. Let’s hope there will be 
another volume. Jim Walsh 


Spinning Wheels 

Probably the only man who can 
operate a spinning wheel in the coun- 
try is Chester R. Crane, of Toledo, 
Ohio, owner of one of the largest 
private collections of wheels in the 
world. He has 38 of them, all differ- 
ent, and as far as he knows the only 
larger collection is in the Ford Mu- 
seum. 

At a country fair Crane, a travel- 
ing furniture dealer, onc? gave an 
impromptu exhibition of his skill, 
when the master of ceremonies lamen- 
ted the fact that there were no wom- 
en available who could operate a spin- 
ning wheel on exhibit. Crane sat 
down and was soon spinning fine 
white yarn onto the spool. 

Crane has found most of his ‘wheels 
during his travels, and turns parts

and restores wheels to their origina! 
state in his home workshop in Toledo. 
All of his wheels will spin yarn and 
thread. 

Although European spinning wheel 
makers were craftsmen of high order 
two centuries ago and later, American 
backwoodsmen developed a few ef- 
ficiency models of their own. One of 
these is the chair wheel, which is 
unique. H. S. Ablewhite, curator of 
fine arts at the Ford Museum has 
identified Crane’s model as typical. 
Country peddlars carried spare parts 
in pioneer days, Ablewhite said. 

_Ingenious Americans made a spin- 
ning wheel from the frame of an old 
ladder-back chair. They also made a 
‘two-wheeler to speed up production. 

Crane said that, while all the 
wheels are basically the same in prin- 
ciple, each maker had his own design. 
One very small Dutch wheel in his 
collection spins the finest of linen 
thread. 

Although very little information 
on spinning wheels and their makers 
is available in libraries, Crane is 
gathering material for a book on the 
subject.

Money of Yesteryear 


Money, the universal medium of ex- 
change is invaluable when it behaves 
itself and maintains a reasonable 
steady valuation, but when the ugly 
head of uncontrolled inflation is visi- 
ble, money can become a curse and 
cause untold hardships. Savings, and 
Investments are lost, valuables can 
become confiscated, governments are 
forced to take drastic actions to save 
both themselves and their people. 
Frequently revolutions are the out- 
come. It is the wholesale bankruptcy 
of a government and its people. Then 
after it is over, the populace’s dis- 
trust for credit currency is so great, 
desire for hard cash so urgent, and 
of course the latter is never available 
at such a time, that rehabilitation is 
extremely difficult. This is what hap- 
pened to Germany after World War 


We frequently wonder why the 
world cannot get along without 
money, just eliminate it, but that is 
impossible for our Civilization is 
based on trade, and trade must have 
a medium of exchange, That medium 
is money. Money has undergone a 
gradual change, however, over. the 
centuries. There was a time when 
a gold, silver or copper piece was 
worth just what it originally was in- 
tended to be worth, gradually the 
use of paper money - either a promise 
to pay or a paper representation of 
coin - came into existence - and 
then, we soon find that the paper 
money has become the predominant 
“money” of the world. Now, gold is 
no longer freely available to the pop- 
ulace, but government controlled. 
Silver and copper pieces are merely

tokens—might just as well be struck 
in the basest of metals for without 
the government’s backing, their metal 
content is only a fraction of their 
true value. With all the change, 
GOLD is still, and always has been 
the only basic ‘sound metal for money 
the world has ever known. Even 
though we still are theoretically 
“off” the gold standard, our wealth 
and soundness is dictated by the 
hoards at Fort Knox and other de- 
positories. Take these away and just 
see what the world thinks of our 
dollar. 

I do not think we will ever see 
gold coins coined again as we used 
to know them and really, they are 
thoroughly unnecessary. We have 
the gold and it backs our economy 
and that is all that is necessary. 
If we do not have the gold, today’s 
trend is to have a CONTROLLED 
economy, in other words artificially 
hold a valuation to our dollar, 
whether it be backed or not, the law 
would make it so, and that’s it. 
Certainly there are plenty of flaws 
to the system, but in times of emerg- 
ency ... it is essential. And I think 
it is the nearest thing to NOT hav-

ing money. What we do have then, 
is a law stating that we should pay 
so many pieces of paper for such and 
such an article, and a government 
guarantee that everyone else will ac- 
cept such paper on a controlled basis, 
for another article. Good as long as 
there’s confidence in government, 
but when this goes—good bye. 

That is what partially happened to 
Germany in the early Twenties, Be- 
fore 1914 the U.S. dollar would buy 
4.20 German marks. When the War 
ended with defeat for Germany the

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dollar would buy forty-two German 
marks, ten times the original amount. 
As the cost of war, hard years of the 
early Twenties had their toll we find 
the dollar buying, in 1922, 7350 
marks. In January, 1923, one month 
later 49,000 marks, by July, 1923, 
one million marks. Then the mark 
really began to slide. August saw 
them at ten million marks, September 
at one hundred and sixty million 
marks; October 1, two hundred and 
forty-two million marks. November 
first, one hundred and thirty billion 
marks. And by the end of November 
the peak four and two tenths trillion 
marks! At the peak of the drop, 
paper money could not be printed as 
fast as it went down in value, people 
came out of stores and banks with 
wheelbarrow loads of paper money. 
In September one could go in a bank 
whose posted capitalization was ten 
million marks, and with one U.S. 
dollar, come out with well over ten 
times the bank’s capitalization! Dur- 
ing the summer of 1923 a pound of 
butter cost 150,000 marks, a pound of 
meat 90,000 marks, a pound of sugar 
12,000 marks, a loaf of bread 5,000 
marks. Think of it. One could have 
sold one’s home in 1922 for what 
could have been considered a record 
price equivalent to a $5,000 home one 
would have received around three 
million marks. A year later one 
could have bought forty pounds of 
butter with that amount, and in Nov- 
ember, 1923, one could not even have 
bought one egg! 


Uncountable varieties of both 
paper money and coins were issued 
during these German _ inflationary 
years. The German government con- 
scientiously endeavored to print 
paper money in large enough quan- 
tities to keep the economy in opera- 
tion. After the end of the war the 
seldom seen thousand mark note soon 
was being used for every day trans- 
actions and new notes for ten thou- 
sand marks were printed, then one 
hundred thousand mark notes and on 
up into the fabulous trillions, As 
the mark went down faster and 
faster, the paper notes became small- 
er, cheaper and less_ attractive. 
Surcharging was resorted to when 
the mark went down so fast that 
denominations of notes freshly 
printed were already too small for 
use. Thirty-three printing plants 
and a dozen paper mills were doing 
a land office business turning out 
the huge quantities of money and by 
the end it is estimated that 525 quad- 
rillion marks had been issued. Most 
likely these plants never got paid 
for their work other than in the 
worthless money. 


Farmers were the luckiest, for 
when they found the mark was drop- 
ping so fast they simply held on to 
their produce. This caused a good 
deal of vandalism and robberies on 
the part of the city people. The 
Germans clamored for foreign money 
and foreigners bought for a song a 
great many German valuables. It 
used to be said that you could live 
like a millionaire for a couple of U.S. 
dollars per day.

With a Tercentenary of New York 
commemorative half dollar soon to 
be issued, it is interesting to study 
two medals which celebrated the 
three hundredth anniversary of still 
two other events in the history of 
New York. On February 2, 1653 
Peter Stuyvesant gave “Nieuw Am- 
sterdam” a municipal government for 
the first time. Its government had 
hitherto been co-ordinated with that 
of the province of New Netherlands 
under the administration of the 
director-general, Peter Stuyvesant, 
and the provincial council. Now city 
affairs were to be administered by a 
schout (prosecutor or sheriff), two 
burgomasters and five  schepens 
(analagous to English aldermen), a 
system adopted from city government 
in Holland. The Tercentenary half- 
dollar of 1953 celebrates this step 
toward municipal government. 


The handsome Paul Manship medal 
here illustrated is for the Tercente- 
nary of another date in New York 
history. In October, 1614, the States 
General of Holland issued a special 
license to trade for a limited time 
to a company of merchants of Am-

In the charter appeared the 
name “New Netherland,” the land 
newly discovered by Hendrick Hud- 
son between New France and Vir- 
ginia. 

This medal is also interesting be- 
cause it marks what was a new de- 
parture in American medallic art. In 
the late nineteenth century American 
medalists such as Augustus St. Gau- 
dens treated bas-relief in a painter- 
like, impressionistic manner. The 
French medalists by whom St. Gau- 
dens was influenced ysed_ misty, 
photographic effects since their every 
casual touch on the clay was magic- 
ally reproduced in the bronze by the 
newly-invented reducing-machine. Re- 
spect for the metal was reintroduced 
by Manship who carved the model of 
this medal from a smooth slab of 
plaster-of-paris, rather than model- 
ing it in the soft clay. 

This medal also demonstrates the 
turning back from Renaissance in- 
fluence to a more archaic period by 
American sculptors, with the use of 
a few flat planes with no depth or 
perspective suggested, and _ direct 
carving on stone or wood employed. 
The trend to more primitive art and 
direct carving in hard substances has 
gone further than Manship ever an- 
ticipated. His return, however to the 
simplification and decorative quality 
of archaic art has had on the whole a 
healthy influence, away from the 
over-facility, prettiness and sentimen- 
tality of late nineteenth century 
French art, toward forceful styliza- 
tion and good decorative quality. 

Manship’s medal, depicting the 
Dutchman, the Indian, the ship, and 
the beaver of New York’s seal on 
the one face and the symbolic figure 
of the city on the other face, was 
the eleventh medal issued by the 
Circle of Friends of the Medallion, 
a group of lovers of the medal since 
dissolved, a fore-runner of the Soci- 
ety of Medalists which today offers 
special medals to its members. 

This medal would be hard to find 
today. The American Numismatic 
Society of Broadway between 155th 
and 156th Streets, New York, still 
has a few bronze and silver speci- 
mens left of the second New York 
Tercentenary medal illustrated here. 
This fine and sincere work celebrates 
the three hundredth anniversary of 
the arrival of Peter Minuit in New 
Netherland and the first settlement 
of Manhattan Island at its southern 
extremity. Director-General Minuit 
bought Manhattan Island in 1626 for 
twenty-four dollars and with the 
colonists and servants of the West 
India Company laid the foundations 
of New Amsterdam. 


Hermon MacNeil here carries out 
the Renaissance tradition, with its 
warmth, strength and meaning. He 
shows Minuit at the_ water front 
coming to agreement with the In- 
dians, and a Dutch ship in the back- 
ground. The other face of the medal 
shows the symbolic figures of Pros- 
perity and Progress marching for- 
ward in the New World, the river 
and the tall buildings of the city in 
the background. The detail is not 
excessive and atmosphere is suggest- 
ed without loss of strength. Sure 
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knowledge of medallic art makes this 
a telling, beautiful medal. 

MacNeil and Manship, National 
Academicians, are sculptors of which 
Americans can indeed be proud. New 
Yorkers do well to celebrate again 
the history of a city which has al- 
ready inspired two such fine works 
of art.

while really worthless, were fre- 
quently hoarded as rumor, though 
perfectly unfounded, persisted that 
some day the German Government 
would turn the clocks back and re- 
deem all German paper money dated 
prior to 1914, this of course never 
occurred. Million mark bills were 
used by movie houses as handbills! 
They were used for wallpaper, and 
factories bought them up by the ton, 
at face value for making paper pulp. 


This German paper money makes a 
very interesting collection. There are 
hundreds of varieties and nearly all 
can be purchased for very little 
money. Even though the vast ma- 
jority of the notes were destroyed, 
there are still plenty for all. In 
addition to the regular government 
issues principalities, towns and cities 
issued ‘hundreds of varieties of 
“notgeld” those interesting satirical 
bills, critical of the hard times. 


Coins of the period were not as pro- 
lific, and while not rare do not rep- 
resent the terrific inflation the paper 
money did. The highest denomination 
in coins was one billion marks, and 
these are quite scarce, the earlier is- 
sues were struck on bronze aluminum 
tombac, porcelain and even iron coins 
that were porcelainized, For the most 
part they were issued by private 
sources, states and cities. West- 
phalia, has the largest variety, with 
over twenty ranging from fifty 
pfennig to the one billion mark 
piece. They were coined from 1921 
to 1928. 


While the German inflationary 
period is of outstanding significance 
in the post World War I period, 
many other nations suffered a_ like 
misery. Austrian Kronen inflated 
until one could exchange 10,000 kron- 
en for the new Austrian schilling, 
(then worth 14c). Each kroner had 
been worth 18c before 1918. The 
Russian ruble formerly worth 50c 
went out of sight and while we do not 
hear of the “billions” we did from 
Germany it was only because the 
Russians discontinued the money be- 
fore it went that far. The British 
pound went from $4.87 to as low as 
$2.75, but succeeded in going up 
again to be established finally around 
$4.50. This lasted until the depres- 
sion. The French franc, while never 
disappearing altogether might just 
as well have. Starting out at 20c in 
1914, it has steadily declined until 
it is at around four francs to one 
U.S. cent today, four hundred to the 
dollar. And the doHar? With our 
stupendous national debt, our huge 
gold reserve, our wonderful iygdustry, 
and our own touch of inflation— 
it still is one of the BEST monies 
in the world. I hope we keep it so. 
There’s only one thing better — gold, 
and you won’t ever have that again 
excepting in your coin collection.

tions delegation at the Korean arm- 
istice talks. 

President Eisenhower and Joy play- 
ed golf in the afternoon. They were 
joined by Captain C. A. Buchanan, 
commandant of midshipmen, and Cap- 
tain Michael F. Flaherty, head of the 
Academy’s seamanship and naviga- 
tion department. They played at the 
naval academy course. 

The President got a rousing ova- 
tion and then told the men that for 
a long time he had been associating 
“with what is called the ‘service 
brats.’” 

In armed forces jargon, he explain- 
ed the “brats” are the sons and 
daughters of men who spend their 
lives in the service of their country. 

“IT have yet, in all these years,” 
said the former five-star General, “‘to 
have one of these children refer to 
his father’s- career in terms of dis- 
paragement. 

“IT have never heard one of them, 
say: ‘Oh, my father was just a Cap- 
tein in the Navy. or a Colonel in the 
Marines, or in the other services.’ 

“He has just pushed out his chest 
and he has said it proudly — far more 
proudly, it has struck me, than 
has the man who has said my father 
was a merchant, a very honorable, 
a very necessary calling in our coun- 
try. 

“But there is somethins special 
about dedicating your lives to the 
United States of America — some- 
thing that lives with you and what 
is more important, in my opinion, 
with your children, as long as they 
shall live.” 


President Eisenhower and _ Bob 
Hope matched shots on the golf 
course. The chief executive and the 
comedian played together early in 
May, 1953, at the Burning Tree Club 
in nearby Maryland. There was no 
word on their scores! 

The foursome wzs rounded out by 
Governor Dan Thornton of Colorado 
and Senator Bush of Connecticut. 


Bob Hope tells of his, greeting to 
the President at the first tee: 

“It’s nice to have a Republican 
playing with the green for a change!” 

And Bob reports that when he 
drove three balls into the woods, he 
sighed: 

“T never thought I’d get buck fev- 
er the first time I played golf with 
a President.” 


President Eisenhower flubbed a 
practice golf shot, remarked wryly 
“Oh, boy, there’s a typical Eisen- 
hower,” then recouped to score a 
“birdie three” on the first hole at 
Cherry Hills Country Club, near 


Denver, in Ausust, 19538, while en- 
joying his first long vacation since 
entering the White House. 

Eisenhower slammed his first drive 
250 yards down the middle of the 
fairway and remarked with a broad 
grin to a crowd of club members, re- 
porters and photographers who were 
watching: 

“‘I‘hat was shorter than some of the 
others I’ve had out here, but I think 
T’ll rest on it.” 

This time Eisenhower was playing 
with Governor Dan Thornton of Colo- 
rado, Palmer Hoyt, publisher of the 
Denver Post, L. M. Pexton, head of 
the Denver stockyards and James L. 
Murphy, San Francisco business man 
who heads the Citizens-for-Eisenhow- 
er Congressional Election Committee. 


A five-minute surprise visit from 
President Eisenhower on Sunday 
August 16th, 1953 brought happiness 
to the home of a shy, wan 6-year-old 
boy dying of cancer—as much hap- 
piness as you could expect in the 
shadow of death. 

“The President came and shook my 
hand,” happily related Paul Henry 
Haley. The boy could hardly wait for 
the next day — even though it would 
bring death closer. 

“I’m going out and buy a picture 
of the President.” he said “Then I’m 
going to put it on the wall. I got pic- 
tures of Roy Rogers and Hopalong 
Cassidy, too!” 

President Eisenhower, vacationing 
in Denver during August, 1953, had 
picked up the Denver Rocky Mountain 
News before going to church. On the 
very front page was a picture of 
Paul, dressed in cowboy tovs, a big 
smile on his face, with his arm around 
his mother, Mrs. Jean Haley. 

The caption had stated that Paul 
was dying of incurable cancer and 
that his biggest wish was to see the 
President. 

So President Eisenhower and his 
Secret Service Agents made an auto- 
mobile trip of nearly twenty-five 
miles after church to visit Paul in the 
small home of his parents. The little 
boy was playing ball in the backyard 
when the President and the agents 
drove up. 

After shaking Paul’s hand, the 
President asked the lad if he would 
like to see the air-conditioner in the 
Presidential car. 

“He said to go in the auto,” Paul 
related afterwards. “It was nice and 
cool there. There was something to 
put your feet on and there was a 
little chair. I think it was for a 
baby.” 

Not only the President impressed 
Paul. 

“He had a whole lot of other men 
with him” the boy remembered. 
“They all had fine suits on and they 
looked good.” 

Mrs. Haley, emotionally upset over 
Paul’s illness, was visiting a neighbor 
and did not see the President. Keenly 
disappointed at missing the President, 
Mrs. Haley told the press: 

“There are not quite enough ad- 
jectives to describe how ~rateful we 
are for his wonderful: visit.” 

The story in the paper was in the 
form. of a letter to the President by 
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reporter David Stolberg, which said 
in part: 

“IT am writing this story to you, 
Mr. President, for a young felloy 
who hasn’t learned to 'write. He never 
will. 

“I’m writing this for him because. 
more than anyone I’ve ever met, h« 
likes Ike. He knows you’re a great 
man and rates you over his TV 
cowboy heroes ... which from 6-year 
old Paul Henry Haley is quite an 
honor. 

“Ye wants to see you. Ike, ana 
although he doesn’t know it, that is 
his dying wish. 

“His bright blue eyes, his golden 
hair, his shy grin, his spirit will be- 
come only memories any day now. 
He may live as long as two months, 
at most eighteen doctors say.” 


On the walls of President Eisen- 
hower’s office, the famous oval office 
of the White House, hang seven pic- 
tures, five oil paintings and two 
photographs. 

This gives a clue to the President’s 
sense of decoration. It is hardly 
surprising since Eisenhower himself 
is an artist, and one of the five oils 
is by his own hand, a scene in the 
mountains of Colorado, painted in 
1950. 

The photographs are likewise of 
special note. . . one of President Lin- 
= the other of General Robert EF. 

ee. 

These two pictures hane side by 
side, and were selected by President 
Eisenhower personally from gifts he 
has received. Senator Everett M. Dirk- 
sen of Illinois, presented the rare 
Lincoln photegraph. No one on his 
staff has yet found out where Mr. 
Eisenhower obtained the Lee picture. 

Of the oil paintings other than the 
President’s own, two are scenes, and 
two are of birds, by no less a far:ous 
American than John James Audubon. 
These were presented to former Presi- 
dent Truman by an Australian, E.J.L. 
Hallstrom, and Mr. Truman left them 
in the White House. 

An original Atidubon is rare indeed. 
likewise, is it rare for paintings of 
birds ... an “Orchard Oriole” and 
an “Arctic Three-Toed Woodpecker” 
. . . to be found on the walls of the 
most important office of the land. 


President Eisenhower walked to 
church Sunday, August 16th, and had 
a cheery “good morning” for folks 
who greeted him along the way. 

The Chief Executive strode two 
and a half blocks from the home of 
Mrs. Eisenhower’s mother, Mrs. John 
S. Doud, to services at the Corona 
Presbyterian Church. 

Along the route neighbors of Mrs. 
Doud and folks also on the way to 
church called, 

“Good morning, Mr. President,” 
and “Hi, Ike,” as the President pro- 
gressed along. He responded to the 
greetings with waves of his hand 
and with cheery “Good Mornings.” 

Near the church, he spotted a 
group of reporters, broke into a smile 
and said in high good humor: 

“You know, boys, after a while 
there isn’t going to be any news in 
this!’

Question: 

T am primarily a stamp ccllector 
but have added autographs to my 
stamps as extra interest.

I would like to get a set: of 
covers autographed by vresidents. and 
am interested in purchasing covers 
signed by Franklin Roosevelt, Calvin 
Coolidge, -and Warren Harding. It 
is probable that there are no such 
items available but I would like to 
know what a fair price would be for 
these autographs (excluding the ~hil- 
atelic value) in case some can be 
located: —R.C., Iowa. 


Answer: 

I have never seen any first day 
covers signed by Harding or Coolidge. 
It seems likely that Coolidge would 
have signed a few, and, if so, their 
value would run around $10 to $20. 
F.D.R. signed enormous numbers of 
first day covers as the hobby of col- 
lecting such items was in its hey- 
day during his administrations, but 
these items are eagerly sought after, 
and consequently the price is very 
considerable—sround $15 to $30, de- 
pending on how attractive the cover 
is. 


Question: 

Your recent articles in HOBBIES 
have been most enlightening and in- 
teresting. I like the common sense 
with which you approach the entire 
theory of collecting, both as a hobby 
and a profession. have been 
collecting books (Americana) and 
autographs for the past ten years.

Answer: 

I wish I could tell you, in a few 
brief, well-chosen words, exactly how 
letters with good contents can be 
evaluated. It depends, really, on the 
collecting trend at. the moment, and 
it might almost be said that the value 
of a letter varies from year to year. 

Letters of Moncure Conway and 
Genl. Heister are, ordinarily, of very 
little value, and do not appeal to col- 
lectors. However, 'with fine contents, 
the story is quite different. Your let- 
ter of Conway has very good contents, 
and a dealer would probably pay you 
$7.50 for it, and sell it for around 
$15.00 to $17.50. Lincoln material is 
going very well these days, and is 
considered very desirable. The Heis- 
ter letter is excellent in content, and 
where an ordinary and uninteresting 
letter of Heister might be worth 
only a dollar or two, I should say that 
a dealer would pay you $12.50 to 
$15:00 for this specimen, and sell 
it for around $25.00 to $35.00. 

You are very wise, in your collect- 
ing, to gather letters with fine con- 
tents. Good letters generally hold 
their value, and often increase in 
value. Poor specimens, letters with 
uninteresting contents, tend to fluc- 
tuate much more in value. Contents— 
contents — contents —there is the 
whole heart and soul of autograph 
collecting! 


Question: 
Please advise me as to whether 
there is a publication devoted to auto- 
raph collecting, and also if the col- 
lectors have their own club. 
Having but one important signa- 
ture in my collection (that of James 
Buchanan) I would like to corre- 









spond with other modest collectors 
such as myself.

I am sorry indeed that I must tell 
you that your autographs do not 
possess much value, other than sen- 
timental. With verv few exceptions, 
the autographs of our contemporaries 
do mot command good prices, and 
particularly this is true of educators. 
Possibly some day collectors will 
change their opinions, and the auto- 
graphs of such outstanding leaders 
as Charles W. Eliot will be valued 
at their true worth. Right now, how- 
ever, one may get an _ interesting 
letter of Eliot for as little as 50c. 
Documents referring to royalty are 
also very low priced on the present 
autograph market, though 50 vear's 
ago they fetched good sums. 


Question: 

I would like to know the approxi- 
mate value of “Wm. H. Seward” on 
a piece of paper, 2” x 3”—no other 
writing. This is the Seward that 
bought Alaska. —L.D. Alaska 


Answer: 

I am sorry that I must disanvoint 
you on the value of Seward’s signa- 
ture. He signed many thousands of 
Signatures and routine documents, 
and these are commonly offered by 
dealers for 50c to $1 each. Any ma- 
terial relating to the early gold rush 
in Alaska, however, has value—re- 
gardless of who signed or wrote it. 


Question: 

I am writing for your opinion of 
a letter I have. Not knowing its 
value, I have been undecided as to 
what to do with it- [The letter, de- 
scribed in detail by my inquirer, is 
a recommendation for a surgeon, 
written by Gov.

Without exception, the autographs 
which you are seeking are very 
scarce, seldom appearing on the auto- 
graph market. 

Most readily obtainable is that- of 
Gov. Thomas Dudley. For a docu- 
ment signed by Gov. Dudley you 
must expect to pay around $15 to 
$25, and for a full Autograph Letter 
Signed, about $75. Full letters of 
any of the early Colonial governors 
are rare and usually very costly. 
The exact value of each specimen 
devends upon the condition and con- 
tents, and the price might be con- 
siderably less if the condition is 
poor, or the contents of no real in- 
terest. 

Gov. Joseph Dudley, Thomas’s son, 
is the only one of the early Dudleys 
whose autograph can be secured with- 
cut difficulty. Documents signed by 
Joseph Dudley sell, as a rule for 
about $5-$15 each, depending on con- 
tents and condition . - . As for the 
Rev. Samuel Dudley and Dudley 
Leavitt, their autographs will prob- 
ably not be very expensive—say $5 
to $10 each in either document or 
letter form—but your chance of ob- 
taining either is somewhat remote, 
as their autographs are excessively 
rare.. . . Despite the rarity of Dud- 
ey Leavitt’s autograph, it would 
probably be reasonably priced if you 
Gid find one, since Leavitt’s autograph 
is not in much demand.

Answer: 

I am afraid I must disappoint you 
a little so far as the monetary value 
of this album is concerned. The 
truth is that autograph collectors of 
today have little interest in signa- 
tures. What they want are fine let- 
ters and documents with interesting 
contents. An interesting letter writ- 
ten by Fillmore, Jeff Davis, Winfield 
Scott, Henry Clay, or Harriet Beecher 
Stowe would be worth more than a 
whole pile of their signatures. 

You see, back in the 1850’s and 
subsequently, many people carried 
around albums like the one you have, 
gathering signatures from celebrities, 
and consequently ‘such albums are to- 
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day rather common, for no one eve: 
destroyed them. Your album would 
be worth around $7.50. 


Question: 

I wish some information about a 
letter written by Andrew Johnsor. 
when he was Military Governor of 
Tennessee in 1861 during the Civii 
War... The contents of the letter 
are about Gov. Johnson writing the 
officers of Camps Chase, Douglas, 
and Morton, asking them to let my 
Great-grandfather visit some Con- 
ederate P.O-W.’s there. The letter is 
in very good condition, written in ink; 
time has torn it down the crease 
where it was folded these 92 years. 
It is signed in full. Could you, by 
this descrintion, tell me its value? 
Also could you tell me how to pre- 
serve it? I will appreciate this in- 
formation very much. —QJ.L. 


Answer: 

Usually, presidential letters with 
routine contents have small value, 
but Andrew Johnson’s letters are 
scarce, because he didn’t learn to 
write until he was a grown man, and 
even then, he never wrote any more 
letters than he had to. 

The value of your letter is around 
$25 to $385 ... The best wav to pre- 
serve it is t> buy a cellulose acetate 
envelope at a stationery store, and 
put the letter in the envelope. Do 
not frame the letter; do not let the 
sunlight hit it (for it will fade) and 
above all, do not mend it. Just put 
it in an acetate envelope, so that it 
can be looked at and handled with- 
cut further damage to the folds. 


Question : . 

I have in my possession an old 
Land Warrant, the form of which is 
printed on parchment and filled in 
with pen and ink. It has J.Q. Adams’ 
signature in ink. The size is 15% 
x 9%” ... issued March 10, 1825. 

Is it of any value? 


Answer: 

Literally, John Quincy Adams 
sisned many thousands of land grants, 
nearly all of which have been pre- 
served assiduously by the descend- 
ants of the original owners, with the 
result that a land grant bearing the 
signature of J. Q. Adams (or Madison 
or Monroe) is worth only a couple 
of dollars. 

Of much more value would be de- 
scriptive letters written by the re- 
cipient of the land grant, for collect- 
ors are far more interested in letters 
with strong contents written by un- 
knowns than in routine documents 
signed by famous men.

The Poets of the Hermits 


(The Hermit or Theodore was_ the 
brainchild of William Smith D. D. Theo- 
dore, we believe, is Greek for one who 
loves God. The Hermit was the name of 
Smith’s religious essay in his “The 
American Magazine or Monthly Chron- 
icle for the British Colonies.’’ There 
were other essays and articles but in 
this article we will only write of Smith 
and the poetry selected for his maga- 
zine. There were eight numbers of this 
periodical issued, the first of which is 
dated Oct., 1757, and the last Oct., 1758. 
The eight essays which we have used in 
our title were reprinted in Horace 
Weymss Smith’s edition of the works 
of William Smith and a copy of the 
American Magazine for Oct., 1757 in the 
(Library of Congress bears the pencil 
notation ‘‘Wm. Smith., provost.”” He was 
a Tory, an anti-Quaker and a lover of 
good literature). 


William Smith, D.D., was born at 
Aberdeen, Scotland, in 1727 or 1728. 
He graduated at the College of Aber- 
deen in 1747. He emigrated to Am- 
erica and was for two years tutor to 
the family of Governor Martin at 
his estate on Long Island. Smith was

ordained in the Church of -England at 
London, Dec. 1758, and was provost of 
the College of Philadelphia, May 
1754 to Nov. 1779 and again from 1789 
to 1791. He spent his last few years 
at his country seat at the Falls of 
the Schuylkill. He died at Philadel- 
phia, May 4, 1803. His works were 
published in 1803 in two volumes by 
Bishop White. Smith published and 
collected the poems of Nathaniel 
Evans in 1772. 

In his preface to the Hermit, Smith 
promised a religious article for each 
issue and he used his own sermons 
for the purpose and a hermitage on 
the Schuykill to inspire these reli- 
gious musings, His sermons were 
High Church of England and biased 
toward the “British religion and the 
British government” to quote him but 
the fact that he lived and died in 
America shows he adjusted his poli- 
tics to suit the spirit of the times. 

More interesting to the students of 
magazine literature and poetry is the 
story behind the poems selected by 
the Hermit for the American Maga- 
zine, etc., which we will call the 
Hermit for poetic reasons. Here in 
this magazine, to which Washington 
subscribed, are found the earliest 
poems of Francis Hopkinson, the 
only poems we have of James Ster- 
ling and William Hicks or Col. Joseph 
Shippen; the early poetry of Thomas 
Godfrey, the Latin poems of John 
Beveridge, and the religious poetry of 
the Rev. Samuel Davies. We shall 
give a brief sketch of the lives of 
each of these poets where such is 
available and then comment on the 
poems which they contributed to the 
Hermit during its brief existence. 


Francis Hopkinson, 1737-1791, born 
in Philadelphia, son of Thomas Hop- 
kinson, an Englishman, was educated 
at the College of Philadelphia, now 
the University of Pennsylvania. He 
was a poet, a wit, a patriot, a chem- 
ist, a mathematician, a judge and an 
editor. In 1756 he was in England 
and on his return to America settled 
at Bordentown, N. J., where he mar- 
ried Miss Ann Borden. In 1776 he 
represented New Jersey in the Conti- 
nental Congress and was a signer of 
the Declaration of Independence. He 
held an appointment in the loan 
office for many years. In 1779 he 
was made judge of the admiralty in 
Pennsylvania, and in 1790 judge of 
the district court of the United 
States. He died May 9, 1791 “of an 
attack of apoplexy.” His best known 
poem is “The Battle of the Kegs.” 


In the first issue of The Hermit we 
find “Ode on Music” which was 
“written at Philadelphia by a young 
gentleman of 17,” on his beginning 
to learn the harpsichord. The poem 
was three years old when it appeared 
in Smith’s periodical and it was prin- 
ted in many American magazines 
during the next fifty years along 
with other poems by him. A copy 
of the magazine in the Library of 
Congress also has a pencilled note 
ascribing the poem to Hopkinson and 
working from this we find that the 
imitations of Milton “L’Allegro” and 
“Tl Penseroso” of the Nov: 1757 issue 
“by the Author of the Ode on Music” 
must also be the work of the future 
signer of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, The first was dedicated to 
“B.Ch..w, Esq.” who was no doubt 
Benjamin Chew and the latter to 
“Rev.Mr. S. ..h,” who was no doubt 
the editor. 

In the Jan.1758 issue we find “Ode 
on the Morning” is “By the Author 
of L’Allegro and Il Penseroso” and 
in the Aug:, 1758, issue is “On the 
Taking of Cape Breton” signed by 
“F.H..”, the first time the poet used 
his initials. Dobson in his “The 
Miscellaneous Essays and Occasional 
Writings of Francis Hopkinson” cre- 
dits his subject with the authorship 
of the poems we have listed. There 
were other poems in The Hermit 
that Dobson did not claim for Hop- 
kinson. 

“Verses Inscribed to Mr. Wolla- 
ston,” in the Sept.1758, issue were 
signed “F.H.” and most bibliogra- 
phers agree that this is the work of 
the future author of “The Battle of 
the Kegs.” Hastings also thinks that 
“Upon Seeing the Portrait of Miss 

by Mr. West” in the Feb. 
1758 issue is Hopkinson’s work be- 
cause the poet was a friend of the 
artist Benjamin West. However, 
Moses Coit Tyler and Albert H. 
Smyth as well as Rufus Griswold 
seemed to think this was the work of 
Joseph Shippen. Theodore Hornber- 
ger thought it was the work of a 
William Hicks of Philadelphia basing 
his theory on a note inscribed on a 
copy of the magazine in the library 
of the British Museum although the 
signature to the poem is “Lovelace”. 
Students have identified the portrait 
as being that of Anne Hollingsworth 
Wharton. 

Hasting also thinks he finds some- 
thing of Hopkinson’s style in the 
prose article “The Properties of a 
Gardener” in the June 1758 issue, 
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which is signed with the initials 
“A.B.”, which he says Hopkinson 
later employed. Why did Hopkinson 
employ these initials? Was it a 
tribute to his wife Ann Borden? Is 
it possible that his wife had talent 
of her own and that Hopkinson was 
only the sponsor of the pieces signed 
with her initials? Here is something 
for the bibliographers to work on, 

In “On the Taking of Cape Bre- 
ton”, Hopkinson shifted from his 
Miltonese style to that of Addison’s 
“Blenheim.” 


In the Dobson collection we find 
these early poems of The Hermit had 
been revised and improved in the 
thirty odd years that followed. In 
some cases the titles were changed 
and “The Ode on the Morning” be- 
came “A Morning Hymn” cut and 
with words changed, others had 
words changed and the Cape Breton 
poem became “On the Late Success- 
ful Expedition against Louisbourg.” 

Thomas Godfrey, 1736-1763. a son 
of the inventor of “Hadley’s Quad- 
rant”, was a native of Philadelphia, 
where for some time he was appren- 
tice to a watchmaker. In 1758 he 
went as lieutenant with the Penn- 
sylvania troops which were raised for 
the expedition against Fort Du- 
quesne. He was subsequently em- 
ployed as a factor in North Carolina 
and also as a supercargo on a voyage 
to the island of ‘New Providence in 
the Bahamas. His tragedy “The 
Prince of Parthia’, which was of- 
fered to a company performing in 
Philadelphia in 1759, is supposed to 
be the first dramatic work written 
in America. His “The Court of 
Fancy, a Poem”, Philadelphia, 1763, 
was evidently written with an eye to 
Chaucer’s “House of Fame”. A vol- 
ume of his poems was published by 
Nathaniel Evans in 1767. 


Godfrey was another poet of The 
Hermit. In his. poetry we see the 
influence of Dryden, Pope and 
Young: The author of “The Prince 
of Parthia” also made trial flights 
under nom-de-plumes. ‘The Invita- 
tion” in the Jan. 1758 issue is signed 
“Junius”. “A  Pindaric Ode on 
Friendship” in the Aug.1758 issue is 
“By the Author of “The Invitation,” 
and in the Sept. issue the table of 
contents reveals the identity of Junius 
for “A Pindaric Ode on Wine” is “by 
Mr. Godfrey, author of the Invita- 
tion”, and “A Night Poem, by Mr. 
Godfrey” is found in the Oct. issue. 
Smith also commented on Godfrey’s 
work and named his in his editorial 
notes. 

John Beveridge, a native of Scot- 
land, was in 1758 appointed professor 
of languages in the College and Aca- 
demy of Philadelphia. He published 
in 1751 a volume of Latin prose. 
(This date is doubtful for Allibone 
gives it as 1715). In an address to 
John Penn he suggests that a con- 
veyance to him of some few acres 
of good land would be a proper re- 
turn for the poetic mention of the 
Penn family. The Latin hint was 
lost- on the Englishman. The un- 
rewarded poet continued to ply the 
birch in the vain attempt to govern 
his seventy odd ungovernable boys. 
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Beveridge who had _ contributed 
Latin verse to English periodicals 
and who had taught school in Edin- 
burgh had lived at Hartford before 
coming to Philadelphia. He had lit- 
tle difficulty in having Smith accept 
his Latin works. These include ‘Ad 
Mr: Gardner” by “I.B.” dated Fal- 
mouth, 1753. This “I.B.” is equal 
to his initials for “J” is not used 
in Latin, There are five of his 
poems in The Hermit. “Psalm CIV” 
is signed “Joh. Beveridge”. This is 
in the Oct. 1758 issue. 

The poems which some credit to 
Joseph Shippen in The Hermit are 
subject to debate among: bibliograph- 
ers and the old works have no men- 
tion of any works by Shippen or the 
mysterious William Hicks. Only a 
pencil note on a copy of the magazine 
in the Library of Congress supports 
the claim of Shippen. We have seen 
his claim to “The Portrait of Miss 

... ” is claimed for Hopkinson. 
Shippen is also credited with “On 
the Glorious Victory ..- near New- 
mark in Silesia” which is signed “‘An- 
nandius” in the March 1758 issue. 
This is credited to him by the note 
in the Library of Congress while a 
note in the library of the British 
Museum credits it to “Mr. Hicks”. 
The signature “Annandius” is also 
found on “Answer” to an enigma, 
“Winter” and “Ode on the Late Vic- 
tory Obtained by the King of Prus- 
sia” all in the Feb, 1758 issue. 


James Sterling, a native of Ire- 
land, is listed as a clergyman of 
Maryland. His works are listed as 
“The Rival Generals, a Tragedy”, 
1722, and “The Parricide, a Tra- 
gedy”, 1736. Allibone lists this 
author as “J. Sterling’ and has an- 
other James Sterling who published 
a sermon at Annapolis in 1755. It is 
possible that these were the same as 
the poet from Kent, Maryland, in 
The Hermit. The poems attributed 
to him there are “On the Invention 
of Letters and the Art of Printing” 
in the March issue, which is dated 
Kent County, Maryland, Dee. 15, 
1757. “A Pastoral’, lamenting the 
death of Alexander Pope and inviting 
the Muses to America, inscribed to 
the governor of Pennsylvania, George 
Thomas, is in the May, 1758, issue. 
An “Epitaph on the Late Lord Howe” 
dated Kent, Maryland, 1758, is found 
in the Sept. 1758 issue. The Library 
of Congress and Lyon N- Richardson 
in “A History of Early American 
Magazines” (1931) also credits Ster- 
ling with “The Patriot” (April), 
“The 22 Ode of the First Book of 
Horace Imitated” (Oct) and “The 
Royal Comet” (Aug.), The last is 
dated July 14, 1758, Kent, Maryland. 


The Rev. Samuel Davies, 1724- 
1761, a native of Newcastle, Dela- 
ware, preached with great success in 
Virginia. In+1759 he succeeded Jona- 
than Edwards in the presidency of 
the college of New Jersey at Prince- 
ton. He is better known for his ser- 
mons and the prophecy which reads 
“that heroic youth Colonel Washing- 
ton whom I cannot but hope Provi- 
dence has hitherto preserved in so 
signal a manner for some important 
service to his country.” This can be 
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found in “Religion and Patriotism, 
the constituents of a good soldier,” 
preached Aug, 17, 1755, published at 
Philadelphia in 1756. The edition of 
his sermons published in New York 
in 1851 in three volumes contains an 
essay on the life and times of the 
author, by the Rev. Albert Barnes 
of Philadelphia. The poems in The 
Hermit by Davies were no doubt 
written during his sojourn in Han- 
over County, Virginia, for he uses 
the signature “Virginianus Hanover- 
ensis” for his paraphrases and hymns 
published in Smith’s periodical. These 
.include “A Father’s Reflections on 
the Birth of a Son”, “A Paraphrase 
of Jeremiah XXXI, 18, 19, 20”; 
“Psalm CXXXIX, A Translation”; 
“The Invitation of the Gospel”; <A 
Hymn Adapted to the Present State 
of Public Affairs’, “A Criticism on 
I Thess.v.19”, and “an Extract from 
a hymn sung at the initiation into 
the Eleusianian mysteries”. All 
these appeared in the July, 1758, is- 
sue, including one by another hand 
on the poetical definitions of the 
principal tropes in rhetoric, which 
was submitted by Davies. 

There were other poems of which 
the bibliographers have no clue. 
These are good examples of native 
American poetry of that period. “Rox- 
ana to Alexander at the Siege of Tyre” 
written by “a young lady in a neigh- 
boring government,” which Smith 
said had “too much real feeling and 
beautiful perplexity of thought in it 
for a feigned story” A lyric “On 
the Nativity of Christ’? shows the 
influence of Milton. Lighter verse 
included “Ode on a Late Marriage” 
and “To a Young Lady at a Boarding 
School”. There is another Pindaric 
ode which is not credited to Godfrey: 
“On the Compleat Victory Gain’d by 
his Prussian Majesty over the French 
and Imperial] Army”. Some English 
poems were reprinted including Wil- 
liam Whitehead’s “Elegy on the 
Mausoleum of Augustus.”

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The old salute of A Merry Christ- 
mas and a Happy New Year, again re- 
sounds on every side. Christmas—the 
season for balls and parties, for an 
endless routine of gaieties, for the re- 
union of long-parted friends, for the 
giving of presents and the inter- 
change of compliments—has again 
arrived. Let us now see how this 
ancient festival is held in other 
countries. 


Christmas day in Norway! To many 
this will only convey ideas of a bleak 
wintry region. But do not shudder, my 
fair reader, at the idea of a Christmas 
in such a latitude. You need not, I as- 
sure you; for if the lakes are frozen 
and the rivers ice- locked, the air is 
clear and exhilarating, and the sun 
shines brightly o’er a cloudless heav- 
en, as it lightens up the wide expanse 
of snow into a brilliant sparkle. Then 
the people themselves are a hardy, 
kindly, hospitable race, and welcome 
the stranger with open hands and a 
warmth that quite makes up for any 
cold without. 


On the morning of the festal day 
the roads are thronged with sledges 
conveying visitors to their destina- 
tions; the brass bells which decorate 
the hardy little Norwegian horses 
making a merry tinkling in the frosty 
air. The air itself seems to palpi- 
tate with sweet chimes of the bell- 
melodies; and is not a sleigh ride 
one of those delights that defy 
rivalry? : 

The day always begins with divine 
services. The churches are very plain, 
and the worship simple, and whenever 
the service is over, relations and 
friends assemble at different houses 
according to invitation, where a pre- 
liminary repast, consisting of a var- 
iety of viands, liqueurs and sweets, is 
partaken of before dinner, which ( woe 
to the dyspeptic) follows immediately 
after. 


The first courtesy, however, shown 
to a male guest on entering a Norwe- 
gian house, no matter at what hour of 
the day, is a pipe of tobacco. The din- 
ner is a lengthy affair; fish poultry, 
meat,entrees, cakes and preserves go 
round and round again and again. Be- 
tween the courses, intervals are al- 
lowed for the singing of national 
songs, the giving of standard toasts, 
and the drinking of healths. To the 
Norwegian, the words Gamle Norge 
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CHRISTMAS

(Old Norway) have a powerful 
spell in them, and on festive occasions 
like the present they cannot be re- 
sisted. There is no nation in the world 
that can surpass Norway in this en- 
thusiastic love of country. 


When the dinner is over, the chief 
guest rises, saying, Tak for marden 
(Thanks for the meal, or entertain- 
ment), which is responded to by all 
present, who bow to the host and 
hostess at each end of the table. At 7 
o’clock tea is handed round; then a lit- 
tle later in the evening comes a 
knock at the door and some four or 
five boys enter dressed in white man- 
tles; the tallest of these holds a large 
colored lantern shaped like a star; 
while another bears a small illumi- 
nated glass box containin~ two little 
wax Dutch dolls, one of which repre- 
sents the Virgin Mary sitting in a 
chair and the other the infant Jesus 
lying in a cradle. A bit of candle is 
moved by a wire from side to side: of 
the lantern, making it appear as if 
the doll-mother was rocking the 
cradle at her feet; and the lantern 
is meant to represent the Star in 
the East which guided the Magi to 
the lowly manger. These mysteries 


-are all explained during the exhibition 


in the words of a carol, chanted by 
the boys. 


After these lads are dismissed with 
some slight refreshment or bonbons 
and a little money, another band of 
masked performers, rather older than 
the last, make their appearance. They 
are dressed in military fashion, with 
cocked hats on the head, tattered-look- 
ing uniforms, purposely decked with 
tinsel, and wooden swords suspended 
at their sides. These maskers perform 
all kinds of fantastic tricks for the a- 
musement of the spectators, conspicu- 
ous among them being a pantomimic 
military review. No one in Norway 
ever refuses to admit these perform- 
ers of their annual mummeries, or 
sends them away empty-handed. 


Numerous diversions and games 
now follow among the household; sup- 
per is announced and partaken of; 
the gentlemen settle down for a gen- 
eral smoking; and the ladies disap- 
pear upstairs, where an eager talking 
and clatter of tongues goes on as they 
put on their wraps. Then come the 
sledges to the door; hearty shaking of 
hands with loudly expressed good 
wishes, are exchanged all around; and 















the happy guests are borne swiftly 
over the snow, glittering in the moon- 
light, to their respective homes. 


In Sweden, the old saying that 
“cleanliness is next to godliness” is 
appreciated, for the dwellings of 
all classes are thoroughly renovated 
for the occasion. An almost univer- 
sal custom. exists there of tying a 
sheaf of corn to a pole, 'which is placed 
in or near the house, for the benefit 
of the birds, which suffer severely 
at this season. Thus they do not 
forget, when all the land is rejoicing 
in a general feast, to show kindness 
to the inferior animals. After supper 
masked figures come in bearing a 
bell, and a basket of presents for 
the household and friends; and every 
house is illuminated, and the mem- 


bers of each made happy in the wit- 
nessing and partaking of the many 
pleasures of the season. 


Christmas in Italy, as elsewhere 
brings round a yearly sanctification 
of the home, and is a festival which 
blends devotion with the kindest and 
tenderest feelings. The greatest 
events of the year are the sump- 
tous banquets which are given on 
Christmas Eve; and as it is mostly 
fish, done up in wonderful and Gci- 
verse ways, that is then consumed 
during the whole week before the 
great feast night, little business is 
transacted, save at the fish-market. 


The Log—a real Christmas log— 
is in full blaze in the kitchen; the 
great dining-hall is also crackling 
with its roaring fire; and the whole 
house has received as thorourh a 
warming as if the feast were to be 
held throughout the year. Boys and 
girls vie with each other showin= off 
their accomplishments, then comes a 
handsome supper, making the chil- 
dren’s eyes glisten as they feast on 
the delicacies and delights before 
them. After the repast is over, the 
parents, with some of the elders, re- 
tire behind a large curtain erected in 
the hall, which, when withdrawn, re- 
veals a table loaded with carefully

Some Finds at 
BUFFALO KILLS IN MONTANA

Just what are “Buffalo Kills’? 
There are many theories, all agree- 
ing that in some manner buffalo were 
stampeded over a high or cliff piling 
up, crippled or killed by the fall. 
Most authorities agree that some of 
these took place possibly thousands 
of years ago, long before horses were 
used on this continent. 

In some cases the buffalo were 
piled in such large numbers that 
only the top layers could be used 
and the artifacts remained buried 
with the carcasses until the present 
date—to be recovered by collectors 
and archeologists. In the years elaps- 
ing since the kills were made, the 
cliffs have crumbled and worn down, 
completely covering all traces of the 
earlier kills. Later some of these 
have been exposed by erosion and 
ledges of the decomposed bones can 
be found. Then archeologists, ama- 
teur or otherwise, get to work, dig- 
ging and screening to recover the 
beautifully made and perfectly pre- 
served points. But why so many 
arrowheads are found remains un- 
explained as surely the early man 
would retrieve them and use them 
again if possible. zs 

Surface found artifacts are seldom 
found in perfect condition. Nearly 
always some little defect—a broken 
tang or point. In kills, many are 
found as perfect as the day the early 
man completed chipping them. 

But how did the arrowheads ever 
get in this lower layer in such num- 
bers? Possibly, as this all took place 





before the day of horses, the early 
man, in order to get the herds started 
towards the cliff, strung the hunters 
in converging lines for great dis- 
tances on the prairies back from the 
cliff. As the buffalo attempted to 
break through these lines, the hunt- 
ers would shoot flights of arrows into 


the leaders to keep them headed to-’ 


wards the cliff. Naturally these ar- 
rows would lodge in the leaders and 
these would be the first to go over 
the bank and so would be buried the 
deepest. At least this theory may be 
accepted until a better one has been 
offered. 

An early writer advanced another 
theory. A young fleet Indian, dressed 
in bright colors was used as a decoy. 
The bright colors getting the atten- 
tion of the herd, the decoy lead the 
buffalo towards the cliff. As they got 
to running, the Indian would run 
directly toward the bank, turning 
sharply to save himself but the buf- 
falo would continue over the edge. 
This writer stated that occasionally 
the Indian was not fleet enough to a- 
void the rush and was carried over 
the cliff with the herd. In one we 
screened several small bones and a 
tooth that appear to be from a human 
skeleton—possibly substantiating the 
theory. 

There are several terms used in 
naming the spot where buffalo were 
driven over a high bank or cliff. 
“Bison trap,” “Buffalo jump,” “Buf- 
falo kill,” and others. At some of 
these sites thousands of buffalo were 
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killed, so the term “kill” is appro- 
priate. We have prospected and ob- 
tained arrowheads from at least a 
dozen kills in Montana, half of them 
in Powder River County. The fact 
that there are at least four kills 
within six or seven miles of our town 
of Broadus would indicate that there 
are many more undiscovered ones 
scattered over the county. 

Our first experience—in 1937—was 
a kill located in the Little Sheep 
Mountains about fifteen miles north 
of Lindsay. It was a big one, cover- 
ing several acres, but had been pros- 
pected a long time and hundreds. of 
arrows taken. We were there only 
one day but managed to get about 
twenty fair points, none exceptional. 
Points at this kill averaged about two 
inches in length, oval type, corner 
notched. 


The first one in our county was 
shown to us by Merle Fletcher. It 
was in Fred Yonkee’s range on In- 
dian Creek. We worked part of two 
days finding about twenty good ones 
and about that many more broken 
ones. These were beauties, long, thin 
and narrow triangular type, corner 
notched and also a notch in the base. 
This is believed to be very old, esti- 
mated to be several thousand years. 
We gave up too early on this one as 
several hundred were found here 
after our first visit. Visited the site 
several times later, adding a few 
each time, but the site is completely 
worked out now. 

Labor Day, 1937, we visited the 
Bentley kill on Trail Creek near Tee- 
dee. Bentley had discovered this one 
and rather thoroughly prospected it, 
taking out over 400 good points. We 
were stormed out there, only having 
time to find a few points but obtain- 
ed a frame of some thirty war points 
from Bentley. The artifacts in this 
kill were similar to the Lindsay kill. 

William Taylor found so many 
points in a dry coulee off Big Powder 
near the Denson Ranch (then the 
Miles Ranch) we decided to investi- 
gate. We started digging and screen- 
ing, trying to find the ledge of bones 
from which we were sure his sur- 
face finds originated. We were not 
too successful, so we followed up the 
draw, doing more prospecting as 
there was considerable sign of bones 
washed down. Finally found a ledge 
and some points about forty rods 
above the original site. This proved 
to be our best location yet as it had 
never been touched, and we added 
about seventy-five good points and a 
hundred or more broken ones. Bob 
found a notched spear of chert at 
this location—the first artifact other 
than arrows so far found. This was 
a very small kill covering only a few 
square yards, It may produce more 
but you will have to move over six 
feet of overburden now and it is 
just too much. Later we went back to 
the lower location and finally located 
the ledge. Screened out some beau- 
ties and all of the same type as the 
Indian Creek kill. Dick dug up a 
perfect agate point, sharp as a 
needle, also a perfect flint arrow, 
possibly a spear point nearly four 
inches long, very thin and narrow, 
beautifully chipped. The odd part a- 
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bout these two kills is the fact that 
they produced two distinct types of 
artifacts. Although about forty rods 
apart, in the same draw, they indi- 
cate different ages and different 
people. In the Upper kill all the 
points were oval type, corner notch- 
ed and convex base. In the Lower 
kill they were all long, triangular, 
with the corner notch and also the 
base notch. 

Points found in the kills in this 
area are all very thin, well flaked 
and sharp as needles, but almost 
never coarse or blunt points. Material 
is mainly what is called Powder 
River Chert, an impure flint. Some 
are a brownish red, others gray or 
grayish blue. The next most common 
material is a brown flint, very hard 
and sharp. Other materials are jas- 
per, agate and agatized wood. We 
even found a few black obsidian— 
probably from the obsidian cliff in 
Yellowstone Park. Of particular in- 
terest is the fact that in several of 
these kills the points are of such 
uniformity in shape. Materials vary 
but each kill has one distinct type— 
very little variation.

Mr. William L. Waters, age 84, of 
Godfrey, Ill., is shown at one case 
with some of his 10,000 items. He 
is shown holding a chief’s axe head 
which weighs 12 lbs. which was found 
in St. Charles Co., Mo. Since these 
pieces show no wear it is thought 
they were more a badge of authority, 


than for functional use. In 70 years of 
collecting, Waters has had some 
50,000 artifacts. While other collec- 
tions may be larger, he leans to more 
perfect items. 

The collecting began at the age of 
16 on Little Piasa Creek. Waters has 
found many of the items himself,

others have been obtained by pur- 
chase or trade. About half of the 
collection represents Indians of the 
St. Louis region and the middle west, 
and the rest Indians from other parts 
of the country plus stone artifacts 
from many other countries. The ac- 
cumulation includes arrowheads, axes, 
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Plummets in the William L. Waters collection. 
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ceremonial devices, farm implements; 
objects of war, peace, hunting, cook- 
ing, and ritual. They are housed in 
the Godfrey Mansion at the “unction 
of 67 and 111 at Godfrey, Ill. The 
house is 120 years old. 


Best dispay in the William L. 
Waters collection are the vlummets. 
Also called plumb bobs, because of 
their resemblance to that instru- 
ment used by carpenters. Their use 
by the Indian is unknown. About 2000 
of them were once found in the bed 
of a dried lake in California, and 
some have suggested that the nlum- 
mets were used to snare ducks. This 
theory says that one was tied to 
each end of a piece of a thong. The 
weapon was then whirled overhead 
and then thrown at the duck and 
was supposed to wrav around it, 
snaring it until the Indian could 
reach it. Since some of them do not 
have a hole or groove to attach the 
thong, some discard this theory. Usu- 
ally they are found near a lake, spring, 
or other water, which leads others 
to believe the objects were left there 
as a sacrifice—the giving up of a 
prized possession to a supreme being, 


perhaps a god of water in time of 
drought. Others say the plummets 
were thrown at ducks for a direct 
missive kill. The Waters collection 
has 1050 of the finest plummets to 
be seen anywhere, and are from all 
over the country. A few are shown 
here. On the shelf at upper left are 
discoidals. Some call them paint 
bowls, but some have holes in them. 
Also found near water, some again 
say they were left as sacrifice. Others 
believe both plummets and discoidals 
are game .objects and were thrown 
like a discus or horseshoes. 


A buffalo skull and hand carved 
hunters horn that can still be sounded 
have been unearthed on a farm north 
of Kaw City, Okla. The two items, 
dating back to pioneer days, are be- 
ing added to the Ponca City Indian 
Museum. 





A new study based on radio-active 
carbon, contents of charred human 
bones gives evidence that the ances- 
tors of‘ modern man may have been 





85,000 years younger than previously 
believed. This study indicates that 
the cave mén was extinct in Europe 
by 1300, B.C. Earlier estimates gave 
the decline of cavemen as around 200 
and 500 centuries B.C. 


Thousands of Indian relics are be- 
ing dug up during building opera- 
tions at the Lowell Textile Institute, 
writes Walter L. La Jeunesse, of 
Lowell, Mass. Many types dug up 
are being mixed in liquid cement and 
used in the new buildings. 


Mr. La Jeunesse says that some of 
them, of an era before the Pawtucket 
Indians, were found 40 feet below the 
surface of the ground, being brought 
to the surface by a huge diesel shovel 
digging for gravel. In writing for the 
Lightner book “Indian Relics & Their 
Values,” he says that thousands are 
exposed wherever one walks.

Specifications of Typical Frontier

rifles and revolvers which used the 
same ammunition were carried. It 
was convenient not only for the man 
who used both rifle and revolver to 
carry only one kind of cartridge but 
also it made the problem of stocking 
and distribution simpler.

“Peacemaker” revolver, Winchester 
1873, Winchester 1892, Remington, 
Colt, and Marlin rifles which used 
one or another of .33-20, .38-40, and 
.44-40 cartridges. These were the 
three standard revolver-rifle calibers

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ridges) and each cartridge was 
usually loaded with less than its 
nominal amount of _ black-powder. 
With the advent of better powders 
(1890-1900) the amount was modi- 
fied to about one-half to two-thirds 
the number of grains originally speci- 
fied. One of the powders which re- 
placed the black-powder was the 
“Sharpshooter,” manufactured on a 
nitroglycerine base. 

The .44-40 was probably the most 
popular* caliber with ranchers and 
plainsmen since it worked so well in 
the repeating rifle and the Colt 
“Peacemaker” single action revolver. 
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It had a great deal of stopping 
power and was quite accurate. . 

There was considerable uniformity 
of .88 and .44 cartridges produced by 
different manufacturers. However, 
with the .382-20 there was a great 
deal of variation in the performance 
of ammunition of different manu- 
facturers. A man had to pick a 
cartridge which seemed to perform 
well in his revolver and rifle then 
stay with that brand. 

*This was true until the Army 
adopted the “.45 Colt” as an official 
caliber, which, of course, made it 
ready available in the frontier towns 
and trading posts. 


The Mark I Rifle 


and some of its shortcomings 


The debate in the House of Com- 
mons last Tuesday on the new maga- 
zine rifle did not turn on the merits 
of the weapon, although a good deal 
was said about them invidentally. The 
question voted upon was whether a 
Royal Commission should be_ ap- 
pointed to report on the alleged de- 
fects of the rifle, or whether _the 
War Office should be left unaided 
to bear the responsibility of select- 
ing arms for our soldiers. Although 
we are quite convinced that the new 
rifle has many and grievous defects, 
we should have been sorry if the 
Commission had been appointed. 
Whatever had happened in connec- 
tion with the rifle in the future, 
either in the way of increased ex- 
penditure, or in disasters to our 
troops, the minister of the day would 
have replied, “The Royal Commission 
did it,” and we should have had to be 
content with the excuse. Now we 
are told by Mr. E. Stanhope that 
“the primary responsibility for re- 
commending a new weapon rests with 
the Director of Artillery,” while the 
ultimate responsibility rests on the 
Secretary of State. It is not very 
much satisfaction to know this, but 
at any rate two specific individuals 
are less nebulous than a commission. 
Mr. Hanbury said that what he 
wanted to learn from the Secretary 
for War was, “whom, in case of the 
rifle turning out a failure, he was 
going to dismiss from his post, whom 
he would deprive of his pension, and 
whom he would punish for foisting 
upon the country and upon the Bri- 
tish army a thoroughly bad weapon.” 
Needless to say, he did not get his 
questions answered, but it is satis- 
factory to have the principle of per- 
sonal responsibility, other than that 
of the ministers, which amounts to 
nothing, affirmed in the House. The 
Secretary for War defended both his 
department and the rifle, stating that 
“Gt is undoubtedly the best rifle that 
could have been chosen at the time it 
was chosen, and that at the present 
time it was a thoroughly good rifle 
for its purpose, if not absolutely the 
best rifle that could at this moment 
be chosen.” We scarcely think that 
our readers will agree with Mr. Stan- 
hope when they examine the engrav- 


ings of the rifle and note its many 
mechanical defects, They will see 
at a glance several features that 
could have been improved long be- 
fore 200,000 guns had been turned 
out at a cost of nearly a million 
sterling. 

In judging of the new rifle it is 
important to keep clearly in view the 
distinction between the new princi- 
ples it embodies, and the mechanical 
devices by which they are realized. 
There is a feeling abroad in military 
circles that a small bore magazine 
rifle will give its possessors a decided 
advantage in battle. The present rifle 
aims at driving a bullet .303 in. in 
diameter through a_ seven-grooved 
barrel having one turn in 10 in. Now 
no lead bullet can be made to bear 
the strain of this, and consequently 
the projectile has to be provided with 
an external shell or envelope of cop- 
per-nickel, which adds 30s. per 
thousand to the cost of the cartridges. 
On the other hand, there is claimed a 
range of 3500 yards with a very flat 
traiectory for the first 500 yards, 
adding somewhat to the destructive 
effect, while the soldier can carry 
an increased number of cartridges, 
so that he becomes more mobile and 
independent of his base. For these 
advantages we are called upon to pay 
75,0001 a year extra for prac- 
tice ammunition, and _ 5/ for 
our rifles in place of 2l. The idea of 
such a smal] bore and low trajectory, 
however, has been carried to excess 
by the Committee, and they have 
landed themselves in_ difficulties 
which cannot be overcome. The high- 
est point of the trajectory of the .303 
bore rifle is only about 2 ft. lower, 
at 500 yards, than that of the .4 rifle, 
which takes an ordinary leaden bul- 
let; this is not of much practical 


-importance, because the soldier can- 


not hold the rifle steady enough in 
the excitement of battle to get the 
perfect theoretical value of the flat- 
ter trajectory of the .303 barrel. It 
must be remembered that a man is 
not a Maxim gun, and that after the 
first three or four shots fired rapidly 
from his magazine, his muscles and 
whole frame are in a state of vibra- 
tion. 

The magazine in the new rifle is 
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not intended for regular use. Like 
a wedding garment, it is for a special 
occasion; it is to be kept for the 
“supreme moment” of the soldier’s 
life, when the fight gets too hot to 
allow him to reload in the ordinary 
fashion; he can then draw upon it 
for eight rapid shots, To fill the 
magazine and empty it takes more 
time than to fire the same number 
of shots in the usual way, and there 
is not a very great gain in time even 
with the aid of the magazine. All 
that is saved is that occupied in 
putting the hand into the pouch. It 
must not be supposed that a maga- 
zine rifle is like a revolver, in which 
the full number of cartridges can be 
fired without extracting the cases; 
each case must be thrown out before 
the next cartridge can be inserted 
into the barrel. It is not, however, 
an _ essential feature in a magazine 
rifle that its contents shall be re- 
served for the “supreme moment.” 
Many rifles of this class have the 
cartridges made up in packets which 
can be put into the magazine en bloc, 
and then there is no single loading. 
We hope to illustrate some of these 
rifles in a future number, but for 
the present content ourselves with 
showing how the requirements of 
military experts have been realised in 
the “Mark I” rifle, which after all 
the strenuous defence that has been 
made for it, is shortly to be aban- 
doned in favour of a modified pat- 
tern, named “Mark II.” 

Referring to the rifle, will be seen 
that they represent the principal 
parts of the bolt action, the maga- 
zine with its spring, and the ammuni- 
tion. The bolt is partly covered with 
a dust guard, but this is not an 
essential part of it. 

For the benefit of those of our 
readers who are not acquainted with 
military rifles, it may be well to first 
explain in general terms the method 
of operation of a bolt action. The 
bolt moves backwards and forwards 
along the axial line of the barrel. 
When it is forward its end fits into 
the opening of the barrel, closing it 
and forming a breech lock. When 
it is back it leaves a tray or recess 
into which a cartridge may be drop- 
ped or fed, and when it is again 
pressed forward it drives the cart- 
ridge before it into the barrel ready 
to be fired. There are, however, other 
operations to be performed besides 
putting the cartridge into the cham- 
ber. The bolt must be securely locked 
so that it cannot be driven back- 
wards, by the powder pressure, into 
the soldier’s face; the mainspring 
must be compressed ready to drive 
the striker against the base of the 
cartridge, and after the charge has 
been fired, the cartridge must be ex- 
tracted and the empty case thrown 
out. The locking of the bolt is effect- 
ed by rotating it on its axis so as to 
bring its rib behind a projection or 
snug on the bodv.

Many people interested in minerals, 
have written me for information on 
jade. Most wish to know where to find 
it, although others wish specimens 
from this or that locality or a special 
type. My own interest in jade grew 
over the years through an apprecia- 
tion of both its beauty and its many 
and varied tvpes — and I should add, 
its interesting characteristics. Our 
readers are probably aware that it 
may occur in many colors. Burma _pro- 
duces a definite light blue; China 
pink, white and shades of green; 
Alaska, white brown and green; 
Wyoming, all shades of green and 
jet black, and so on. 

Jade is one of the “toughest” in the 
mineral kingdom. Should you find a 
ledge of jade, you ‘will long remember 
the effort necessary to get even a 
small sliver to loose itself from the 
parent mass. Even dynamite loses 
much of its effectiveness when used 
to extract jade. However, here I would 
caution any amateur mineralogists 
against the use of powder in any 
form when seeking gem materials: 

Powder, especially dynamite, shat- 
ters rock, sometimes for many feet 
around the blast; rendering it so full 
of cracks that few gems can be cut 
from it. Jade, having a tough fibrous 
texture and composition, is less harm- 
ed than most other gem materials, 
but powder is not the way to extract 
it. A steel wedge and sledge hammer 
are the correct tools — unless you are 
fortunate enough to have a power 
rock drill. There will be small cracks 
or crevices in the jade into which the 
wedge can be put, and with the ham- 
mer you will be able to “wedge-out” 
pieces to your liking. Friends worked

Coast and brought out hundreds of 
pounds. It varied in color and had 
areas with black spots, but some was 
a fine lively apple-green. 


_ In Alaska those who discovered 
jade near Bering Straits were wise. 
They used large steel set with dia- 
mond bort to cut the large chunks of 
jade up. Thus none of this material is 
shattered. The Alaska jade has some 
very fine green colored material. But 
much is rather dark green with con- 
siderable black streaks and spots 
which render it unattractive. Much of 
this can be purchased for $3- to $5. 
per pound. But the best will cost you 
up to $100 ver pound. The finest 
Wyoming jade is about the same 
price but there is little available. To 
the uninitiated, this may seem like a 
fantastic price, but when vou realize 
that at least 100 ring settings may be 
cut from a pound of jade, the dollar 
each is not the largest cost. Usually 
the cutter is the dealer so he adds his 
cutting fee to that of his retailing 
costs (and the cost of the material) 
and still you can get fine domestic 
jade for $3 to $5 per set. The best 
Burmese or other Oriental green jade 
is called “Imperial” and is sold by 
the carat. It will command upwards 
of the same figure you would have to 
pay for diamonds. But we were to 
consider where YOU may find jade. 

Wyoming’s fields have been so thor- 
oughly prospected and still are day 
by day, that we do not hold out 
much hope for you here. Another 
factor, all the jade of Wyoming has 
a crust on it that rarely reveals 
the true color. It is most frequently 
a brownish color. Of course, it is 
tremendously hard, and that’s one of 
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the “tip-offs.” If your hammer bounc- 
es back with more apparent force 
than you used to hit the stone, you 
may have found jade. 


_All serpentine areas may be sus- 
picioned of being the host to jade. 
All jade seems to occur in serpen- 
tines. The Monterey Coast is a graph- 
ic example of this. There you can 
drive through long areas with much 
of the rock being serpentine. How- 
ever, in all the many miles of ser- 
pentines, there are still only 
a few places where jade appears. 
Some set of metamorphic conditions, 
even in jade structures is necessary 
to create jade. In the upper Eel 
river area, jade is found in several 
colors and “in place,” or as it was 
laid down. The conditions here are 
of extreme metamorvhism—earth 
folding with resultant pressures be- 
yond comprehension. Although Ore- 
gon so far, hasn’t reported jade in 
situ, or where it was formed, there 
have been pieces found on the south- 
ern beaches. In Washington, an old 
time prospector renorted jade in the 
Skagit Valley. However, this was 
found to be only a hard type of ser- 
pentine. On the other hand, jade has 
been found many times in Washing- 
ton State. The finds so far, have all 
been “float.” I have found a half- 
dozen different pieces of jade in 
Washington. Two were Indian, or 
Eskimo axes. The rest, jade stones 
from one inch to five inches in dia- 
meter, All were found “east of the 
mountains,” which in the west coast 
means, east of the Cascade Mountains. 
These jade stones were undoubtedly 
carried from the far north to the 
Columbia basin by glaciers. There- 
after, the river or its tributaries may 
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have taken it as much as a thousand 
miles. Of course, the glacier may 
have originated anywhere from 
Washington to the north pole and 
gouged off the jade anywhere in its 
travels) The same conditions may 
occur over all the northern portion 
of the country, so residents of these 
states may actually find jade from 
coast. to coast in the glacial gravels. 
I hope they do—and please send me 
a sample. 

When the late J. L. Kraft, of cheese 
fame, started some years ago to build 
a window of jade as an integral part 
of the North Shore Baptist Church in 
Chicago, where he worshipped, his 
search for suitable jade extended 
from Alaska to Arizona, through all 
of our western states. Many pros- 
pector friends of Mr. Kraft’s aided 
in the search to find jade of specified 
colors and gem quality. The design 
for the jade window was arrived at 
after much study of traditional stain- 
ed glass window designs; it incor- 
porates the motifs which Mr. Kraft 
thought in best harmony with the 
many colors of jade to be used. The 
work of cutting, polishing and lead- 
ing the various colored jade is the 
monumental task accomplished over 
a period of two years by Mr. Kraft 
himself in his own work shop and by 
Mr. and Mrs. E. A. Williams, pro- 
fessional lapidaries, skilled in the 
craft of leading glass windows, of 
Elkhart, Indiana. The sacred design 
of the ‘window, conforming to the 
Colonial design of the church itself, 
has a window-long cross of pure 
white jade, a rosette in the center 
of the cross into which is set the 
letters “I.H.S.,” the abbreviation of 
the Greek word for “Jesus.” The 
letters themselves are the white jade 
of the cross, the rose jade of the 
background a very rare, warm, soft 
shade. The rose jade was found in a 
small boulder by Mr: and Mrs. Law- 
rance LaKamp, in Placer County, Cal- 
ifornia. When the rosette for the 
window was completed, not a single 
piece of the rose jade was left over. 
The central design of the window is 
surrounded by delicately green shad- 
ed borders of fine nephrite jade from 
Alaska Wyoming, and California.

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the ancient “good luck” stone 
possesses, and with its history 
through the ages, this brilliance is 
further enhanced by the rich tradi- 
tion associated with jade. Although 
the use of jade as a sacred adorn- 
ment for a modern Christian church 
is new, jade has been associated 
‘with religious usage from the days 
of the Chou dynasty in China—more 
than 1100 years before Christ. In 
the early religion of China, jade 
pieces of different colors represent- 
ed heaven, earth, and the four quar- 
ters.

Kraft’s jade window were selected 
with an artist’s eye to the color 
harmony in keeping with its Chris- 
tian motifs, not the Chinese symbol- 
ism, but the reverence in which jade 
has been held for so many centuries 
makes it especially appropriate as 
a church adornment, Mr. Kraft said. 


“From the beginning of time,” Mr. 
Kraft added, “jade has been the 
stone embodying and symbolizing 
truth. Confucius once summed up 
the great qualities of jade in words 
which describe it today; ‘It is of 
warm, liquid and moist aspect like 
‘benevolence; it is solid, strong and 
firm like politeness; when struck, 
it gives out a pure far-reaching 
sound, vibrating long but stopping 
like music; like truth it gives out a 
bright rainbow; it shows a pure 
spirit among the hills and streams; 
and in the whole world there is no 
one that does not value it.’” 


To all those who know jade, Or- 
iental and Occidental alike, white 
jade—used to make up the cross in 
the Kraft window—is the rarest and 
most highly prized of all jade colors. 
White jade is rare all over the ‘world, 
most of the supply of modern times 
coming from Burma and Turkestan. 
Although Mr. Kraft found a con- 
siderable quantity of green jade in 
this country, and green and brown 
jades of many varied shades from 
Alaska, Wyoming, California and 
Colorado, his supply of white jade 
was negligible. 


After the central cross of the 
window was designed on paper, Mr. 
Kraft began an intensive search 
among his lapidary and prospecting 
friends of the west to find a suffi- 
cient quantity of the white stone. 
Some fine white jade in boulder 
form had been discovered on the 
mountain property which Mr. Kraft 
owned at Happy Camp, California. 
Jack Kniffen, the prospector who 
worked on that property for Mr. 
Kraft the year around seeking out 
jewel jade was successful in finding 
some white jade, but not enough of 
the quality required for the window. 


It remained for a prospector in 
an isolated area of Arizona—some 
75 miles northwest of Prescott—to 
uncover a vein of white jade in a

The collectors of Christmas Greet- 
ing nost cards are increasing, for 
collectors have found that Christmas 
Greeting cards are colorful, varied, 
and display much that is good in 
poetry and in art. Even in this some- 
what limited freld of collection there 
are specialties. Some of these are 
the ecards showing birds, children, old 
fashioned scenes, Bible pictures, San- 
ta Clauses, or the beautiful old Ma- 
donna paintings. Others are the art 
of Griggs, Clapsaddle, and other post- 
card designers; or the cards of fam- 
ous makers such as Rotograph, Tuck, 
Wensch, and others. 


We waited until we had what we 
thought were enough choice Christ- 
mas cards before placing them in an 
album. We said “Now this is beautiful 
and complete, and that is that!” But 
soon we were moving this card: and 
that to make room. for some card 
that obviously belonged in a set with 
some of the others. 


As we have stated often, many of 
our most choice greeting cards are 
not easily identified. There will be 
cards that are almost identical in 
design which have different mark- 
ings. There will be cards’ with ident- 
ical markings, yet with different 
publishers’ names (evidently imported 
from the same foreign company). 
Then there will be cards that. have 
only these questionable markings, or 
only a similarity in the color and 
printing of the word: post card. 
Others will contain only the words 
“Printed in Germany” —thus it is 
often confusing. Once before, we had 
an article on Christmas Cards (Dec- 
ember, 1951). You might wish to re- 
view it in connection with this article. 


There are embossed Christmas 


cards showing “December 25: Ghrist- 
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mas Day” on a pad with gold or 
silver background, and with holly, 
birds, and snowflakes. There are 
cards showing clocks, although these 
are more often found on New Years 
cards. 


We have many cards, with both un- 
divided and divided address sides, 
which have the words Post Card 
printed in Old English in dull green 
or brown or dark grey, and an eight 
point star at each end of the words. 
These are some of the strongest, best 
preserved of our old cards, and have 
some of the most beautiful art work, 
yet we have never had a one of this 
kind that has the name of a publisher 
or an artist, or any other trade mark 
or markings by which we could asso- 
ciate it with the familiar publishers 
markings. Some of these cards have 
delicate snow scenes in a panel, on 
the leaf of an open book, or on an 
artist’s palette. surrounded by embos- 
sed mistletoe, holly, and all on a 
ground or frame of silver. Another 
set of these cards feature little girls 
dressed in blue or pink, and another 
in gold and greens has a little boy 
rolling a hoop. In this same card 
there is a set of six cards with silver 
background, picturing a young boy 
and girl or two small girls in beauti- 
ful costumes of the Edwardian Era 
(1901-1908). At the bottom: of each 
card is a sprig of holly which is tin- 
selled. These are not only beautiful, 
but are definitely interesting for the 
costumes of the children. Also in this 
same type card are three with blue 
birds in a nest, with hollv and a silver 
border, three with snow scenes sur- 
rounded by small birds in the holly, 
and also larger birds in pairs with 
an ivory background. On the ivory 
cards, the birds are’ perched on pine 
branches and hold string or ribbon in 
their mouths, from which hang red

seals or silver bells. There arc also 
small birds and tiny scenes on one or 
two of other sets. 


_Rotograph mublished cards with 
birds and silver border something 
like the above, yet different. We do 
not know how many are in these sets. 


There is a set of bird cards marked 
BS. The birds are bright and backed 
by a snow scene and bordered with 
gold and silver, and a spray of bells 
and holly. Other Christmas cards 
showing birds were published by Dav- 
idson, by Tuck, and by companies 
using an AS and a tree on a shield, 
and another using the letters PFB 
on crossed compasses. 


A set showing small snow scenes, 
with artistic borders and gold letter- 
ing, are marked with a small B inside 
———— in green on the address 
side. 


An interesting group of cards is 
by Illustrated Post Card Co. showing 
cherubs ringing bells. We thought we 
had duplicates, but discovered that 
the same cherubs were ringing their 
bells in front of a silver ground, a 
gold ground, a gold ground with a 
wide maroon stripe, and one gold 
card was heavily tinselled. We have 
eight of these cards, and also cheap- 
er cards from another comnany using 
the same cherubs and bells. Also by 
Illustrated are gold cards with holly, 
wishbones, red ribbons, and small 
snow scenes on insets. Some of 
these are tinselled. 


We will list the Tuck cards only 
as many were described in the earlier 
article. We know there must have 
been thousands, but these have come 
our way:

We have a group of cards that are 
very colorful, heavily embossed, with 
much gilt or metallic ink, are of 
foreign design made in Germany, 
and contain a trademark that is a 
small bird (bat or butterfly?) with 
spread wings printed in green. Also 
bright with gold leaf or metallic ink 
is a set marked with N N in a rec- 
tangle, and printed in Saxony. There 
is much green in the design as well 
as the printing on the address side. 
These cards are also numbered. 

German—American Novelty Art 
Series put out very nice cards, many 
of which were tinselled. These are 
numbered, and have six designs for 
each number. 

Cards with the trademark BS in a 
circle are quite pretty. Our favor- 
ites in this card are white gelatine 
cards with small children and with 
delicate cut-in-gold lettering and dec- 
oration. 

There are cards by J. J. Marks, 
N.Y., that are more ornate or mixed 
in design than we care for. 

We find one type card that is 
easily acquired, or of which many 
were made in later years, that is 
marked with an ornate letter. C in 
Post Card. On most of these cards 
the letter S is in an oval underneath 
the C. One or tawo cards have also 
an additional star at the upper left 
of the address side and the words 
“Stecher Quality.” 

The cards in the 500’s have deli- 
cate small scenes in panels or ovals. 
Those in the 200’s, 700’s, and 1200’s 
are smooth cards’ (not embossed), 
and were mailed in the 1920’s. The 
designs are varied, several have 
pictures of the Nativity. The cards 
in the 1100’s have a texture that 
appears at first to be fabric. These 
cards, have snow scenes with birds. 
squirrel, or children, and are gold 
edged. 

Other very common cards and 
easy to find, comparatively speak- 
ing are the Whitney Made from 
Worcester, Massachusetts. Many of 
you readers bought them at the-dime 
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stores during the late twenties and 
early thirties. They are soft white 
cards with a satin smooth feel. The 
figures are simple of line and bright 
in color, and are embossed. Other 
cards by Whitney are reproductions 
of paintings of the Virgin and Baby, 
or of the Holy Family. They are in 
warm colors and have a frame border 
of gold or bronze. They are unnum- 
bered and contain no information. not 
even the name of the painting or 
artist. 


Another group of 1920-1930 Amer- 
ican Christmas cards, which were 
numerous, and are easy to obtain, 
is the Gibson Line Cards published 
by the Gibson Art Company of Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio. These are hard firm 
cards with a hand-painted appear- 
ance. They feature the Christmas 
Story in ovals or panels, snow 
scenes, hearths, old stage coaches, 
churches, etc. There are no photo- 
graphs, but they have the appearance 
of a water color with a verse or 
greeting as part of the design. There 
is little or no other decoration. Us- 
ing this same kind of art work, 
but often with a narrow border, and 
linen finish cards, are the F.A. Owen 
cards. These were also quite numer- 
ous and were published in great quan- 
tities up until the middle twenties by 
the same Owen Company that now 
makes school posters, booklets, and 
seat work of all kinds. They no 
longer make any post cards nor do 
they have any on hand. 


At least four of our Christmas 
cards picture Raffael’s La Madonna 
della Seggiola. The best one 1s a 
Stengel (illustrated in H OBBIES, 
December 1951) The others are less 
desirable cards. Among the very 
desirable cards are those marked by 
crossed compasses and the letters 
PFB, picturing children that are 
round-faced and rosy and are dressed 
in German type peasant clothes. The 
cards are produced in heavy: relief, 
or ‘with metallic trim, in gelatine, 
or a combination of gelatine and me- 
tallic. 

The International Art Publishing 
Company, and the Wolf Company 
have interesting Christmas cards, 
many of which were signed by Ellen 
Clapsaddle. 

Cards marked B.W. printed in 
Germany are lovely—many showing 
Christmas angels. Those marked B.B. 
London are also very desirable cards. 
Wensch cards have the usual Wensch 
standard of exquisite beauty and dig- 
nity. 

Other worthwhile Christmas cards 
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of which we have only a few samples 
are: Gottschalk, Dreyfus & Davis, 
London, Munich, and New York;

He has a knapsack and stick 
as well as the switches and bag. On 
another card, Santa’s purple coat 
has a cape collar and his cap is 
bound round with holly--again Santa 
has a cane.

He wears 
glasses, and writes with a red pencil. 

A number of. Santa cards have the 
added interest of pictures of dolls 
and toys. A Douglas post card has 
a real red satin robe on Santa. Sev- 
eral illustrated cards are heavily 
decorated. with tinsel or artificial 
snow (mica). -On two cards, the same 
Santa, trees, and bag are in front 
of the same fireplace, but in the 
lower left of one card is a small 
child with hands outstretched toward 
the tree, and on the other an older 
child ‘sleeps innocently: in’ a - wing 
chair.

holds a lady doll with plumed hat, 
and a 1910 toy auto. Santas are 
pictured in various poses: one holds 
the Christ child in his arms, one holds 
a little girl, several have clay pipes, 
one has a quill pen poised in the air, 
one has a glass of red wine and has 
removed his cap, one has an Ameri- 
can flag sticking in his sack.

Post Card Shorts, 
News & Previews 


1. May we speak again for the idea 
of sending postcard collectors post- 
cards instead of French fold cards 
for Christmas. 

2. Collecting state capitols is almost 
a hobby in itself. We find fifty-five 
publishers represented, and they in- 
clude all the most famous early pub- 
lishers of American postcards. One 
friend writes, “One other thing, I 
have managed to accumulate all but 
four of the Illustrated Post Card 
Company’s State Capitols. They are 
an unusual lot since they were made 
in the early 1900’s. May I enlist 
your aid in obtaining the missing 
four? In line with this set, I am 
attempting to complete a set of the 
S. Langsdorf State Capitols. These 
I have a few of, and they are indeed 
beautiful cards. This I’m afraid will 
be quite a chore!” In deciding 
whether your state cavitols are com- 
plete, it would be well to check the 
date of publication with the dates 
when the last few of the Western 
States entered the Union. I imagine 
my friend’s illustrated set was com- 
plete as of the time of publication. 
This is just one instance of how 
postcard collecting makes one study 
his history and geography. 
3. From reader Michael O’Connor: 
“T had the good fortune to acquire a 
set of 26 Tuck Presidents — from 
Washington through Taft. They are 
beautifully done in color, a replica 
of signature of each one—also data 
giving high-lights of each one’s term 
of office. These are excellent histo- 
ricals.” 

4. From reader Pauline Watkins: 
“You mention the New and Old Tes- 
tament cards, and ask for informa- 
tion. There are ten sets of twelve 
cards each, making 120 cards. The 
first 5 sets are the Old Testament, 
the other 5 sets are the New. They 
are not embossed. There is a dupli- 
cate set with the writing in German. 
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I have 41 of set (English) and 18 
dupes. One card had been sent toa 
dealer and the full information is 
cn the back, with the price 75c for 
the 120 cards. So far, mine have 
cost 5c each.” 

5. Some collectors turn thumbs down 
on all hotel cards. Often these col- 
lectors have seen only cheap cards 
of square buildings. But stop and 
think, many hotels today put out 
kodachromes, woodcuts, engravings, 
pen and ink sketches, and unusual 
types of cards. Many hotels are beau- 
tiful examples of either old or new 
architecture, and many hotels have 
historic connections. Take for ex- 
ample of worthwhile cards, those of 
the Williamsburg Inn, the Mission 
Inn in California, and Baldpate Inn, 
one in New England and one in Colo- 
rado (the latter with its museum 
of keys—remember the “Seven Keys 
to Baldpate?”). Then there are hotels 
of such places as Key West, Florida; 
Plymouth, Massachusetts; Bermuda; 
and restaurants with cards such as 
the Dickens Hearth, and the Stephen 
Foster room at Schulers, or the 
famous Greek salads at Pappas’s in 
Tarpon Springs. So when you say 
“No hotels,” please add “unless in- 
teresting.’” 

6. We are delighted to see among 
the advertisers here a better choice 
of old and new cards for sale. Our 
readers are still inquiring about new 
albums, files for big collections, and 
for Goodness sakes, does anyone have 
South American cards for sale? 

7. Why not give children in your 
family a start on a postcard collec- 
tion for Christmas? A set of Swiss 
flowers dogs, horses, or birds; a set 
of these cards with the dressed cats 
that are so human; colorful Florida 
fish; a set of circus clowns and ani- 
mals; cowboy and rodeo cards, or 
just a dozen or so cards from some 
place that is historic or colorful and 
different. Remember that the best 
of the present day cards will some 
day be the best of collectors items.

rugged mountain canyon. The happy 
discoverer was Bertha Schell, miner 
and prospector extraordinary, a wom- 
an of endless energy and ingenuity. 
In spite of the fact that Mrs. Schell 
and her husband live many miles 
from the nearest mail box, and 
must pack in by burro to the can- 
yon cabin from each trip to town— 
the correspondence which she kept 
up with Mr. Kraft during the two 
years she was prospecting for white 
jade filled a large special cabinet 
file in Mr. Kraft’s offices. He kept 
Mrs. Schell’s record because, as he ex- 
plained, it constitutes a story of such 
drama and courage and adventure 
as to inspire any rockhound.” 

Far down on the steep side of a 
canyon near her cabin, Mrs. Schell 
caught the gleam of a vein of pure 
white rock. The ledge from which 
it shone was inaccessible. But this 
did not daunt Mrs- Schell. She pro- 
ceeded to tie one end of a stout 
rope around her waist—the other end 
to a tree—and with one hand on the 
protecting rope and the other on her 
prospector’s pick, she scrambled down 
the sheer side of the canyon. Here 
on the narrow ledge she worked for 
several hours until she pried loose a 
sizable piece of the white stone. It 
fell to the canyon floor, 'where Mrs. 
Schell retrieved it and shipped it 
to Mr. Kraft.

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After scientific tests had been 
made to determine the quality of 
the white rock, this chunk of jade 
and many others subsequently snaked 
out of the canyon by Mrs. Schell 
in the same way—came to Mr. Kraft’s 
workshop to be fashioned into the 
jade pieces for the cross. 

Commenting on all the work and ad- 
venture which have gone into mak- 
ing the jade window, Mr. Kraft said, 
“Each individual piece of jade is a 
story in itself. If all of them could 
speak—and to me they do speak— 
they would tell of many adventures 
of the spirit, of great courage, much 
striving, much hard work, much im- 
agination, and the indomitable spirit 
of never giving up, on the part of 
many people. The gathering of the 
jade for this window is a true labor 
of love from many hands.” 

A considerable quantity of jade 
was found in the mountains of Wyo- 
ming in the late thirties, thanks 
largely to Mr. Kraft’s unflagging in- 
terest. A jade boulder weighing one 
and a fourth tons, second largest 
jade boulder in the world, was dis- 
covered by Mr. Kraft in the Lander, 
Wyo., area and presented to the 
Chicago Museum of Natural History. 
Much jade in float has subsequently 
been found in both Wyoming and 
California—with some jade also from 
a number of other western states. 

To date, no sizable vein of jade in 
place has been found in North Amer- 
ica. But Mr. Kraft confidently be- 
lieved that such native sources of 
jade would be found. 

Mr. Kraft’s jade window in the 
North Shore Baptist Church was de- 
signed as a beautiful sacred work 
of art to inspire worshippers in the 
sanctuary: But in its conception, Mr. 
Kraft also incorporated much of his 
own life’s interest, enthusiasm, and 
personal quest of the spirit. 


THE MARK I RIFLE

As to the magazine, it is scarcely 
necessary to add anything to its con- 
demnation beyond what is described. 
It is difficult to conceive of any more 
unmechanica] arrangement than the 
spring and platform. The latter jams 
in the case on the least provocation, 
while the spring is something to 
laugh at—not to use, Out of the 
whole length of wire the elasticity of 
only a small part is taken advantage 
of, the remainder being entirely wast- 
ed. The magazine is wider than the 
diameter of a cartridge, and yet not 
double so wide. The cases are there- 
fore not delivered perfectly centrally, 
and unless they are carefully packed 
they very often miss entering the 
chamber of the rifle. In the excite- 
ment of an engagement many a jam 
would take place, and possibly lives 
would be sacrificed from this cause. 
The following quotations from the 
official reports show how the maga- 
zine behaves in actual use: “The 
magazine spring often gets out of 
order, and. cartridges jam both in 
filling and loading from magazine.” 
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The report from Her Majesty’s ship 
Excellent said, with reference to the 
defects in the magazine: “Springs 
become weak after much work. Base 
of a cartridge liable to get under 
spring cover and cause delay in load- 
ing. Jams caused by two cartridges 
trying to get in chamber together, 
due to defect of spring cover.” The 
Committee at Meerut said: “Maga- 
zine flimsy, and could be easily 
knocked out of shape.” The official 
inspectors of musketry at Hythe de- 
clared that the “magazine was easily 
dented or otherwise injured. Difficult 
to clean if rusty or dirty inside— 
liable to be lost.” 

We do not care to go into the ques- 
tion of how many difficulties a man 
may get himself and his rifle into if 
he be only stupid enough. In any 
weapon something must be left for 
the skill of the user. In the one we 
are considering there are _ several 
pitfalls into which one may readily 
fall if not properly trained in its 
use, but it is not necessary to enter 
into these. There is no necessity to 
seek or exaggerate the case against 
the rifle, for the War Office official 
paper showing the modification to be 
effected in the new pattern maga- 
zine gun (Mark II.) is ample evi- 
dence that perfection has not yet 
been reached. 


Speaking on Tuesday evening to 
the members of the North London 
Rifle Club, at the Holborn Restau- 
rant, Sir Henry Halford, one of the 
committee who selected the maga- 
zine rifle, referred to the criticism 
upon that weapon which has recent- 
ly been made, and to which the mem- 
bers of the committee could not reply 
in the newspapers. He would not say 
that defects had not been found in 
the weapon, but they were not due to 
what he called its engineering, but 
to the mode of carrying out the de- 
tails. The worst defects were broken 
main springs, but these worked 
though broken, and had been known 
to act perfectly when broken into 
twenty pieces, This breaking, how- 
ever, was due to different qualities 
in the steel used, steel being very 
difficult to deal with in manufacture, 
and every batch of it requiring dif- 
ferent treatment. Objection had also 
been made to the bolthead and its 
fitting, but one bolthead at least had 
stood the test of firing 36,000 rounds 
without failure. But the bolthead had 
now been altered and it was believed 
that when riflemen had the oppor- 
tunity of using the weapon they 
would be well pleased with it. It had 
been said that so small a bullet could 
not possibly do the work required of 
it, and he for a long time had been 
of that opinion, But one day’s experi- 
ments upon the carcases of horses, 
donkeys and sheep had proved to him 
that it could, and that the power of 
the new rifle was superior to that of 
the Martini-Henry, and very slightly 
inferior to that of the best Express 
rifle. There need be no fear of the 
weapon, and when it should be fully 
and fairly tried upon an enemy it 
would be found to be the best rifle 
ever produced.

Disappearing 


The world may be facing phosphor- 
us starvation — added to all the other 
starvations predicted for the human 
race in the next millennium. 

There seems a real danger of ex- 
hausting available supplies of the 
mineral element most intimately as- 
sociated with plant life, according to 
D. P. Hopkins, British chemist, in the 
latest Annual Report of the ’Smith- 
sonian Institution. 

Phosphorus is essential for plant 
growth. The known world reserves of 
suitable rock phosphates, Dr. Hopkins 
says, now are estimated at about 26 
billion tons. A high estimate of world 
use of all phosphate fertilizers is 
25,000,000 tons a year. Thus. it would

seem, there is only enough of the ele- 
ment in available form to last, at the 
present use rate, for another thou- 
sand years. If the increase of popula- 
tion continues at the present rate the 
problem will be intensified because 
it is estimated that each adult requires 
just over a pound of ~hosphorus a 
year as a maintenance standard. 
Many of the world’s soils are exceed- 
ingly deficient in available phosphor- 
us: 

None of the element, of course, act- 
ually is lost. It simply becomes un- 
available, sinking to the bottom of the 
sea or forming chemical bonds with 
other elements so that it becomes 
unavailable to agriculture. 

The greatest waste, Dr. Hopkins 
points out, is in sewage. It has been 
estimated that the phosvhorus in the 
sewage of 5,000,000 persons is equi- 
valent to 17,000 tons of rock phos- 
phate a year. Great Britain’s current 
annual waste, he says, must be clase 
to 160,000 tons annually, while an 
average of 1,200,000 tons must be im- 
gs to maintain the fertility of the 
soil. 

“An even more serious loss of phos- 
phorus in the modern world,” he says, 
“is that caused through soil erosion. 
When millions of acres of tonsoils are 
blown or washed away, several hund- 
red pounds of phosphorus are lost 
with each acre. The annual loss of 
phosphorus by erosion in the United 
States was estimated in 1930 to be 
more than 2,000,000 tons.” 

Eventually much of this will get 
into circulation again. A considerable 
part carried to the sea is absorbed 
by plankton, which becomes the food 
of fishes which, in turn, become the 
food of man.

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“GRASSHOPPER” 
GLACIERS 


Among America’s natural curiosi- 
ties are “grasshopper glaciers.” 
These are great masses of glacial ice 
containing layers of embedded frozen 
grasshoppers. They occur among 
high mountains in the Northwestern 
States, and often contain perfectly 
preserved bodies of grasshoppers, 
though in some cases the slow grind- 
ing movement and great pressures 
characteristic of most glaciers reduce 
specimens to fragments. Such layers 
may be the remnants of vast grass- 
hopper flights, part of migrations re- 
curring at irregular intervals over 
several centuries. 

The most notable of the grasshop- 
per glaciers is located in the Bear- 
tooth Mountains of Montana, close 
to the northeastern corner of Yel- 
lowstone National Park. It has been 
known for over half a century, but 
a detailed illustrated account of it, 
prepared by Dr. Ashley B. Gurney, 
of the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, has been given for the first 
time in the Annual Report of the 
Smithsonian Institution just issued. 
This glacier is difficult of access and 
has been visited by few scientists, 
although the recurrent layers of dead 
insects may throw new light on the 
prehistoric habits of some of the 
country’s worst grasshopper pests. 

All the frozen insects identified are 
of the so-called Rocky Mountain 
grasshopper, the most destructive 
grasshopper in this country and one 
which spread devastation in the wake 
of tremendous migratory flights in 
the 1870’s and 1880’s, mainly in the 
Great Plains and northern Rocky 
Mountain States. Studying insects

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from glaciers has given clues re- 
garding the spread of insect pests 
by wind. It is believed that great 
hordes of this grasshopper either 
flew over the glacier or were carried 
there by winds and that while there 
sudden snowstorms or cold air rising 
from the ice field caused them to 
drop. While it is not known how 
many of such aggregations of grass- 
hoppers decompose after dying on 
the ice and snow, it is evident that 
some are embedded and frozen so 
quickly that they remain perfectly 
preserved until melting occurs — de- 
cades or even centuries later. 

In 1949 living specimens were 
found on the ice of this same glacier, 
apparently soon after they alighted 
and before embedding or decomposi- 
tion occurred, and they proved to be 
a grasshopper then migrating 
through range land in Nevada and 
Oregon. The upward rising con- 
vection currents which carry dust 
for hundreds of miles sometimes are 
important in the widespread move- 
ment of pests. 

Grasshoppers’ recently chopped 
from the ice of this glacier have been 
given age-determination tests by the 
radioactive-carbon method, but so far 
they reveal only that the oldest ones 
examined have been in the ice less 
than 600 yéars. 

Several other grasshopper glaciers 
occur in Montana, and there have 
been similar reports from the high 
mountains of Africa. 


Curiosities of 


Animal Life 


Tree-climbing, coconut-eating rats, 
black oysters, tiny shrimps that live 
inside the shells of living oysters, 
porcupinelike worms with gold-col- 
ored glass quills, ghost crabs, and 
coal-black spined sea urchins are 
among the curiosities of animal life 
brought back to the U.S. National 
Museum, Washington, D.C., after an 
intensive exploration of the coral 
atoll of Raroia in the South Pacific. 

This expedition was sent out by 
the Pacific Science Board of the Na- 
tional Research Council and was fi- 
nanced by the Office of Naval Re- 
search, the Humble Oil Company, and 
George Vanderbilt. The zoological 
collecting was under the direction of 
Dr. J. P. E. Morrison, naturalist of 
the Smithsonian Institution staff. 
Other participating organizations 
were the American Museum of Na- 
tural History and the University of 
Hawaii. 

Raroia is about 450 miles north- 
east of Tahiti in the French-owned 
Tuamotuan Archipelago. It has a 
single village of fairly prosperous 
natives. 

Notable among the zoological finds 
were the coconut-eating, tree-climb- 
ing rats. One species about the size 
and color of red squirrels, and with 
quite similar habits, presumably ar- 
rived at Raroia with the first Poly- 
nesian immigrants. It is a fearless 
creature, living largely on seeds. 
About a century ago there came a 
larger, grayish rat, which is rapidly 
displacing the smaller animal. It is 
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extremely shy of man. It climbs to 
the top of coconut trees and gnaws 
holes in the green coconuts, causing 
them to drop. It may live in tree- 
tops for weeks at a time and fre- 
quently travels from tree to tree 
across the leaves. 

A little offshore, under nearly 
every rock, Dr. Morrison found 
strange worms, 6 to 8 inches long, 
covered with the fine, gold-colored 
hairs of glass. These taper to points 
so fine that they are invisible. One’s 
hand has only to pass near one of 
these worms to receive painful 
stings. The tiny glasslike threads 
become dislodged in the flesh. 

The black sea-urchin, a species of 
echinoderm, also is unpleasant to en- 
counter. It usually rests on the bot- 
tom of shallow water and is covered 
with fine-pointed spines, the tips of 
which are covered with a film of 
some very irritating material. 

Many of the men of the single 
village on the island, Ngarumaoa, are 
pearl divers. They proved of con- 
siderable assistance in collecting ma- 
rine specimens, Sometimes, Dr. 
Morrison says, they will stay under 
water for as long as three minutes 
with all the air expelled from their 
lungs. Just before a dive such a man 
will repeatedly fill and empty his 
lungs so as to oxygenate the blood 
thoroughly. Before hitting the water 
he expells all the air and drops like 
a stone to the bottom. 

From depths of forty feet they 
brought up many specimens of oys- 
ters whose shells are covered with 
sharp spines, sometimes as much as 
two inches long. In the water cham- 
ber of each cyster of one species was 
found a pair of tiny shrimps, which 
thus acquire a secure shelter at the 
expense of the larger mollusk. 

This Raroia expedition of the Pa- 
cific Science Board brought back 
more zoological specimens from the 
Tuamotuan Archipelago for the U.S. 
National Museum than any other 
single expedition since the United 
States Exploring Expedition, of more 
than a century ago (1839-1842), led 
by Commander Charles Wilkes (U.S. 
Navy). 


MOLLUSKS 


Snails “lime”. the soil. Thus these 
mollusks of the land and shallow 
‘water have an important part in 
maintainin~ the balance of nature, 
accordine to the late Dr. Harley J. 
Van Cleave of the University of 
Illinois, in the latest annual report of 
the Smithsonian Institution. 


Lime, which reduces the acidity, or 
“sourness,” of the soil has been called 
the “backbone of agriculture.” Snails, 
Dr- Van Cleave noints out, accumulate 
lime in their shells and, at the end of 
their short lives, distribute it over 
wide areas. 


These mollusks exist in much larger 
numbers than ordinarily is supposed. 
For example, as many as 2,630 in- 
dividuals of one species of land snail 
to the acre were found on the Illinois 
flood plain along the Sangamon River, 
accounting for about 29 pounds of 
lime per acre. This does not represent 
the entire annual accumulation but 
rather the amount present at one time 
in the shells of living snails as deter- 
mined by sampling methods. Since 
the animals wander about rather free- 
ly, they are good distributors. 


Many snail species, however, are 
rather closely restricted in the type 
of environment in which they can live: 
One, for example, is invariablv assoc- 
iated with woodlands in which beech 
and maple trees are found. It does not 
feed on either of these trees or any 
of their products, but the conditions 
of soil and climate favorable to them 
are at the same time the set of con- 
ditions demanded by the animal. 


Another species is found in. greatest 
abundance where wood nettles grow. 
Because of these preferences, Dr. Van 
Cleave points out, deposits of snail 
shells sometimes give important clues 
to the past history of the regions 
where they are found. The shells often 
resist destruction for long periods 
and accumulate in extensive deposits.

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Peach Pit Prestidigitator

No, don’t bother to look it up. It 
refers to a man who works magic 
with peach stones. Also other feats 
which are in the realm of legerce- 
main. For years I had read about this 
man in popular science and mechani- 
cal magazines. I had tried to contact 
him but he seemed very shy of putting 
pen to paper and I had about writ- 
ten him off as one of the many people 
who had rather not have anything to 
do with me: 

Then a friend of mine William J. 
Nordvedt of Washineton, D. C., ‘wrote 
to me saying that he should like to 
bring the man in question, Charles 
Buellis of Baltimore, to see me. Of 
course, I was delighted and a date 
was set. Mr. Buellis proved to be a 
rather shy person who does not ap- 
pear much different than you or I 
until he starts to display his work. He 
is, however, a true showman and 
knows how to build up susnense. He 
let me show him. through my museum 
of miniatures and he marveled at 
each and every piece and wondered 
how anyone could make the various 
things which I showed him. 

Then it was his turn to show me 
the things he had brought with him 
some of which I had read and heard 
about for years. 

As a starter he brought out a large 
series of monkeys carved from peach 
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William J. Nordvedt examining 
miniaturia art 





pits, the sort that has been commonly 
shown for years. These of course, 
were quite an improvement on the 
ones that are in general circulation, 
but still rather ordinary. Then ‘we 
started to advance. He next produced 
a series of human heads carved from 
the same peach stones. These were 
remarkably well executed, with each 
and every hair carved in its proper 





place. Getting better, but still not 
what I hoped for. But that was the 
end of the line as far as every-day 
carving is concerned. There were still 
other peach stone carvines, but what 
carvings! It must be realized that 
peach pits are like human finger 
prints. There are no two alike. Each 
one has a potential picture if the art- 
ist ean visualize it. Mr. Buellis has 
developed what no other artist has 
ever done. He has been able to see in 
certain selected stones, the outline of 
the human figure, feminine of course, 
and has from the vague outline so 
visioned, to carve in relief a figure 
whose grace and beauty must be seen 
to be appreciated: As I have said be- 
fore there are no two nits alike, which 
means that thousands must be looked 
at before the outline can be seen by 
the artist. Likewise, as no two stones 
are the same, no two figures are 
alike. Some of the finer pieces are 
carved clear through the shell of the 
stone, and beautiful wreaths and other 
decorations are added to make them 
more ornate. The carvines he showed 
me would be enough to satisfy most 
anyone, but 'we had just started. He 
next produced a small cherry pit on 





which he had carved a figure as 
beautiful as the larger ones. This also 
was cut clear through. 

What next was produced appeared 
about the size of a grape seed and it 
Was necessary to call in the aid of my 
faithful magnifier. This I was told 
Was just a fragment of a peach stone 
oroken off with a hammer and carved 
Into the likeness of a human head 
so all the verfection of the larger 
pieces, 

He has always had the reputation 
‘or carving pairs of pliers from. the 
end of a match stick that will open 
and shut easily. However, he is the 
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only man to my knowledge who has 
ever been able to do it with a tooth 
pick. He has carved a match stick into 
a chain containing twenty-nine links, 
each separate from the other and 
without a break. One of his most re- 
cent carvings is a tiny chair that will 
go through the eye of a needle. 

But to get back to the things that 
I have read about and have now seen, 
he produced a grain of rice on which 
he had carved the entire picture of 
“Washington Crossing the Delaware.” 
This is not just a picture —all fig- 
ures are carved as in life. This work 
of art took more than eleven months 
to produce and is valued at many 
hundreds of dollars. 

He has produced a bust of Abraham 
Lincoln on a piece of bone only one- 
forty-eighth inch high. This is a per- 
fect likeness. 

One of the most remarkable feats 
is to take a grain of rice, smash it 
with a hammer and select one of the 
fragments from which is carved the 
bust of George Washington. This 
speck is 1344 times smaller than a 
grain of rice and to the naked eye re- 
sembles nothing as much as a tiny 
piece of lint. But to one using a pow- 
erful glass, all the beauty and perfec- 
tion are apparent. 

One of the things of which he is 
the most proud (next to his“Washing- 
ton Crossing the Delaware”) is a 
tiny grain of rice, from which is car- 
ved a beautiful little shrine. It has an 
opening in the front through which 
may be viewed a cross with the Sav- 
ior nailed to it. This carving is one- 
tenth the size of a grain of rice. It 
was carved through a small opening 
made in the side of the rice erain- 

Other nieces of his work include the 
letters U. S. A. carved on a human 
hair. Also among the things that 
have an outstanding anneal is a group 
of forty-three human heads_ carved 
on a piece of wood one-half inch by 
seven-eighths inch. He also has a pic- 
ture of Roosevelt carved on a coffee 
bean, and the Madonna and Child 
from a cherry pit. 

He makes most of his own tools 
because there is no source from which 
he could secure tools tiny and sharp 
enough to serve his purpose. In_addi- 
tion to carving, he does fine painting 
on grains of rice for which he forms 
brushes from bits of snider ‘web. 

He has many, many other wonder- 
ful carvings, but I have merely tried 
to give you the highlights. My pen is 
not facile enough to pring these mar- 
vels to your mind’s eye, but I have 
made a mighty effort to give you a 
vision of some of these wonders. If 
you are lucky some day you may see 
them for yourself. They will be worth 
quite a pilgrimage to see.

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Early and Modern Cards of Spain 


SPAIN, Italy, France and Ger- 
many have each, in turn, claimed that 
playing cards were invented or first 
introduced into Europe by them. 
Spain bases the argument for their 
claim on the name “Naipes” by which 
the cards were known at the earliest 
record, and are still known today, as 
being similar to the name “Naibi” 
by which they were known in Italy. 


Count de Gelelin to whom many 
early writers refer as an authority, 
claims “Naipes” is derived from the 
root word “Nap” which denotes “to 
take” or “to hold.” In the Arabic 
“Nabi” is a prophet or fortune teller. 
Explained in an introduction to the 
Old Testament the Hebrew words 
“Naibi” means by divine inspiration 
and “nabum” by individuals acting 
by divine inspiration. 


When it is remembered chess was 
played and brought to Europe from 
the east, it seems the more probable 
that cards were brought to Spain, 
Italy and France about the same 
time by the invading Moors or Sar- 
acens who spread over the country

and by the continued communication 
with the local people, the French, 
Italian and Spanish people gradual- 
ly became acquainted with their arts, 
customs and amusements. So it is 
thought very probable that each 
country derived their knowledge of 
the cards from the Orientals direct 
as they were advanced in culture be- 
yond the Europeans. 

The Spanish decks usually con- 
sist of forty-eight cards, the court 
cards being King, (Il Rey), Knight 
(Caballo-the Chevalier) shown as a 
mounted horseman and Knave (So- 
ta). The numeral cards are from one 
to nine inclusive, there being no tens 
in the Spanish deck. 

There are four 
(Espadas), Money (Dinero), 
(Copas) and Batons (Bastos). 

There are some characteristics in 
the Spanish cards that helps to i- 
dentify them, as the Spanish, French 
and Italian are sometimes so similar 
identification is difficult. 

It is well to remember the Spanish 
kings stand, which shows their long 
flowing robes to be well ornamented. 
Italian kings are seated as are the 
later French kings. There is no queen, 
woman or dame among the court 
cards, which are after the Oriental 
style. In the numeral cards the 
swords are straight two-edged and 
the batons are rough, knotty branch- 
es of trees shown either vertically or 
horizontally, but neither are ever in- 
terlaced as are the Italian swords 
and batons. Tarot cards were not

known in Spain. 

The cards are generally numbered 
in the top left hand corner and be- 
cause there are no tens the knave, 
knight and king are numbered 10, 11 
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and 12. The fours of each suit are 
generally decorated even today. 
During the 15th century Toulouse, 
Thiers and Limoges made quantities 
of playing cards for export to Spain 
and Portugal. The earliest Spanish 
cards made in Limoges and Rouen 
were quite small and are fairly easy 
to identify by the bright colors, espe- 
cially the yellow, orange and green 
which were hand stenciled. Many of 
the Spanish cards made by -the 
French manufacturers had the border 
made by folding over the back paper 
onto the face of the card in the 
Italian manner. Wood blocks were 
used for the design. ‘ 
Portugal also made cards for Spain 
about 50 years later as those made in 
France from wood blocks and with 
the folded borders uncolored, but

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Portugal stenciled much orange and 
black into the design. The cards now 
made in France were larger than 
those made earlier. 

The cards made in Portugal were 
by INFERRA and they followed the 
stvle of French or Italian cards 
often. The numbers on the Italian 
cards were first observed about 1801 
but the practice was not general un- 
til after 1870. 

The cards were stenciled until 1872, 
when some engraved cards were 
mede by Tullodosa y Ca in Barce- 
lona. Lithographed cards were made 
by Rudolfo de Olea in Cadiz in 1899 
and some by Heraclio Fournier in 
Vicoria in 1900. 

HOMBRE was the National Span- 
is: game and is still popular today. 
There are 40 cards in the pack which 
consist of four suits of ten cards 
each. There are no 8’s, 9’s or 10’s ina 
Hcmbre deck. 

Some of the card makers of Spain 
and Portugal whose names may be 
oe on old decks today are as fol- 
ows:

The ace of denari, or coins and the 
four of copas, or cups generally have 
the identification of the manufactur- 
er. Sometimes the ace has no print- 
ing, in which case the four of copas 
must be checked carefully for identi- 
fication. 

Heraclio Fournier is stil] the lar- 

gest and most important manufac- 
turer of playing cards in Spain. They 
have been producing some very at- 
tractive backs—mostly with the 
French style cards. There have beer 
several very beautiful souvenir decks 
issued for some very special anni- 
versaries. First was a deck honoring 
Christopher Columbus issued in 1929. 
This deck has beautiful ‘design and 
coloring on every card. Because the 
double eagle was used in the back 
design the decks were forbidden and 
ordered destroyed, It is the crest of 
the government and supposed to be 
used only for certain affairs. 
_In_ the past decade a_ set was 
Issued picturing Isabella of Spain and 
Ferdinand in connection with the 
Columbian centennial. This was a 
limited issue and rather scarce to 
find in decks. 

Spain has made much progress 
during the 20th century, however, un- 
til then the cards did not vary to 
any great extent more than would 
be expected of different manufac- 
turers such as those of France and 

orsugal, which produced many of 
the cards for Spain. The Spanish 
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ILLUSTRATED: 

Row 1 and 2—from an advertising deck of about 1895, advertising ‘El Barco” choco- 
lates. Note the rabbit, cat and dog which act as the ‘“Knight’s Steed.” The lion is not 
shown, although it is the other knight. 

Row 3 and 4 show a hand stenciled deck issued about 1840. This date is not too definite 

and it could be much earlier. 





style remained the card of Spain 
with only slight changes until within 
the past decade the Heraclio de Four- 
nier Company has_ manufactured 
some very attractive backs with the 
French style face. One wonders if 
they are made for use in Spain or 
for the tourist trade and export. 

The early Spanish cards have all 
over designs on the backs and the 
paper is generally very flexible. The 
cards have white backs with fine 
black designs. 

There may have been many vari- 
ous fancy decks of Spain but the 
writer has seen only the one shown 
in the two top rows of the illustra- 
tion. This deck was issued by the 
Simeon Dura, Valencia, about 1895 
to 1898 and advertises “El Barco” 
chocolates. Every card has the mak- 
er’s name in fine blue print near the 


marginal line, and in some manner 
each card has the name of the ad- 
vertised product, with some of the 
cunning little characters demonstrat- 
ing the use, either with a cup of 
chocolate, a cookie or possibly a 
chocolate bar. The colors are soft, 
but the deck is very colorful. 

The few cards illustrated cannot 
do justice to the deck. The first card 
is the ace of coins or denari, and 
shows the head of a child with blonde 
hair as the center of a large sun- 
flower. The stem below the flower is 
the body of a girl who is mounted on 
a grasshopper for her steed. The 
four of coins or sunflowers shows the 
center to be decorated as is usual 
with the fours of each suit. The ace 
of cups show the little folks with 
their cups of hot chocolate. The 
knights in this deck are mounted on 
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various pets for steeds, The knight 
of coins is mounted on a large lion 
(not shown) ; knight of cups or copas 
is mounted on a large cat; the 
knight of swords or espada, on a 
large bunny and the knight of Bas- 
toni or clubs on a large dog. Each 
club in this suit has a dog’s head at 
the top and each spade in the suit 
has a clown’s head at the top of it. 
The last card in the second row is 
the King of Clubs, represented by a 
large bird dressed as a harlequin 
with a King’s crown and wearing 
the ermine bordered robe. This is an 
interesting deck as well as colorful. 
There must be other decks of an in- 
teresting nature of this period. It is 
too expertly and cleverly done to 
think the maker was not experienced 
in this sort of advertising. 

The next two rows of ten cards are 
from a late 19th century deck which 
would be described by a novice as 
“hand painted.” It does look to be 
hand painted but it really is hand 
stenciled. Bright colors compose this 
and yellow, orange and green pre- 
dominate with some bright blue and 
deep black. Coins are yellow with 
orange, the king’s robe is yellow 
green and orange, white ermine trim 
with black shadows. Bastoni are yel- 
low, orange and green with orange 
knots. The seven of spades is shown 
to give the position of the short 
straight blades, in contrast to the 
long curved blades interlaced as the 
Italian blades in last month’s issue 
regarding the Italian cards. The 
knaves resemble those of the French 
decks of this period so it is possible 
these are by a French maker, or at 
least they are designed by a maker 
under the influence of the French. 
The lettering on the four of Copas— 
cups is also stenciled. Hand stencil- 
ing was discontinued in 1872, and 
numbering while it became general 
in 1870 was used occasionally after 
1801. Until more definite data is 
found this deck may be assumed to 
have been issued about 1840. The 
name of the designer or maker, 
“JOVER Y SERRA, Igualada” is 
the only printing throughout the deck. 
Evidently not too well known as his 
name does not appear in the listing. 

Playing cards of Spain are very 
interesting and although they are 
rather scarce they are well worth 
the time required fo seek them out.

The many beautiful new playing 
ecards of manufacture have 
brought forth many an “O, how lov- 
ely!”, “Isn’t that adorable!” et cet- 
era.. They are admired a few days 
then filed in the proper category in 
the collection and become in a few 
weeks as one of the group. There 
was one issue, however, this year 
that has made history, but like other 
current events we do not see history 
as we live it. This was true with you 
probably in regards to the Florida 
Souvenir Deck. For the first time 
fifty-two cards have a_ different 
scene in kodachrome, on the face of 
each card, and two colored jokers, 
different. This proved to be so much 
more expensive than had been anti- 
cipated that there were no re-issues 
when the plates wore out. Conse- 
quently this is a limited issue. The 
back design showed a beautiful par- 
rot in his tropical seeting, and a blue 
green or yellow border, 


The Coronation issues were of 
course the world event that attracted 
the attention of all playing card col- 
lectors during most of the year. So 
far there are twenty-eight issues, in- 
cluding the Official Coronation, the 
full length portrait of Queen Eliza- 
beth II and Phillip in his Admiral’s 
Uniform and the other issues for the 
Queen and Phillip. The two designs, 
the crest of England on white and the 
crown on the red, both with gold 
borders - issued by the U.S. Playing 
Card Company of Cincinnati, and 
the two large crowns issued by the 
Arreo Playing Card Company of 
Chicago, and the four-cards - two 
with the crown in center and the two 
with the sceptre in the center, both 
designs with the jewels forming bor- 
ders across the ends, issued by Ferd. 
Piatnik and Sons of Austria account 
for eight, leaving only twenty with 
the Queen and Phillip. Undoubtedly 
there have been other issues which 
will come to light yet, maybe issued 
in honor of the beautiful young 
queen. 

What will be the big event for the 
hobby in 1954?

GREENE Coat-of-Arms 


By HAZEL KRAFT EILERS 


of Parliament from Exeter, is with- 
out proper foundation. 

John! Greene was the fourth son of 
Richard and Mary of Bowridge Hall. 
He was born Feb. 9, 1596-7, and was 
of Salisbury, County Wilts. In 1619 
he married Joanne Tattershall and 
had issue seven children, One son, 
Richard, born in 1623, died young 
in England. In 1635 John and his 
wife and the remaining six children 
sailed in the ship “James” of Lon- 
don, from Southampton, and arrived 
in Boston on the third of June that 
same year. The family settled at 
Salem, Mass., but when driven out 
by religious persecution, they follow- 
ed Roger Williams to Providence, 
R.I., in 1687. Here John Greene 
became one of the twelve original 
proprietors. He remained in Provi- 
dence until 1643 when with twelve 
others he again moved to a settle- 
ment which had been purchased from 
the Narraganset Indians for 144 
farthings of wampum. The Governor 
of Massachusetts attacked his plan- 
tation, taking almost all of the set- 
tlers and subjecting them to severe 
punishments. Joanne, the wife of 
John, escaped to Conanicut where she 
died soon afterwards. 

The following year, 1644, John 
went to England as Commissioner, 
and having succeeded in obtaining 
“a just assertion of his rights,” re- 
turned bringing a second wife, Alice 
Danniels, who died soon after coming 
to America. He married a third wife, 
Philippa, who survived him, dying in 
1687 at the age of eighty-seven years. 

On his return he resided in War- 
wick and served variously as Magi- 
strate, 1655-6; assistant; Member of 
the Town Council; and commissioner 
to the court of commissioners, 1654- 
57. He died 1658-9 and his will was 
proved Jan. 7, 1660. As John had 
moved to Warwick before any of 
his children had married, all of his 
descendants for a long time lived ex- 


clusively in Warwick or East Green-, 


wich, and the land bought in 1642 
called Occupassnatuxet, remained in 
the family until 1782 . . . 140 years! 

The oldest son of John and Joanne 
Greene was John’, born in Salisbury, 
England in 1620. He married in 
1648 Mary, daughter of William and 
Audrey Almy of Providence, R. I. 
John? was as public-spirited as his 
father before him. He served as 
major in command of the Militia of 
Rhode Island, Representative to the 
Assembly for twelve years, Deputy, 
Assistant, and Attorney-General 
1690-1700. He died in 1708 leaving 


five daughters and six sons. Three 
of his sons married Sayles sisters - 
granddaughters of Roger Williams. 

Peter”, the second son, was born in 
1621 and died in 1659. He married 
Mary, daughter of Samuel Gorton. 

James? (1626-1698) of Potowomut 
married first, Deliverance (1637- 
1664) daughter of Robert Potter; and 
secondly, in 1665 Elizabeth, daughter 
of John and Susanna Anthony of 
Portsmouth, R.I. 

In 1659, Thomas? (1628-1717) mar- 
ried Elizabeth, daughter of Rufus 
and Margaret Barton. They had 
five sons and two daughters. 

John! also had two daughters - 
Joan born in 1630, who married John 
Hade: and Mary born 1633. 

Nathanael Greene, fifth in descent 
from John Greene!, was the son of a 
Quaker farmer and smith. He was 
born at Potowomut, R. I., in 1742, 
and died of sunstroke at the age of 
forty-four at his estate in Georgia. 
Early in life he made a serious study 
of war, and, as most our military 
leaders during Revolutionary times, 
he was a self-trained soldier. His 
intense interest in the subject led 
to his expulsion from the Society of 
Friends, although he always adhered 
to all their other principles. In ap- 
preciation of his military genius dur- 
ing the Revolutionary War, he re- 
ceived a gold medal and a vote of 
thanks from Congress. He has been 
placed second only to Washington 
among the officers of the American 
army in military ability, and his 
statue, with that of Roger Williams, 
represents the State of Rhode Island 
in the National Hall of Statuary in 
the Capitol at Washington. 

His grandson, George Washington 
Greene (1811-1883), was an historian 
of note, having compiled, among other 
works, a three volume history of ‘“‘The 
Life of Nathanael Greene.” 

Other early Green/Greene settlers 
in New England include Timothy, 
born in England. He came to America 
during: the early part of the 17th 
century and settled in Rhode Island 
near Providence, then removed to 
Cheshire, Mass., and later to Rens- 
selaerville, N.Y. William from De- 
vonshire, England in 1663, (freeman 
1664) was one of the original sub- 
scribers to the town orders agreed 
upon in Charlestown. William of 
Barnstable, Mass., died in 1756 aged 
70 years. He married in 1709, Desire, 
daughter of John Bacon, and grand- 
daughter of Hon. Nathaniel and 
Hannah (Mayo) Bacon, a descendant 
of William Bacon of Stretton, Eng- 
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land. Thomas born in 1600-6 in Eng- 
land, died in Malden, Mass., in 1667. 
He is believed to have originated 
from Somerset, England, and arrived 
in America in 1635. He settled in 
Ipswich, Mass., where he remained 
until 1650. 

Another early settler was John! 
Greene of Charlestown who came 
with his wife, Perseverance, (daugh- 
ter of Rev. Francis Johnson of Am- 
sterdam) in 1632. They had three 
children. John, Jacob and Abigail. 
John? died without issue, while 
Jacob? left four sons surviving-Jacob, 
John, Bartholomew and Joseph. Two 
of these grandsons of the settler 
used a seal which Burke describes as 
belonging to the Greens of Hertford- 
shire, Nottinghamshire, and Awkley 
Hall co. York. 

Bartholomew Green, called a kins- 
man of John of Charlestown, was an 
early settler of Cambridge, Mass. He 
was father of the famous printer, 
Samuel Green. The New England 
register of April, 1950 has an article 
written by William C. Kiessel, of 
New York University, entitled: ‘The 
Green Family A Dynasty of Prin- 
ters,” This illustrates how “the 
family tradition of printing has been 
followed through six generations, and 
one hundred and ninety years.” 

Other early emigrants are listed in 
the Greene Family (1904) by La 
Mance. The southern branches, ac- 
cording to this compiler, derive their 
ancestry from five early Greene set- 
tlers -' three of whom were living in 
the James River settlement by 1623. 
The names of these three men were 
Solomon, Robert and John, Solomon 
came to Virginia in 1618 at the age 
of twenty-seven years. The other two 
early settlers were Alexander and 
Roger who came in 1635. By actual 
count there are sixty-five Green/ 
Greene names listed in Greer’s 
“Early Virginia Immigrants,” - all 
of whom arrived before 1656. 

As most of the Green/Greene ar- 
morial bearings on record display 
either the buck or stag as the princi- 
pal charge, or else in the crest, per- 
haps, as stated by Mrs. L. E. Rixford 
in her “Three Hundred Colonial An- 
cestors” (1934) “all the branches of 
the Greene family are entitled to use 
the Coat-of-Arms illustrated here as 
it was borne by the founders of the 
line” - nevertheless, there are many 
links missing before this can be any- 
thing other than a surmise. 


Interpretation 

He beareth for Arms: Azure three 
bucks trippant or, a crescent for dif- 
ference. Crest - a buck’s head. 
Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
A blue (azure) shield on which is 
charged three gold (or) bucks in 
trotting (trippant) position. Trip- 
pant is a term used to express a 
buck, antelope or other animal when 
represented with one foot lifted up, 
and the other three feet upon the 
ground, as if trotting or walking. 
The accompanying illustration is 
taken from the Heraldic Journal, and 
is confirmed in the Roll of Arms, 


published by the New England His- 


toric Genealogical Society. This Coat 
is ascribed to Dr. John Greene (‘“Sur- 
geon John”) of Rhode Island. Burke 
also registers this same Coat for the 
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Green (no final “e”) family of co. 
Northampton, giving the description 


of the bucks as “passant”? - which 
means essentially the same thing as 
“trippant.” 


The stag, deer and buck, according 
to Guillim and Upton, are animals 
symbolica] either of one skilful in 
music and a lover of harmony, or of 
one that is politic and well foresees 
his times and opportunities; or again, 
of one who is unwilling to assail the 
enemy rashly but rather desirous to 
stand on his own ground honestly 
than to annoy another wrongfully. 
These definitions may be summarized 
briefly to signify Policy, Peace and 
Harmony, 

The head or part of any animal 
has the same meaning as the animal 
itself. The bearing of animals is un- 
doubtedly one of the most ancient 
forms of symbolism and the simpli- 
citv of this Coat indicates antiquity. 

The deer between the crescent 
(moon) is a reminder of Christmas 
and a myth we all love - as well 
as “sincerity and peace”, ”, “generosity 
and elevation of mind.”

In Australia, New Zealand, and 
Africa, the joyous week which ushers 
the old year out and the new year 
in falls at a time ‘when the season is 
at its busiest, and not, as in England, 
when labour of all kinds is little 
required, owing to the inclemency of 
the weather. Christmas is held, of 
course, but the working members 
of society have no leisure then for 
its enjoyment; and indeed, if pressed 
with orders, have often had to spend 
the day itself in hard work.

In Alexandria, flars hang from 
the roofs of the consulates, English, 
American, French, Portuguese, and 
others; and the guns fire salutes 
from the Christian vessels in the 
harbour. 

Christmas Day in England is very 
much like a Sunday, the streets be- 
ing thronred by the same band of 
steady church-goers, answering to 
the call of parish bells.

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In Scotland, although Christmas 
is yearly becoming of more impor- 
tance, the pre-eminence is decidedly 
given to New Year’s day and eve. 
In the days of our forefathers, not 
only relations assembled in the house, 
but all the retainers, youth and age, 
rich and poor alike ~articipated in 
the mirth attendant upon the season. 


In England, many ancient customs 
are falling into disuse, indeed, scarce- 
ly more than a shadow now remains, 
for if Christmas is still a religious 
festival and a family gathering, it 
has lost the distinction of a feast 
that bound all ranks tovether, and 
that led to a community of feeling 
between high and low. The huge 
Yule log was drawn by the servants 
into the great hall, where each mem- 
ber, sitting down in turn on the log, 
sang a Yule song and drank a cup 
of spiced ale to a merry Christmas 
and a happv new year. The log was 
then cast on the blazing fire, with 
prayers for the safety of the house 
and the happiness of its inmates un- 
til the next Christmas-tide should 
come round again.

were the pleasures provided for all; 
and then, when the huge candles were 
lighted, and the exertions in danc- 
ing, flirting, romping laughing, kiss- 
ing under the mistletoe, and eating 
and drinking, had pretty well ex- 
hausted the company did the revel- 
lers gather round the crackling log 
in the spacious chimney, singing 
songs or telling legendary tales, until 
midnight chimes dispersed the happy 
group. 


A superstition, common among the 
ignorant peasantry, existed until quite 
lately. This was, that if you stole 
quietly into the cowhouse at midnight 
on Christmas eve, you would find 
the cattle kneeling down immediately 
after twelve o’clock, as commemor- 
ating the supposed similar case of 
the oxen in whose resting-place 
Jesus of Nazareth was born; also 
that bees might be heard to sing in 
their hives at the same hour. This 
belief had taken long to be uprooted. 


In the old halls and at College 
tables, the chief dish of the feast 
was the boar’s head—not the goose 
and turkey of nowadays, which was 
perfumed with rare spices, and deck- 
ed out with garlands of holly and rose- 
mary. It was brought in with pomp- 
ous state by the head-cook, a song 
being chanted in its honour, either 
during or after the repast; which 
song is still sung at the bringing 
in of the boar’s head at Queen’s Col- 
lege, Oxford:
